I HAVE the honour to transmit herewith to your Excellency the Report, with 
the accompanying Returns, of the Inspector of Liberated Africans for the year 
1888. 

2. The most important point in connection with Mr. West’s Report is the 
announcement of the decrease in the number of such persons employed on estates. 

3. Whilst it is a fact that there is just as much and more agricultural labour 
required than heretofore, there is evidence of the increased indisposition of the 
Africans to engage in regular employment. Nor is there any reason to suppose 
that the conditions of their engagement are in any way changed. Explanation is 
doubtless to be found in the statement that there is an increase of land-squatting, 
whilst there are no attendant local circumstances to counterbalance the inherent 
laziness and unambitious nature of these people when left entirely to themselves. 

4. Mr. West seems to think that the proposed new Law on Vagrancy will have 
a beneficial effect. Ihave not yet had time to make myself acquainted with the 
proposed working of the Ordinance, but I think it can be safely asserted that no 
amount of legislation, unless it is of an extremely severe and unusual type, will 
make people industrious, 

Beggars and loafers can possibly be dealt with in large towns, but in moun- 
tainous country districts, somewhat inaccessible, it is doubtful whether the applica- 
tion of any Vagrancy Law would be attended with much success.

I HAVE the honour to submit herewith the Annual Report, and accompanying 
Returns, in connection with the Immigration Department for the year 1888. 

2. There have been no new immigrants. 
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3. There were in 1887 many departures of liberated Africans for Madagascar, 
but this sort of exodus has not been renewed during the year now under review, 
and, as far as I can ascertain, but few Africans left the dependency during the year 
1888. 

4. The number of Africans employed on estates last year was 313, compared 
with 384 in 1887, or a decrease of 71. Of these, 208 were under verbal engage- 
ments. 

5. The total number of labourers of all classes employed on estates last year 
was 859, compared with 921 in 1887. . 

6. They earned for wages rupees 59,405 : 05, compared with rupees 67,177 : 87 
in 1887. 

7. The sum of rupees 9,084 :51 was deducted from their wages thus :—

8. There was only one complaint by an African brought before the Stipendiary 
Magistrate: a claim for wages, which was condemned. In 1887 there were 3 com- 
plaints, of which 2, however, were acquitted. 

9. There were 15 prosecutions by masters against their African labourers, or an 
increase of 3 compared with 1887. Of these, 13 were convicted. These figures 
compare favourably with the 36 complaints and 32 convictions in 1882. 

10. I had no occasion to enter any complaints last year in my capacity of 
Inspector of Africans. 

11. In the matter of crimes and contraventions committed by Africans, the year 
1888 shows an increase under both headings, viz.: 43 of the former compared to 
34 in 1887, and 242 of the latter to 130 in 1887. In 1882 there were 21 crimes and 
109 contraventions committed by Africans. This tends to show that as time goes 
on the liberated African develops a strong tendency to break or evade the law. 
This tendency, however, is limited to offences against property, and minor contra- 
ventions, and it is remarkable that among so many but recently cizilized negroes 
cases of heavier crimes, such as murder, rape, and wounds and blows, do not oftener 
occur. Even in the outlying islands, where the moral control over the labourers is 
but slight, they remain as a rule quiet and obedient, though always lazy and given 
to petty larceny. 

12. There were 65 Africans admitted for treatment in the hospital. 

18. Appendix No. 5 shows that there were 82 births of children of African 
parents in 1888, compared with 55 during the year before. Besides these, there were 
12 still-births. The deaths were the same as in 1887, viz.: 26. 

14. The total number of Africans employed on estates was on an average over 
the last two years only 349. 

This is a small proportion of the total African population. The remainder have 
become as a rule mere squatters and vagrants. They do not adapt themselves 
readily to steady labour, but prefer to work a few days a-month as day Jabourers; 
or to pretend to cultivate a small patch of ground on the “ Moitié System,” to 
eapoying themselves as servants or labourers on the estates. I am strongly of 
opinion that these men should be compelled to abandon this ,vagabond existence, 
and I believe that the new Regulation on the “ Moitié System,” worked in combina- 
tion with the proposed new Law on Vagrancy, will have a most beneficial effect. 
The planters and proprietors are unanimous in their complaints of the difficulty to 
obtain labourers for their estates, and yet there is an ample supply of labourers in 
the dependency, but it cannot be made use of. If the land was really cultivated by 
the so-called “ Moitié System” labourers, and if there existed on the ground a 
sufficient supply of food for the support of the popeeen in the event of a famine 
in India, or a want of rice in these islands, it might be said that the complaints of 
the proprietors were uncalled-for. But, unfortunately, the land lies idle, and, 
especially at Mahé, with the exception of the cocoa-nuts and the vanilla, little or 
nothing is cultivated. I feel sure that,on inquiry being made, it would be found 
that there are not 30 acres - —_ in all irom - 

Recently the rice supply got low, and the price went up to 16 rupees a-bag, and 
the bazaar pe daily empty of fresh food or vegetables, for owing to bad eee 
there was no fish. In my journeys over Mahé | have always observed the utter 
abandonment of the land, and it is a matter of wonder where the inhabitants of 
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the huts on these neglected lands find their means of supporting life daily, for there 
is as a rule not the sign of any cultivation, either past or present, in the neighbour- 
hood of these huts. This mode of living is not limited to the Africans, but is also 
adopted by the creoles. 

15. The Africans and creoles when they do work on the estates are well 
treated, and but few complaints are made by them against their masters, though, on 
the other hand, I hear much from proprietors of the laziness and love of marooning 
of their men. Jt is but a slight matter for a labourer to walk into town to make 
his complaint, but it is, on the contrary, a serious undertaking for a proprietor, who 
may be living at the south end of the island, to give up his work, and go to the 
expense and fatigue of a journey into town for the purpose of prosecuting his men. 
Therefore the labourer in this respect has a double advantage: he can readily obtain 
redress for ill-treatment, and he knows that he can misbehave himself towards his 
master with comparative impunity. There is no doubt that the Africans in 
Seychelles are as happy, if not happier, than they could aa be elsewhere.

Sir, ** Boadicea,” off Wassin Island, April 18, 1889. 

I HAVE the honour to report that, whilst cruizing off Wassin in the cutter of 
the “ Boadicea,” with the whaler in company, the latter boat boarded the dhow 
‘“ Sharsi,” flying Arab colours, Nahoda Tofiki, at about 8 a.m. on Thursday, the 11th 
instant, and finding her suspicious brought her to me in the cutter. 

I found on board five persons—two men, two women, and a boy of tender 
years, who, from their appearance, I took to be slaves. 

I questioned the men and women, who stated that they had been slaves, but 
were free, their owner having died. 

I next questioned the Nahoda, who gave an entirely different account of them, 
stating that they were slaves belonging to an Arab, one Sudi-bin-Mahommed, of 
Zanzibar, and that they were going thither to work on his plantations, his orders 
being to take them there. 

Donsidering the discrepancy between these accounts, I again questioned the 
men and women, who this time stated that they were the slaves of Sudi-bin- 
Mahommed. 

As regards the boy, the Nahoda at first stated that he had shipped him in lieu 
of two of his crew whom he discharged at Lamu; but on my pointing out to him 
that the boy, who was apparently but 4 years of age, was somewhat diminutive 
for the work, he admitted that the child was also being taken as a slave for the 
same Arab. 

Under the circumstances I considered that the dhow must be detained, the 
persons enumerated being undoubtedly slaves being taken to Zanzibar for planta- 
tion work, and could in no wise be considered as coming under the category of 
domestic slaves.

3. On the crew being mustered, one man was found in excess of the number 
mentioned in the dhow’s papers, and the Nahoda Sodi was unable to give a satis- 
factory explanation.

2. I immediately proceeded to that place, and observed that a dhow was hauled 
up among the bushes, and that men were escaping from her. 

: 3. On close examination, | observed she was fitted with a platform for receiving 
slaves. 

4. After making a thorough search in the neighbourhood of the dhow, and 
finding no slaves, I proceeded to haul the dhow out into deep water. Shortly 
afterwards four slaves (three men and one woman) waded off to the boat. 
Subsequently seven more came off to the pinnace. 

5. The next day Lieutenant ge pe and myself surveyed the vessel, and found 
she was unfit to proceed to the port of adjudication, and alter measuring her in the 
authorized manner, we sank her. 

6. The slaves were turned over to the pinnace, and on the 8th instant 
transferred from her to Her Majesty’s ship “Griffon” for passage to Zanzibar.

Lieutenant Beresford to Commander Johnson. 
Sir, * Ranger,” at Sea, off Makellah, May 7, 1889. 
I HAVE the honour to inform you that yesterday, when on detached service in 
the steam-cutter, I boarded a vessel flying Wench ociers in latitude 14° 53’ north, 
longitude 51° 52’ east (approximate) under the following circumstances :— 

The vessel in question was running before the wind towards my boat, and, after 
firing two blank charges without effect, I fired three shot from a rifle across her 
net on which she lowered her sail, and [ then saw that she was flying French 
colours. 

I considered it very doubtful if she had a right to fly these colours for the 
following reasons :— 

1. That I have boarded very many dhows on the coast of Arabia, and have 
never seen the French colours on any of them before. 

2. That the dhow was of a precisely similar build and rig to that of all other 
“bedins” trading between Zanzibar and the Arabian coast. 

3. That the crew was, as far as I could see, composed of Arabs and Seedies 
only, like those of all other bedins that I have boarded. 

Under these circumstances I considered it my duty to board the bedin for the 
purpose of verifying her papers, though the captain protested against my doing so, 
saying in Arabic, “I will not permit you,” and trying to push my boat off with a 
spar. 

On being shown the “ Acte de Francisation et Congé,” I left the vessel, having 
made a note on one of his papers to the effect that I had boarded her off Kisline. 

The captain made no further complaints. 

No search was made on board the vessel, but the interpreter was told in con- 
versation with one of the crew that she was bound from Zanzibar to Muscat with a 
cargo of cocoa-nuts and five passengers. 

The sail was lowered at 2 p.m., and I left the vessel at 2°15 p.m. precisely. 

The name of the bedin was the “Salaama,” of Majunga, and she appeared to 
be about 30 tons.

British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received July 17.) 


My Lord, 55, New Broad Street, London, July 16, 1889. 

THE Committee of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society desire to call 
the attention of your Lordship to the Report of Consul Hawes, dated from Mandala, 
30th October, 1885 (Slave Trade Papers No. 1, 1887, p. 34), in which he states that 
a considerable Traffic in Slaves existed in the vicinity of the Portuguese town of 
Quilimane. 

The operations above referred to were carried on by native Chiefs who resided 
between Lake Nyassa and the coast, in connection with Arab traders, of whom 
Consul Hawes further reports (in Slave Trade Papers No. 1, 1888, p. 5) that they 
are hostile to the presence of English missionaries because they interfere with the 
Slave Trade. The Consul reported that a Purtuguese subject named Luna was 
extensively engaged in these transactions, as he had seen as many as 1,200 slaves 
in the “ praza”’ of this man in charge of Arabs in 1885. 

The Committee have lately received information which shows that the present 
blockade which exists upon the East Coast of Africa is taken advantage of by 
Portuguese subjects for their own purposes. 

A letter from the Rev. W. P. Johnson, of the Universities Mission, received on 
the 16th May last, states ‘that the powerful Chief M’Ponda has been informed by 
Senhor Cardozo that he could obtain gunpowder in spite of the blockade. 
Mr. Johnson writes as follows :— 

“Tam very loth to interfere with the Portuguese or other Government, pro or 
con. Still I wish to testify how heartily I rejoice at the stoppage of guns and 
powder ; it is a measure of the utmost benefit to the country at large. hile I do 
this, I cannot but add a note of apprehension lest it should he the lever to build up 
the influence of some band of Portuguese with and through the present slave- 
dealers. I note in our visit to M’Ponda’s that Senhor Cardozo had promised him 
means of getting powder... . . Now, Senhor Cardozo’s expedition has passed by 
Chikala, where Kainga is Chief, and north to Mukandenji’s, and is trying 
M’Ponda. To begin with the latter: his place is thronged with coast people, and 
two caravans of his, each with some slaves, seen by my people, have gone to 
Quilimane by Mlanji..... This all leads to the question, Do the Portuguese, 
while encouraging these caravans to come down, allowing spirits to be sold to them, 
as I know from experience, and promising powder, es ae diverting the trade 
that used to go north to Zanzibar, do they take correspondingly vigorous measures 
to stop the Slave Traffic? .... Returning south, at M’Ponda’s, we found the big 
caravan that had passed us for the coast at Quilimane had come back, and M’Ponda 
was very satisfied with what it brought, and has at once sent off a much larger one. 
I think this means they brought up powder. Another large caravan of coast men 
for Quilimane crossed the river this month, some 12 miles above here (Matope), for 
the Angone country. .... It is difficult to find out who have brought up 
powder, &c., as the report is spread abroad the white men have forbidden powder 
and guns because some of them have been shot up here, and so men often answer at 
random, ‘'There was no powder,’ but these large caravans point to their getting what 
they want, that is, powder.” 

It is significant that one of the Messrs. Lunas was in the neighbourhood of 
Lake Nyassa with Senhor Cardozo just at the time that a great impetus was given 
to the raids in different villages for slaves ; and inasmuch as the Arab slave-dealers 
were excessively active both in collecting captives and organizing the Traffic towards 
Quilimane, it spyenre to be only too clear that the Arabs and Portuguese have arrived 
at an understanding disastrous to the peace of the land referred to. 

The Committee of this Society is the more sustained in this view by the receipt 
of a statement to the following effect from Captain F. D. Lugard, Norfolk Regiment, 
who has recently reached England from the East Coast of Africa. This officer, 
who authorizes us to make use of his name, informs us that on or about the 
24th April last the British steamer “ Melrose Castle ” towed a trading vessel out of 
the port of Quilimane, whose captain openly stated to the commander of the British 
Indian steamer “Java” and to Captain Lugard that he had just landed some 
70 tons of » Emin at Quilimane, and was on his way to deposit 100 tons in 
addition at Mozambique. 


The Committee would also call your Lordship’s attention to some details given

in “ The Times” of the 13th June, in which a correspondent at Quilimane enlarges 
upon these transactions from an independent point of view. (Copy of “Times” 
extract inclosed.) 

It would appear to this Committee that great a is being taken by the 
Quilimane Portuguese of the present situation. By the slave-trading Arabs and 
Chiefs around Lake Nyassa arms and gunpowder are extremely coveted, and there 
is too much reason to fear that the stories which spring up in the rear of Senhor 
Cardozo’s advance, the sudden activity in man-stealing, the presence of one of the 
Lunas (identified by Consul Hawes as slave-dealers) with these expeditions referred 
to, and the enormous importations of gunpowder at Quilimane, in spite of the 
blockade, indicate a lamentable and vexatious process of thwarting the objects of 
the British missionaries and traders who have for so long alleviated the barbarity of 
these regions. At the same time, such action goes far to undo the benefit which 
Great Britain and Germany would wish to see as a result of the blockade they have 
mutually established further to the north on the African coast, and which had 
mainly for its object the suppression of the Trade in Slaves.

Admiralty to Foreign Office.—(Received July 18.) 


Admiralty, July 16, 1889. 
! HAVE received and laid before my Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
your letter of the 3rd instant, relative to the capture and destruction of three 
dhows off Cape Guardafui by Her Majesty’s ship “ Pigeon,” which the Admiralty 
Court at Zanzibar refused to condemn, the case being dismissed with costs. 

2. In reply, Iam to send you herewith copies of letters from the Commander- 
in-chief on the East India Station, dated 2nd June and 6th June, with inclosures, 
relative to this subject.* 

3. I am further to state, for the information of the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, that having duly considered the circumstances attending the 
capture and detention of these three dhows, as set forth in Lieutenant Floyd’s 
letters, and the statements contained in the letters of the British Consul-General 
forwarded in your letter of the above date, viz. :— 

(1.) “In passing Judgment, Mr. Vice-Consul and Judge Cracknall placed on 
record his opinion that the blame should rest with the interpreters ; and I venture 
to hope that this opinion of the Court may be taken into account by the Lords of 
Her Majesty’s Admiralty in dealing with the question of the damages of 9561. odd 
awarded against Lieutenant Floyd.” 

_(2.) ‘Whether from ignorance or intention, these interpreters appear to have 
entirely deceived Lieutenant Floyd and his officers as to the character of the dhows, 
to have given false translation of the answers given by the Arabs to the questions 
put to them, and to have falsely reported that certain men represented themselves 
as slaves being conveyed against their will.” 

My Lords are distinctly of opinion that Lieutenant Floyd is not to blame for 
having captured these dhows ; and they also consider that these interpreters should, 
if possible, be proceeded against; and if this cannot be done, they certainly should 
never be employed again in such capacity on board any of Her Majesty's ships.

APPEARED personally Lieutenant Walter Clifton Slater, R.N., of Her 
Majesty’s ship “ Boadicea,” and produced his sworn declaration, setting out the 
circumstances under which three male slaves were seized by him at Pemba on the 
8th day of April, 1889. I, the said Judge, having heard the evidence and examined 
the witnesses produced by the captors, having found sufficient proof that the said 
three slaves, immediately preceding their capture, had been transported fro:n the 
mainland of Africa to Pemba for the purpose of sale, in contravention of Treaties 
existing between Great Britain and Zanzibar, do adjudge the said slaves to have 
been lawfully seized and to be forfeited to our Sovereign Lady the Queen, and do 
condemn the same accordingly. 

In testimony whereof I have signed the present Decree, and have caused my 
seal of office to be affixed thereto, this 15th day of April, 1889.

My Lord, Zanzibar, June 17, 1889. 

ON receipt of your Lordship’s despatch No. 134 of the 6th ultimo, inqniring 
whether the slaves of the late Sultan Seyyid Barghash had been set free on his 
death, excepting those employed as agricultural labourers, as was ordered by his 
will, I took the first opportunity of speaking to the Sultan on the subject. : 

His Highness told me that he was under the impression that all the domestic 
slaves, and all those employed as porters in the town and sailors in the harbour, 
belonging to the late Sultan, had been set free, but as no record had been kept it 
was impossible for him to give me'statistics of the exact number of people whom 
he had liberated. He added that, as regards the domestic slaves of the late Sultan’s 
household, he felt confident that they had all been liberated, and as for the porters 
and sailors, he knew he had given freedom to a great many, and that in any case all 
those employed now about his Palace or on his business received regular wages like 
freed labourers. 

I may add that His Highness’ statement is confirmed by the evidence—so far as 
their recollection serves them—of several persons here who are generally well 
acquainted with all that takes place in the town and the Palace. 

At my request the Sultan has embodied his statement in a letter addressed to 
me, translation of which I have the honour to inclose.

Sir, Aden, June 26, 1889. 
WITH reference to former correspondence on the subject of the Slave Trade. 
from the African to the Arabian coast, I have the honour to report that recent and 
reliable information received from Hodeida points to the fact that a very | 
number of slaves (perhaps as many as 1,500) have been taken over during the present 
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season. These slaves are collected by the Dankalis at various places extending 
from Tajourra to Roheita, and run across the Red Sea in small dhows to the coast of 
Arabia. As far as I am aware, neither the Italian nor French vessels of war make 
any effort to stop this Trade in Slaves, although there is a French man-of-war 
stationed at Obokh. 

2. Her Majesty’s ship “ Ranger” recently captured a small dhow with six 
slaves on board not far from Zeyla ; the dhow was condemned in the Vice-Admiralty 
Court here.

Memorandum by Rear-Admiral Fremantle. 


THE inclosed Report, with its inclosures, from Commander Lang, commandin, 
Her Majesty’s ship “ Reindeer,” shows the circumstances under which the Frenc 
dhow “ Abd-el-Kader ” was taken off Pemba on the 15th June last. 

The French Consul at Zanzibar, M. Lacau, appeared to be convinced that the 
three boys on board which had not the Consular mark of a piece of linen sealed 
with the Consular seal round their wrists were bond fide slaves, and on the French 
gun- vessel “ Bouvet’s ” return to Zanzibar from Madagascar, on the 27th June, she 
went to Pemba to bring the dhow to Zanzibar. On the 30th June she returned to 
Zanzibar, but without the dhow, which had sunk. 

This is, on the whole, a satisfactory solution of the question, as the dhow would 
have had to be taken to Réunion to be condemned; as it is, 1 understand that the 
captain and crew of the dhow will have to be taken to that island, where the case 
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will be tried, and M. Lacau informs me the captain will probably be severely 
dealt with. 

In this instance M. Lacau has treated the matter in a very friendly manner, no 
difficulty at all having arisen, partly in consequence of my orders to detain any 
French dhows at Pemba till the French authorities could be communicated with, 
and they could be sent for by the French cruizer. 

No blame can attach to Commander Nicolas, of the “ Bouvet,” as it is almost 
impossible to tow a leaky dhow from Pemba to Zanzibar during the south-west 
monsoon, when the breeze is nearly always fresh, and there is a foul current of 
three, or even more, knots, which necessitates a speed of about five knots to make 


any progress.

Statement. 


Circumstances attending the boarding and verification of the papers, &c., of the 
dhow “ Abd-el-Kader,” of Muscat, owned by captain and owners, last from 
Zanzibar, voyage No. 25, on the 14th June, 1889, with a crew of twelve men, 
including the Nahoda, and passenger list of twelve males and five females, in the 
vicinity of Mesale Island, on the 15th day of June, 1889. 


ON the dhow being brought to an anchor off Pemba Island, 1 boarded her with 
the Senior Lieutenant cf this ship, and inquired into the case of the boy who had 
stated he was a slave, and also into the cases of the two boys he had pointed out as 
slaves, and having satisfied myself that they were slaves, I brought them on board 
this ship, and decided to detain the dhow with a view of taking her to Mesale 
Island, and there further inquiring into the case with the officer, who was away boat 
cruizing in that neighbourhood. 

On the 16th June, having anchored the dhow off Mesale Island, I proceéded on 
board with the boarding officer and made further inquiry, and I have the honour to 
report as follows :— 

1. The boy who jumped into the “Olga,” Sadallah, stated he had been in the 
employ of a German at a place called Rovu; he did not know his master’s name, 
but amongst the natives sy | called him Kipilipili; he left this master, and went 
into the employ of another German called Loeme, at Dar-es-Salaam, who was a 
was a friend of Kipilipili's. One day when at work outside, about two months 
since, an Arab seized him, tied his hands together, and put a chain round his neck, 
together with other boys and females. 

(a.) Three of them were sold to another man and marched to a place called 
Kavla, near to Bagamoyo. Sadallah was carried into a canoe and landed outside 
Zavzibar. After walking for some six hours in the bush, he was taken to 2 native 
house te “i town of Zanzibar by the canoe-man. An Arab (called Rahamani, 
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living near the Arab church at Melindi) came to the house and bought him, and he 
was kept by the Arab during Ramadan. 

(b.) Rahamani took him to the dhow and placed him in the charge of the 
Nahoda. 

(c.) The Nahoda told him that if an European came on board the dhow he was 
to say he was free and one of the crew. A man-of-war boat came, and he was 
afraid to speak, as the Nahoda had said that if he stated he was a slave, he (the 
Nahoda) would be sent to prison, and if he said he was a slave, and the man-of-war 
boat did not take him, he (he Nahoda) would beat him badly. 

(d.) The Nahoda told him that if the European took him he would have to live 
a hard life, and to do hard work. He said to the Nahoda, “ How is this ?” telling 
him that already he had worked for European masters, and had been well treated 
by them, and then, as he did not believe the Nahoda, he made up his mind if another 
opportunity offered he would get his freedom, and as soon as he could he jumped 
’ into the “Olga” on the first opportunity, saying he knew Europeans would treat 
him well. 

2, The second boy, Mabrooka, stated he was stolen at Nyassa with his mother 
and brother, and brought to Zanzibar, where he remained for three years with his 
master (Saif-bin-Said Baruana, who lives near De Souza’s shop at Shangani, in 
Zanzibar) and was sold by him to another man three days before he was taken to 
the dhow. His new master took him to Melindi to the Custom-house, and gave him 
to the Nahoda to take to Pemba to work there for his son. He was taken to the 
dhow from the house where he had lived for three years. 

(a.) The Nahoda fold him that if an European came on board the dhow he was 
to say he was one of her crew. 

3. The third boy, Farohani, stated he was stolen at Yambwese with his brother 
when sent to fetch water about four years ago, and taken to Bagamoyo, where he 
had since lived until about two months ago, when they fought the Germans. He 
was then brought to Zanzibar in a big Arab dhow, with many others, by his master 
Sheheri, and sold to an Arab. By this Arab he was taken to the French Con- 
sulate, but the Consul would not stamp his wrist like others he saw, nor would the 
Consul stamp the wrist of the other boy who was taken by his master at the same 
time. His master then tock him back to the house, and from thence to the beach, 
and told the Nahoda to take him to Pemba. Hedoes not know what was to become 
of him at Pemba. 

(a.) The Nahoda told him to say he was one of the crew if Europeans came on 
board. 

3. The Nahoda raised no objection to my taking these three boys to Zanzibar 
for their statements to be investigated. 

4. A certificate was made out by the boarding officer in duplicate, and signed 
by himself and the Nahoda, after being read and interpreted to him, stating that he 
(the Nahoda) had no complaint or objection to make ; one copy was retained by the 
boarding officer, and one by the Nahoda. 

5. On the 16th June I mustered the crew and passengers on board the dhow, 
and found a discrepancy in her crew and passengers by the Nahoda’s statement. He 
produced eight people as the crew, and said three others were on board the 
“Reindeer.” I said that is only eleven, and then he said one had run away at 
Zanzibar before he sailed. I then asked him how it was that he had produced 
twelve as his crew when boarded near Mesale Island on the 15th June, and also again 
when I boarded him off Pemba Island, and he then produced a black man as one of 
his crew. . 

6. I then questioned this black man, who was without the Consular seal on his 
wrist, whether he was free or a slave. He hesitated to reply for a considerable time, 
but at last said he was free, and a passenger, and that the wristlet had come off. 

7. One other also produced as part of the crew had stated he was a slave, and 
held as such against his will, having been stolen; but when asked again in the 
presence of the Nahoda, he said he was of the crew, and free. 

8. I have no doubt.in my own mind that, out of those on board the dhow at 
present, at least two are slaves, and they, with the three on board this ship, make a 
total of five. 

y. I did not inquire further into the other cases of slavery, having satisfied 
myself as to the three boys on board this ship, but left them for further investiga- 

tin. 

10. Assuming that the Nahoda was correct in saying he had seventeen 
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passengers, if he landed six at Kingoje, as he stated, eleven should be left, but only 
ten could be found, including the man without the Consular bracelet on his wrist; 
and if it be allowed that he landed nine persons, as seen by the boarding officer and 
his crew, he would have had two over the number of passengers he was allowed to 
convey by his papers on this voyage. . 

11. This appears to be a case of a Muscat dhow grossly abusing the privilege 
of flying the colours of the French Republic. 

12. No nominal list of crew or passengers could be produced. 

13. The three boys state wee wish to be free.

Sir, Cruizing launch “ Olga,’’ off Mesale Island, June 16, 1889. 

AT 1 p.m. on the [5th June, being then off Mesale Island, I sighted and gave 
chase to a dhow flying French colours. She anchored before I came up to her, 
lowered her boat, and landed in her nine passengers on the beach. 

2. I then, under the authority granted by Blockade Memorandum No. 10 of 
the 23rd February, 1889, proceeded to examine her papers, and found her to be 
the “ Abd-el-Kader,” of Muscat, from Zanzibar, for Pemba; her papers permitted 
her to fly French colours, and the one dated the 12th June, 1889, No. 25, stated her 
crew for the voyage to be twelve, and seventeen passengers—eight white and nine 
black, and of the latter five women and four men. 

3. 1 mustered the crew, and the Nahoda produced the twelve allowed; I 
mustered the passengers and found ten—six Arabs, three black women, and one 
black man. I then, having satisfied myself as far as possible that all was in order, 
got into my boat and was shoving off, when the Nahoda called my attention to a 
boy crouching down by the break of the forecastle. I asked him what he was 
doing there, and he then said, “I am a slave, and so are they,” pointing to two 
boys in the dhow; then falling on his knees and with uplifted hands, trembling 
with fear, and absolutely perspiring with fright, in a most pathetic manner asked 
my protection, saying that the Nahoda had threatened, previous to my coming up 
to the dhow, that he would kill any slave who said he was one. 

4. On this I returned to the dhow and proceeded to further satisfy myself as to 
her crew and passengers. I found on board twenty-two persons in all, viz., six Arabs, 
males ; three black women and one black man, who stated they were passengers ; 
each female had the Consular bracelet on her wrist, the black man had not; making 
- a total in all of ten. 

5. The Nahoda produced twelve as his crew, including therein the boy, then in 
the “ Olga,” and the two boys who were said to be slaves. 

6. Bearing in mind that I had seen nine passengers land and that ten remained, 
I detained the dhow, sent the boy back to her from the “Olga,” and sent the dhow 
down to the ship off Pemba Island for your decision. 

7. The Nahoda stated only two passengers had landed. One of the passengers 
on board contradicted him and said six landed, on which the Nahoda corrected 
himself and said six had landed. 

8. As they wished it, I allowed five Arab passengers and three black women 
wearing the bracelet to land. The other two passengers, viz., one Arab and one 
black man without a bracelet, voluntarily remained in the dhow. 

9. — my investigation three of the boys stated they had been stolen, and 
subsequently I was informed that two others in the dhow said they also were slaves 
detained on board against their will. | 

10. I prepared a statement, copy herewith in duplicate, which, being read and 
interpreted was signed by the Nahoda and myself, one copy being retained by each 
of us. 

11. The papers were in order so far as the right to fly the French flag was 
concerned, but, as will be seen, her passenger list is not correct; for if, as the 
Nahoda stated, six passengers had landed, his list would show one too many; and 
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allowing that I saw nine landing, added to the ten T counted on board, his list would 
show two too few.

Sir, Aden Residency, June 30, 1889. 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 18th 
instant, with inclosures (returned herewith), and to ask you to refer to my letter of 
the 6th instant. 

2. In that letter I have stated that I see no reason to recommend a Mission to 
Abyssinia, and there is nothing contained in the correspondence forwarded with 
your letter under mee to induce me to alter my views. 

3. I stated in the same letter that the chief object of any Mission to Shoa in 
the future would be to try and induce the Ruler, whoever he might be, to put an end 
to the Slave Trade. [I now forward a Memorandum on this subject which has been 
drawn up by Lieutenant-Colonel Stace, with the terms of which I generally concur. 
There are undoubted difficulties in the way, and, in no case, is the present time 
opportune for such a Mission. 

4, As regards Harrar, J am still of opinion that it would be useful and expedient 
for various reasons te depute an officer to visit that town, and I trust that early 
sanction may be accorded to this proposal. The intended journey of Makunan, the 
Governor, a relation of King Menelek, to Italy has already been reported to Govern- 
ment. A visit to Harrar might conveniently be made after his return, and if 
sanction be now given the actual time and the cost may, meanwhile, be determined, 
and the question of what officer should be sent, his escort, &c., taken into considera- 


tion.

Memorandum on the Slave Trade from Abyssinia, Shoa, and the Countries south of these, 
with reference to a possible Mission to Shoa. 


THE information given below is gathered from many sources, as I have taken 
an interest in the question of the Slave Trade, and made it my business to make 
inquiries. Mgr. Lassere, Vicar Apostolic of Aden (many years amongst the 
Gallas), M. Ilg, for many years resident in Shoa, and various native gentleman 
have given me information, and [ have obtained some from Mr. Walsh, who had 
good opportunities of inquiring at Zeyla during one and a-half years. 

Regarding the Slave Trade from Northern and Central Abyssinia I really 
know nothing, but | understand that many Gallas are captured and sent to about 
Amphilla for transport across the Red Sea. The large numbers we know are sent 
across each cannot come from Southern Abyssinia (Shoa) and Djimma, therefore it 
is safe to assume that the information received is correct, viz., that considerable 
nnmbers come from Northern and Central Abyssinia. . 

From Shoa, or rather from its frontiers, many Galla slaves are sent down to 
the coast. It is understood that Menelek has forbidden the Slave Trade as a trade. 
But he and his captains have been in the habit of constantly making raids amongst 
the Gallas on the frontiers, and the captors are distributed amongst the Chiefs and 
others. Thus there is every opportunity for these persons to get rid of the captives 
to Arabs and Dankalis. 

A great place for the collection of such captives or (slaves) is the village of 
Alio Amba, on the east frontier of Shoa, and in the possession of one of the slave- 
dealing Abubekr family, which family has shown itself so hostile to us at Zeyla, and 
has given such great assistance to the French in establishing Jibuti. I believe that, 
besides these slaves captured in raids, the Dankalis seize others on the frontier 
dividing their country from that of the Galla tribes. 

The slaves from the above source are taken by Dankalis and Arabs to Tajourra 
and Roheita and the convenient places along the coast to the north of Ras-al-Bir. 

Another source from whence Galla and other slaves come is the country about 
Djimma, south of Shoa. A Sketch-Map, showing this district, was sent to the 
Bombay Government with Residency letter of the 8th August, 1888. These slaves 
are chiefly brought to the coast by Dankalis, and the line taken is around and outside 
the south-east corner of Shoa to the coast as above, that is to say, neither through 
Shoa nor Harrar. 

Thus there are three distinct sources from which the slaves come to the Red 
Sea coast :-— 

1. Northern and Central Abyssinia. 

2. Shoa and its frontiers. 

3. The country south of Shoa. 

If it be proposed to attempt to stop the Trade at its source, what can be done ? 

From all that Ican gather, Abyssinia seems to be in constant turmoil—constant 
war of more or less magnitude. Thus the King, whoever he might be, is incessantly 
much occupied with maintaining his position, has frequently very little power in the 
outlying and frontier districts, and, however well toctined, would not, I think, be 
able effectually to put an end to the Trade. Even supposing that he bound himself 
by Treaty to stop the Slave Trade, | entirely doubt his ability to do so. 

As regards Shoa, I fear that it is somewhat the same. We have seen how 
Menelek, disposed to discourage the Slave Trade, really fostered it by his continual 
raids upon the Gallas on his frontiers, and there is no reason to suppose that this state 
of affairs will now cease. 

Menelek, for his own ends also, has favoured the Ahubekr family. They were 
able to provide carriage for the ivory, &c., from Shoa, and to arrange for its safe- 
conduct to the coast. They were alle to arrange for the importation of fire-arms 
through Tajourra, Jibuti, &c., just what Menelek wanted. It was his interest then 
to keep on good terms with this powerful family, and they have used this condition 
of affairs for their own ends, and principally in nourishing the Slave Trade. 

Mr. Walsh writes to me that M. Ilg (in the employ of Menelek) informed him 
“that Menelek could not afford to interfere with Mahommed Abubekr as hitherto ; 
he had been dependent on that individual and his family for communication with 
the coast ;” and “that if once Menelek can do without the Abubekr family, no slaves 
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will be allowed to leave Shoa territory, and, moreover, Mahommed Abubekr will 
lose his possessions and influence in Shoa;” but he says that slaves will still come 
from the frontiers. 

Taking everything into consideration, [ much doubt if the Ruler of Shoa could, 
or, if possessing the power, would, at present effectually intervene to stop the Slave 
Trade, and therefore I think that at present any Mission with the object of inducing 
him to act would be futile. We have, moreover, to remember that Menelek is now 
engaged in endeavouring to establish himself upon the Throne of Abyssinia, and the 
time is therefore most inopportune. 

The third source is the country south of Shoa. This is not in the hands of the 
King of Shoa, except, | believe, some districts nominally. There are constant feuds 
and petty wars going on, affording the means of capture of slaves. The line 
whence these slaves are brought passes, as I have stated, outside Shoa, and I am of 
opinion that it; would not be useful to ask the Rulers of either Shoa or Harrar to 
close this road. 

Doubtless a strong, independent, and well-inclined Ruler of Shoa, holding 
Harrar as a dependency, could stop the Slave Trade from all Shoa and Djimma, but 
under existing circumstances I see no chance of this. 

If an officer be deputed to Harrar, he might, however, inquire better into the 
whole subject, and the time may arrive when communication with the Ruler of 
Shoa on the subject may be useful ; it would be useless just now. 

The French have indirectly encouraged the Slave Trade in more ways than 
one: by entirely neglecting to interfere by sea, though they have a fast ship 
stationed at Obokh, the best of all places for action, by their encouragement and 
protection of the slave-dealing Abubekr family, and by the constant introduction 
of fire-arms through Tajourra and Jibuti, thus supplying the very means by which 
the Abubekr people are able to carry out all their objects. All this is well known 
to the French themselves. 

The Italians, too, have, I think, indirectly helped the Trade by their apathy 
along the south of the western coast of the Red Sea. They, too, are on the very 
spot, at Assab Bay, &c., with war-ships, but I have never heard that they have 
done anything. 

I think that there can be no doubt of the fact that concerted action between 
ourselves, the French, and the Italians along the short bit of coast from Tajourra to 
Assab would very soon put an end to the Trade, as there is no present prospect of 
stopping it at its source. But it is a most serious defect, in my humble opinion, 
that when slavers, not being British subjects, and not carrying the British flag, are- 
caught, we are obliged to let them go scot-free, and are unable to award any 
punishment. They lose a rotten old dhow now and then, with a few bags of grain 
in it, and they walk out of the Court, after the condemnation of the dhow, free men,. 
and immediately begin the Trade again. 

Effective concerted measures should include the right of search of suspected 
dhows within the 3-mile limit and flying any flag. There can be no reason for the 
French or Italians to refuse this if they honestly wish to aid. 

I take this opportunity of referring to Captain Gissing’s letter of the Ist 
January last, to be found in the Annual Report on the Slave Trade for 1888. 

The information given there is entirely erroneous as to the slave-caravan 
routes. Slaves do not come via Harrar to Heasa [? Hensa) or to Jibuti. ‘“ Dussa” 
should be ‘‘ Aussa,” the capital of the Dankali country, nor do slave-caravans end 
their journey on the south side of the Gulf of Tajourra. 

Captain Gissing remarks upon the loss to Menelek “by having his own 
subjects harried and destroyed.” Menelek himself, by his raids on Gallas above 
mentioned, has been the author of this source of supply. 

Captain Gissing refers to “some advantage ”’ to be offered to Menelek. It had 
occurred to me before to ask what quid pro quo could be offered to Menelek, in the 
event of a Mission to Shoa, to indines him to interest himself energetically and 
usefully in the matter. I know of none except the free importation of fire-arms, and 
no doubt that would be very effectual; but this is not the place to discuss this large 
subject further than to remark that we undoubtedly lose much, whilst the French, on 
the other hand, gain by permitting this trade in fire-arms.

MY name is Kilimali. I left Nyassa with a slave-gang. We were five and 
a-half months coming down to the coast to Mto-Mikindani. I was then’sold to an 
Arab of Pemba. Remained at Mto-Mikindani for three months. Two dhows then 
left with slaves for Pemba. Oneiwas captured, but the one I was in arrived after 
four days at Pemba (Kanambi). 

I remained there two months, but my master ill-treating me, 1 stole a canoe, and 
ran away with another slave. My master’s name was Bungala. We left iesrrgee f : 
orally (Thursday). During Thursday night the canoe capsized. We hung on. 
pens 7 ter the ship came in sight my companion dropped off, but I kept on and was 
picked up.

Sir, ** Boadicea,” at Zanzibar, March 80, 1889. 

{ HAVE the honour to inform you that the two fugitive slaves named in the 
margin* have been received on board from the cutter of this ship, detached off 
Pemba under the charge of Lieutenant (@) Reginald O. Tupper, and to submit a 
Report of the circumstances under which they were received, as follows :— 

2. That on Friday, the 15th instant, whilst the cutter was proceeding along 
the coast of Uringe Island to the northward, a native hailed her, and the boat was 
brought to anchor in Mosquito Bay. 

n Lieutenant Tupper landing he was met by the fugitive slave Mahbrook, 
who had escaped from the main Island of Pemba, and come across with another 
slave in a canoe on the 12th instant. Mahbrook was in a shocking condition, being 
covered with the marks of a disgracefully severe beating on the arms, shoulders, 
back, and legs; in many places the flesh had been cut into, and the sores were 
repulsive. ‘ : 

Lieutenant Tupper had the slave taken on board, his wounds and sores dressed, 
and had him forwarded to this port in Her Majesty’s ship “ Mariner.” 

3. On the 21st instant the slave Sam Weller hailed the cutter, which was lyin 
at anchor off Chepaka, and on his being questioned ty Lieutenant Tupper throug 
the interpreter, gave the following account of himself :— 

That he was taken out of a slave-dhow by Her Majesty’s ship “ Woodlark,” 
and was freed by the British Consul at Muscat. He was then eugeged as punkah- 
boy on board the “ Woodiark,” and by her turned over to the “ Algerine,” in which 
ship he served in the same capacity. Leaving at his own request, he landed at 
Zanzibar, where his father now resides, and joined a caravan in the service of 
Messrs. Smith, Mackenzie, and Co., and marched from Mombasa to Verondo. On 
his return to the coast he went to Tanga, intending to take passage by dhow to 
Zanzibar. At Tanga, however, he was captured and bound by some Arabs, put on 
board a dhow, and taken to Pemba. He was there sold to an Arab, name unknown, 
living up country. He was ill-treated, ran away, and became the slave of another 
Arab, named Reyani, living at Mtambin, close to Chepaka. He was also beaten 
and tortured by his new master, and he again ran away. 

4. By way of verification of his statement he recognized Mr. Acklom, Midship- 
man (who was in the whaler), as being in the “ Algerine” from Trincomalee to 
Colombo, whilst he was in that ship. I may add also that I know for a fact there 
was a freed native missing from Her Majesty’s ship “ Algerine” whilst she was 
staying at this port. 

5. Mahbrook having evidently been cruelly beaten, and Sam Weller, who, if 
his story can be verified on communicating with “ Algerine,” ought never to have 
been made a slave, I would respectfully request permission to hand them over to 
Her Majesty's Consulate at this place to be dealt with.

THE first thing to be done to remedy the state of things now existing at 
Zanzibar is to insist upon the abolition of the status of slavery as a condition 
recognized at law within the Islands of Zanzibar and Pemba; to do more and 
include the Sultan’s dominions in the mainland would be a mistake, seeing the rule 
could not, as things now are, be applied. Moreover, we have an unanswerable 
argument in demanding what I propose of the Sultan within the islands, seeing that 
the vast majority of slaves there are legally entitled to their freedom from havi 
been smuggled against Treaty into the islands since 1873. The Tet which 
concluded with the Sultan in that year provided that no slaves could legally be 
introduced by sea. It is notorious that slaves do not have families and that they 
are short-lived. Not one in ten of the slaves now in Zanzibar and Pemba have 
‘been born in the islands, nine-tenths have certainly been smuggled, and the 
authorities have been over and over again warned that the time would come when 
England would see justice done and the slaves illegally imported set free. 

_ 1 would not, however, propose to manumit slaves and so dislocate all the 
present relations of master and servant. I would simply insist upon the Sultan 
abolishing the recognition of slavery, leaving the system to die out as it did in India 
and as it is doing in the Portuguese ons. ; 
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The Sultan cannot answer that such a Law is either unconstitutional or beyond 
his prerogative, seeing that his predecessor, Seyyid Barghash, enacted the same Law 
when he resumed possession of the Somali ports of Kismayu, Brava, Meurka, and 
Magdishu, on the retirement of the Egyptians from the two first of these places 
which they had seized. 

If you refer to my Report No. 22 of the 2nd February, 1876, you will find a full 
report of what the Sultan then did, with copy of the Law which was issued 
abolishing slavery. It is quite true the Sultan’s authority then was in these remote 
places too feeble to secure freedom to all slaves, but it is well known that during 
the lifetime of Seyyid Barghash slavery was in these northern towns a thing 
ignored by the Judges, and the people, if they continued to hold slaves, took care not 
to claim their rights before the authorities. Before leaving Zanzibar in February 
last I gave a Memorandum on this subject to Colonel Euan-Smith, who wished to 
have it in order that he might send it to the Foreign Office and use it in support of 
the scheme of abolition which I recommended. 

No better opportunity than the present can be found for enforcing this rule, 
and the concession of this by the Sultan would form a natural end to the blockade, 
which is doing more harm to legitimate trade than to the Traffic in Slaves. As to 
the stoppage of arms and ammunition, that can be done as well through the Custom- 
houses on the islands and mainland as by a blockading fleet. 

The number of slaves now smuggled to Arabia and Persia from the Zanzibar 
coast has since 1873 been very small indeed; the Trade in Slaves to the Somali 
Coast has also been cut off. The illicit Traffic that has defied both the Sultan’s 
authorities and our fleet to put down is the conveyance of slaves to Zanzibar and 
Pemba; our fleet has never taken more than 5 per cent. of the slaves that have been 
shipped for these islands, and until slavery is abolished we never can put an end to 
this local Traffic. Once destroy the value of slave property by abolishing the status 
of slavery, and the Traffic must cease, for no one will risk money in an article that can 
have no value when landed, the title to which could not be recognized in a local 
Court of Law. 

One thing I would insist upon is that no compensation be offered to the slave- 
holder; to do so would vitiate the argument I propose to use, namely, that the 
— owners have no legal right to the possession of slaves introduced since 

73. 

On leaving Zanzibar I was delighted to find that slavery in all the main towns 
on the coast under the Portuguese rule was certainly at anend. At [bo, Mozambique, 
Quilimane, Inhambane, and elsewhere, I made inquiry and was fully satisfied that 
wherever Portuguese rule had been established the Law abolishing slavery was 
carried out, and that ‘the former slaves fully knew their rights. I was further 
pleased to learn that many slaves still remained with their former masters, working 
for them either as retainers or for wages, but the idea of slavery had disappeared. 

Unfortunately, Portuguese authority is limited to a few points on the coast. 


Even at Mozambique, the capital of the province, the Portuguese authorities have | 


no power beyond a few miles inland. It should be our aim to strengthen Portu- 
guese authority, so as to thereby encourage trade and allow the operation of 
Portuguese law in the matter of slavery to take effect. As a matter of fact, however, 
Portugal has at present no power even on the coast, unless at isolated spots, and 
inland on the estates of Portuguese half-castes slavery still exists as before. I am 
glad to be able to bear testimony to the thorough good faith of the Portuguese in 
this matter of slavery; it is only to be regretted that their power is not stronger over 
the coast and mainland.

Acting Consul-General Portal to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received August 24.)

My Lord, Zanzibar, July 27, 1889. 

AS I am informed by the Captain of Her Majesty’s ship “‘ Agamemnon ” that he 
has forwarded to the Lords of the Admiralty a per or complaint against a 
decision given by the Judge of the Vice-Admiralty Court of this Agency in the case 
ofa dhow brought for adjudication on a charge of being concerned in the Slave 
Trade, it may save some time and correspondence if I transmit to your Lordship 
herewith a copy of the Judgment given by Mr. Cracknall in this case, and which, | 
submit, makes it evident that no other decision could justly have been arrived at. 

I would add that ge ie inquiry into the slave’s career which has been 
made by General Mathews shows that he was simply a runaway slave trying to 
make his escape after appropriating some money with which he had been intrusted 
for executing a commission. It was also made clear to General Mathews that the 
slave had been over eight months in Zanzibar. 

I have, however, given the slave papers of freedom, on the ground that it was 
proved that the slave had been brought over from the mainland in another dhow 
within this year in defiance of the Treaty.

Judgment in Slave Trade Case No. 13 of 1889. 
Admiralty Jurisdiction. 


THIS dhow is brought into Court for adjudication on the ground that she was 
engaged in the Slave Trade, The facts are as follows: She left Zanzibar on the 
16th June, bound for Saadani, having been chartered by an Arab gentleman and his 
party, who were going to communicate with Tippoo Tib’s caravan, having been 
specially furnished by the English Consul-General with a pass for the purposes of 
the blockade. Just outside the harbour of Zanzibar, in the afternoon, she was 
boarded, examined, and detained, in consequence of the presence on board of one 
slave, and what he told the interpreter. This account I have to test the veracity 
of, for on its truth or falsehood depends the vessel’s fate. I may here mention that 
no imputation is made against the owner, Ali-bin-Esa, a well-known and respectable 
Arab. The slave Msalim states that he was brought from Dar-es-Salaam in this 
dhow by the same captain, with three female slaves ; that the female slaves were at 
once sold, while he was kept for more than a month inside the house, ill-treated,, 
and then rai fy for sale at Saadani. This story is improbable in some particulars, 
namely, that he was confined and not sold at once, as is usually the custom, and 
that he was shipped to a place where slaves are in much less demand and cheaper 
than in Zanzibar. He exhibited in Court some slight mark of a blow or blows, 
but certainly not of a recent date. A paper was produced and relied on in support 
of this case, which, according to the account of the slave, was given him by the 
captain to show if the vessel was boarded ; this paper is simply the advertisement 
in French of certain lamps, and is engraved with representations of medals, and is 
it likely that an Arab knowing Zanzibar and the ee ae well would suppose 
that such a paper could deceive an English officer? I cannot believe in such 


NaS) Pe 
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Against this story is the evidence of the nakoda, his crew, and all the 
probabilities, The demeanour of the nakoda was particularly good, and he swore 
that he had not visited Dar-es-Salaam for many months, and this statement was 
corroborated by the son of the owner and two of the crew. Another sailor, indeed, 
was examined, who differed as to the time, but he was evidently stupid, unintelligent, 
and in cross-examination was easily shaken. The captain’s history of the advertise- 
ment was that this slave at the time of his sailing came on board, paid part of his 
passage-money, and showed the paper as a deed of freedom from this Consulate ; 
that he, being unable to read, and seeing what he thought was an official paper with 
seals, believed the story and gave him a passage. Now, which is the most 
probable statement in respect to this paper, that of the slave or the captain? I am 
of the opinion that sventhine oints in the captain’s favour, and believe this man 
Msalim to be a runaway slave from his master in Zanzibar. 

Under these circumstances I shall not condemn the dhow, and order restoration 
to its Owner, and no costs against the captors. The slave I shall hand over to 
General Mathews for inquiries, and, if expedient and just, free him.

Our Sovereign Lady the Queen against the native vessel “ Iderusi,” sailing under 
Arab colours, and having no papers, whereof Ali Abdullah is both owner 
and master, her tackle, apparel, furniture, and cargo, and also against four 
male slaves, seized as liable to forfeiture by Henry R. P. Floyd, Esq., a 
Lieutenant in the Royal Navy, in command of Her Majesty’s ship “ Pigeon.” 
‘Before W. B. Cracknall, Esq., Judge of Her Majesty’s Consular Court at 
Zanzibar, on the 27th day of May, 1889. 


APPEARED personally Lieutenant Henry R. P. Floyd, R.N., commanding 
Her Majesty’s ship “Pigeon,” and produced his sworn declaration, setting out the 
circumstances under which the native vessel “Iderusi,” sailing under Zanzibar 
colours, and having no papers, whereof Ali Abdullah is both owner and master, of 
the description and dimensions specified in the annexed certificate of admeasure- 
ment taken by the captors, was seized by him, together with four male slaves, off 
Ras Hafun, on the 16th day of May, 1889. I, the said Judge, having heard the 
evidence and examined the witnesses produced on both sides, having found sufficient 
proof that the four alleged slaves were not slaves, but free sailors employed in the 
navigation of the vessel, which was engaged in legitimate voyage and not in Slave 
Trade, do dismiss the case against the said vessel and cargo, and do adjudge 
compensation to be paid to the owner for the loss of his vessel, her tackle, apparel, 
and furniture, but only to the extent of the actual value of the same lost through 
the destruction of the vessel, and in like manner do adjudge the owners of the 
cargo such compensation for the cargo that may be shown to have been shipped by 
them and to have been on board this vessel at the time of seizure, as may be 
hereafter awarded by the Court.

Sir, ‘ Reindeer,”’ off Pemba Island, June 3, 1889. 
I HAVE the honour to report having received information on the 15th May, 
shortly after my arrival at this anchorage, that a dhow had recently landed a cargo 
of slaves in this neighbourhood close to, and that she was hauled up and partly 
hidden by the mangrove bushes. I sent away Acting Lieutenant George C. Cayley 
to search for her with a gig and whaler; after some five hours they found her at 
about 3 a.m.,as had been reported to me, about a mile distant, and brought her 
back a prize. 

2. She had a flooring of sticks and sand laid down (a portion of which had 
been removed), with Tama seed and human excrement about ; she made water fast 
on being launched, and had to be kept afloat by constant bailing out. 

3. After having kept her alongside for thirty-six hours, I had her surveyed, and 
on the report being made to me that she was in an unseaworthy condition, I had 
her destroyed. 

4. I could not obtain any particulars as to her owners, or any other information 
beyond her having lately run a cargo of slaves as above reported, and that the 
owners were in this neighbourhood. 

5. The case passed through the Vice-Admiralty Court at Zanzibar on the 
30th May, 1889.

Sir, “ Reindeer,” at Zanzibar, May 80, 1889. 

I HAVE the honour to report that on the 16th May, 1889, while the sailing- 
cutter and gig, in charge of William James Cook, Chief Boatswain’s Mate of this 
ship, were cruizing between Mesale Island and Kingoje Point at about 10°30 p.m., a 
large dhow was observed making for the land; he gave chase, and fired a blank 
charge for her to bring to; she altered her course at once, and made for Kingoje 
Point (the nearest lanes a ball cartridge was then fired across her bows, but she 
continued ‘to run; a heavy rain s rg then came on and obscured her; on its 
lifting she was observed ashore on the reef off Kingoje Point, and on coming up to 
her, after having been in chase some three-quarters of an hour, she was found to be 
deserted, with her mast carried away and lying alongside. 

2. She had a flooring laid down of sticks and sand, with matting spread out, and 
with seed scattered about, and strongly smelt of human excrement; and, on further 
search, several barrels, some empty, others full of water, two large boilers, a large 
quantity of matting, several bags of rice, and an Arab flag were found, but no papers ; 
she was rapidly making water forward, and as the efforts to get her off were 
ineffectual, she was destroyed as far as possible, and rendered unseaworthy by the 
removal of beams and planks, and left in that state on the edge of the reef, off 
which she subsequently slipped into deep water. 

3. On making a further search on the 17th May, and inquiries, the natives on 
the beach stated a cargo of slaves had been landed during the night, and that at 
daylight the crew of the dhow had been down in search of their vessel. 

4. No other particulars as to her ownership could be obtained. 

5. The case has passed through the Vice-Admiralty Court at this place to-day.

Sir, “ Reindeer,” at Pemba Island, June 4, 1889. 

I HAVE the honour to report that, on the 14th May, while the sailing-cutter 
and gig, in charge of William James Cook, Chief Boatswain’s Mate of this ship, 
was cruizing off Solomon Island, a dhow, flying Arab colours, was given chase to, 
and a blank charge fired to bring her to; on coming up to her and asking to see 
her papers, the Nahoda stated he had lost them; she was then searched; forward 
two women were found, one at first claimed to be a sister of the other, but on the 
other being questioned she denied the relationship, and said she was a slave being 
conveyed to fen, to some place unknown, against her will; he then detained the 
dhow, and brought her to the ship off Makungwe Island; subsequently the first 
woman questioned stated she was free, what she had originally stated was untrue, 
and that the slave was no connection of hers, and she knew nothing about her. 

2. On further searching the vessel her papers were found in a box belonging to 
the Nahoda, and from them it appears— 

(1.) She belonged to one Mbahu, of Msuka. 

(2) She left Zanzibar on or about the 12th May, with a crew of five and ten 
passengers and one female slave, but had no passenger list or account of cargo, and 
was bound, so the Nahoda stated, for various ports in Pemba Island. 

(3.) The slave was embarked at Zanzibar close to the Custom-house at about 
4 p.m. on the day of sailing. 

(t) The master stated he had not shipped slaves then, or at any other time, 
and denied all knowledge of this woman being a slave. It subsequently transpired 
that he actually went to the house from which the slave was sent, and arranged for 
her conveyance. 

3. The passengers were allowed to land at Njao Gap with their goods. The 
crew and female slave were taken to Zanzibar in this ship. 

4. The case was tricd on the 30th May in the Vice-Admiralty Court at 
Zanzibar, the dhow was condemned, and the slave liberated and taken charge of 
by Her Majesty’s Consul-General, the Nahoda being delivered over to the Sultan's 
representatives. 

5. Owing to the monsoon, I did not consider it advisable to tow the dhow to 
Zanzibar, and on my return to Pemba, subsequent to the dhow being condemned, I 
ordered her to be destroyed, which was carried out this day.

I BEG to report that, on the 14th June, the dhow, flying Arab colours, 
“Heendoo,” was detained by the “Olga,” Acting Lieutenant Philip W. Dumas, 
and sent to the ship for further investigation. 

2. After inquiring into the case, I determined to place it before the Vice- 
Admiralty Court at Zanzibar. 

3. On being boarded, there: were found to be on board— 

One Arab woman (and female child), owner of the dhow, five black men and 
five black women (passengers). 

4. The black women, on being questioned by the boarding officer, stated that 
they had their husbands on boa tart they could not tell their husbands’ names 
until prompted by the Arab woman. 

5. At my investigation one of the men (a passenger), who was stated to be the 
husband of one of the women, denied it, and said that when the ship’s boat was 
mama the dhow the Arab woman told him to say that the woman was his 
wife. 


ai 6. The whole evidence being most conflicting, I determined on detaining the 
ow. 
7. The case was brought before the Vice-Admiralty Court this day, and the 
evidence was not considered sufficient to condemn the dhow. 
8. The Judge stated that the evidence was most contradictory, and that I was 
perfectly justified in detaining the dhow, and he therefore dismissed the case free of 
costs.

I_ HAVE the honour to make the following Report with regard to the 
detention of the sambuk “Mahbruk” at-4-Pas: onthe 4th instant. 

Whilst at anchor off Eifat Island three dhows came in sight from the north- 
eastward. They passed close to the south point of the island, and lowered their 
sails on being hailed'to do:so. 

On board the “Mabbruk” I- found-eight small beys, who could speak no 
language known to either of my interpreters. 

Their papers stated that their crew consisted of'six men, and there were on 
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board fourteen men and boys besides the Nahoda, and .no nger list or other 
document to account for the presence of the additional eight boys. 

The Nahoda could give no satisfactory explanation of their presence on board, 
and I therefore took the vessel to Zeyla, where I left her under the charge of the 
Assistant Resident, after hearing the evidence of the Nahoda and the boys in the 
Vice-Consular Court. 

With reference to Article 58, p. 19, of the Slave Trade Instructions, 1 was 
unable to obtain any information from the master or any other person on board the 
dhow. 

As there were no stores or other articles on board beyond the ordinary furniture 
of the boat and six iron bars, about one-eighth of an inch in diameter and about 
12 feet long, pointed at one end and flattened at the — no inventory was made.

I CONTINUE my Report dated the 10th June, 1889, respecting the capture 
of the slave-dhow “ Mahbruk” at Eifat Island on the 4th June. On the 22nd June 
the case was tried in the Vice-Admiralty Court at this port, and’ the” vessel. 
condemned as ‘being’ engaged in the Slave Trade, although also a pearl-fishing 
boat 


In fact, under cover of being a pearl-fisher, the master engaged in the Slave 
Trade. 

The dhow has been broken up; and the Decree of the Court is as follows :— 

“ And the said Court condemned the said dhow ‘ Mahbruk,’ together with the 
slaves, goods, and effects on board thereof, as forfeited to Her Majesty. The Court 
further ordered that the said slaves, consisting of six boys, be assigned service in 
Aden or otherwise disposed of as the Political Resident at Aden may think fit.” 

It was —— roved that two out of the eight boys who were in excess of the 
complement of the dhow were not slaves, inasmuch as they spoke Arabic and were 
related to those concerned and interested in the “ Mahbruk.” 

The tonnage measurement of the dhow by the Port Officer is certified as being 
8785 tons. 

is The condemned dhow was broken in pieces and sold. The result of the sale, 
together with her furniture, &c., realized rupees 372 : 10: 8. 

I have paid the sum of 111. by cheque this day to Major-General Hoge; the 
Judge of the Court, and the sum of 11. 5s. 6d. bas been expended at Zeyla for 
clothing and feeding the slaves, and paid through the Paymaster’s cash account. 

The proceedings, with necessary documents, go to the ship’s agents, Hallett 
and Co., by next mail.

documents herewith returned, consisting of a letter from Sir T. V. Lister, the 
ee een of State. for. Foreign Affaire, dated. the Abt oltime, 
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forwarding a letter from the Admiralty of the 16th of the same month, with its 
inclosures, relative to the capture and destruction of three dhows off Ca 
Guardafui by Her Majesty’s ship “ Pigeon,” and to the subsequent dismissal of the 
cases against them by the Consular Court at Zanzibar; and it is requested that 
that the papers may be referred to your Lordship’s Legal Adviser on Slave Trade 
matters for is opinion. 

And T have the honour to report to your Lordships that it appears from these 
documents that on the 16th May last Taeokercnt Floyd, who was in command of 
Her Majesty’s ship “ Pigeon,” off Cape Guardafui, having caused three dhows which 
were sailing in company, one showing Egyptian and the other two Zanzibar 
colours, to heave-to, sent Lieutenant Awintle to visit them. Upon Lieutenant 
Wintle’s report that the dhows were without papers, and had slaves on board, 
Lieutenant Floyd, accompanied by two interpreters, proceeded to search them and 
to question the people on board through his interpreters. The dhows, which were 
said to be sailing from Mombasa, Brava, and Umktaskhow for Shuhair, in Arabia, 
were found to be laden chiefiy with grain and arms, to have no papers of any kind, 
and each of them to be carrying persons, numbering about sixteen in all, whom 
Lieutenant Floyd decided to be slaves. He accordingly seized the dhows, but 
finding that the state of the weather made it impossible to tow them, and bein 
unable to afford sufficiently large prize crews to navigate them into Aden, he caus 
them to be scuttled and sunk, having previously transferred to the “ Pigeon” their 
crews and the alleged slaves, numbering in all sixty-five persons. 

Proceedings were subsequently instituted against the dhows and slaves in the 
Consular Court at Zanzibar, and Judgments were delivered by Mr. Cracknall, the 
Judge, dismissing each of the cases with costs, on the ground that there was no 
proof that any of those found on board the dhows were slaves. Following these 
decisions, a claim for compensation was made by the Sultan of Zanzibar for the loss 
of the dhows, which Mr. Portal, Her Majesty’s Acting Agent and Consul-General at 
Zanzibar, assisted by General Mathews and Lieutenant Fleet, First Lieutenant of 
Her Majesty’s ship “ Boadicea,” assessed at 6,742 dollars. That sum, together with 
25 rupees advanced by tfie Consulate, and 315 rupees paid for the subsistence of 
the dhows’ crews whilst on their passage to Aden in one of the Sultan’s vessels, 
amounting in all to the sum of 14,684 rupees, or 9781. 18s. 8d., was by the orders of 
Admiral Fremantle, the Commander-in-chief, paid to Mr. Portal for transmission to 
the Sultan by the Staff Paymaster of the “Boadicea,” on behalf of Lieutenant 
Floyd, a receipt for the amount being obtained from the latter officer. 

The question for consideration is whether Lieutenant Floyd was so far justified 
in seizing and destroying these dhows as to warrant his being relieved out of public 
funds of the payment of the sum which has been found due from him for com- 
pensation, &c. Mr. Cracknall has been careful to state in each of his Judgments 
that Lieutenant Floyd was grossly misled by his interpreters as to the status of the 
alleged slaves, and relying upon those statements and others of similar purport 
made by Mr. Portal, Mr. Macgregor, the Secretary to the Admiralty, states that 
their Lordships are distinctly of opinion “ that Lieutenant Floyd was not to blame 
for having captured these dhows.” There can be no doubt but that Lieutenant Floyd 
was misled by his interpreters into believing that these dhows had slaves on board; 
at the same time it must be observed that had Lientenant Floyd had an 
experience of the Slave Trade on the East Coast of Africa, or been conversant wi 
the instructions to naval officers for its suppression, he would hardly have felt 

justified in adopting the extreme measure of destroying these dhows without more 
conclusive ‘evidence that they were engaged in the Slave Trade than was afforded 
by the absence of papers, the large quantity of grain which they were carrying, or 
even the statements of some of those on board that they were there against their 
will, As Admiral Fremantle points out, it is very weil known by naval officers 
serving on the East Coast of Africa that dhows engaged in legitimate trade 
frequently sail without papers. Of the “equipments,” too, which are enumerated 
under Article 52 of the Instructions as‘evidence of a vessel being engaged in the 
Slave Trade, the large quantity of grain was the only one found on board these 
dhows ;"atid ‘by ‘Article BB of the same Instructions officers:are warned that in=con- 
sequence of the growing practice on board these dhows of carrying legitimate 
passengers, “ great discretion will be necessary in exercising the right of detention 
In conséquence’of: the ‘presence'on board a vessel of such extra supplies.” 
‘Then, again, the presence on board the dhow of persons who that they 
were there against their will‘would not necessarily show that the dhows were liable 
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tocondemnation. Such persons might have been domestic slaves, or slaves employed 
in the navigation of the dhows, detained on board against their will, and in either 
case, as officers are instructed to bear in mind, by Article 4 of the Special (Slave 
Trade) Instructions under the Treaty with Zanzibar of July 1875, “their con- 
demnation does not necessarily entail that of the vessel on which they were 
tained.” 

a Taking these circumstances into consideration, and seeing that the dhows could 
not be taken into a port of adjudication, it seems obvious that Lieutenant Floyd 
would have acted with more discretion than he did had he taken the alleged slaves 
to Zanzibar for adjudication, but allowed the dhows to proceed on their voyages. 
The capture and destruction of these dhows, although to a certain extent led up to 
by the treachery or ignorance of the interpreters, would seem then to have been 
chiefly one to Lieutenant Floyd’s inexperience; and it is a question apparently 
worthy of future consideration whether such inexperienced officers chal be 
intrusted with responsible duties in connection with the suppression of the Slave 
Trade. 

Upon these considerations, therefore, it can hardly be said that Lieutenant 
Floyd was justified in seizing and destroying these dhows; there is, however, no 
Bodh but that in so — he acted in perfect guod faith and in the discharge of 
duty, and his error at the utmost was one of judgment only, into which such an 
inexperienced officer was very likely to fall. Such appearing to me to be the case, 
I venture to recommend that he should be relieved from payment of the compensa- 
tion award and the other expenses in connection with the seizure, which would 
otherwise be recoverable from him. 

All which is most humbly submitted to your Lordships’ wisdom.

THE Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury desire me to say that 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs has brought to their notice the ease of 
the three dhows destroyed by Lieutenant Floyd, of Her Majesty’s ship “ Pigeon,” 
on the 16th May last, for which damages to the amount of 14,684 rupees 
(9781. 17s. 8d.) have been awarded by order of Court, and been paid by the Pay- 
maater of Her Majesty’s ship “ Boadicea” on behalf of Lieutenant Floyd. 

I am to inclose, for the information of the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, a copy of a Report, dated the 2nd instant, upon the subject by 
Mr. Incledon, of the Wreck Commissioners’ Office. 

My Lords observe that, in your letter of the 16th ultimo to the Foreign Office, 
you state that the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are “ distinctly of opinion 
that Lieutenant Floyd is not to blame for having captured these dhows.” On the 
other hand, Rear-Admiral Fremantle, in command at Zanzibar, reported on the 
2nd June last that Lieutenant Floyd had “ made a grievous error in judgment.” 

After perusing Mr. Incledon’s Report, my Lords agree on this point with Rear- 
Admiral Fremantle, and-are not satisfied that Lieutenant Floyd took all the pains 
he might to arrive at a just conclusion. He seems to have trusted too implicitly to 
his interpreters, and not to have studied the Slave Trade Instructions with sufficient 
care. 

My Lords do not wish to be hard upon a young officer apparently on his first 
journey to the East African Station, and therefore quite without experience; but 
they agree with Mr. Incledon’s waggcetion that officers ought not to be given a dis- 
cretion which exposes them to such imminent risk of inflicting injury on ‘ul 
traders, and of involving Her Majesty’s Government in heavy expense for d 
before they have gained some acquaintance with the customs of the coast, and have 
mastered their instructions. ; 

The circumstances of the case make it necessary for my Lords to advert to the 
letters from this Department.of the 30th May and 24th June, 1884, in which the 
then Board of Treasury urged that damages awarded in respect of the illegal acts

of officers engaged in the suppression of the Slave Trade should be recoverable in 
whole or part from the bounties payable or to become payable to those officers. 

My Lords do not think that any other arrangement could so effectually impress. 
upon officers the necessity of caution, without (as the Board of Admiralty then 
feared might be the case) inflicting so severe a penalty as would make them relax 
their efforts to suppress illegal traffic. 

y 8 suggest that not less than 10 per cent. of the damages now awarded 
should be abated from any slave or tonnage bounties hereafter payable to Lieutenant 
Floyd, if he remains on the station. 

My Lords presume that the question of dealing with the interpreters who led 
Lieutenant Floyd astray, or of prohibiting their future employment, will not have 
escaped the attention of Rear-Admiral Fremantle.

Judgment in the Case of the Arab Dhow “ Mahbruk,” seized by Her Majesty's ship 
a off Eifat Island, in the Gulf of Aden, as being engaged in the Stave 
e. 


THE facts are as follows, as ascertained by the evidence of the officers of Her 
Majesty’s ship “ Ranger,” by the statements of the nakoda, or comimander of the 
dhow, and of the crew and others on board the “ Mahbruk.” 

She was seized on the 4th June off the south-west end-of Eifat Island. The 
only paper found was an Italian document stating that she was licensed to fish for 
shells, and that her crew consisted of six men; this licence was good for ‘one 
month, and was dated the 22nd May, 1889, at Assab. 

When she was captured she had on board fourteen persons besides the nakeoda; 
(a ee were simall boys, and six of them could speak no Arabic, Somali, or 

anakil language. ‘ 

‘The two boys Jaber ahd Atta could talk Arabic, and were related to those 
concerned and interested in the dhow “ Mahbruk.” 

The evidence of the nakoda and members of the crew is contradictory 
regarding the length of time the boys had been on board, and the evidence of the 
boys shows that they had all lately been captured. : 

The fact of the nakoda leaving the boys in other boats when he visited Assab 
is suspicious. The boys are without doubt slaves, and although at the time of 
capture by Her Majesty’s ship “ Ranger” they were slaves of persons connected 
with or interested in the dhow “‘ Mahbruk,” the presumption is that they were for 
sale should opportunity offer.

' It i further ordered that the six slaves captured in the above-named vessel be 
detained at Aden and disposed of as the Political Resident may deem fit.

pronounced that the dhow “ Mahbruk,” seized by Her Majesty’s ship “ Ranger,” on 
the 4th day of June, 1889, in latitude 11° 29’ north, and longitude 43° 28’ east, had 
been, at the time of seizure, engaged in the Slave Trade in violation of the Acts

Memorandum by Colonel Euan-Smith on the Suppression of the Slave Trade in 
East Africa. 


THE question connected with the extinction of slavery in Africa and Zanzibar 
may be divided into two main branches :— 

1. The stamping out of the sea-horne Slave Trade (which is now actively 
carried on in slelanes of the law and of Treaty engagements), and the gradual 
extinction of the system by which this Trade has hitherto been supplied upon the 
coast-line by caravans of slaves brought from the interior by land. 

2. The abolition of that domestic slavery of which the status is recognized by 
law within the dominions of the Sultan of Cavite, necessitating, as it will, the 
partial compensation of the Arab slave-owners, and the creation of a source of free 
labour from which the Arabs may obtain the necessary material for the cultivation 
of their estates. 

1. The question of the abolition of the sea-borne Slave Trade does not, I 
think, require many words. 

The Arabs who draw their supplies of slaves from this source, as well as the 
Arabs engaged in the Slave Trade itself, are prepared for the adoption of the most 
stringent measures that can be possibly devised in connection with this Trade. The 
European Powers more intimately connected therewith have tt within their power to 
stamp it out. 

I consider that the International Conference should be asked to affirm that 
for the future all sea-borne Slave Trade on the East Coast of Africa should be 
considered and treated as piracy upon the high seas, the vessels and men engaged 
in such Trade to be subjected to the capital and other penalties provided by inter- 
ternational law for the extinction of piracy. 

This would of course involve an universal right of search of all native vessels. 
suspected reasonably of being engaged in the Slave Trade. France would very 
possibly be the only nation that, under such circumstances and for such an object, 
would not at once accord the general right of search of vessels flying the French 
flag. But France has but recently, in connection with the blockade, shown herself 
unexpectedly ready to provide facilities under: regulated conditions permitting: the: 
search of French dhows. It does not seem possible that, in the face of an universal 
expression of international opinion as to the desirability of the steps pro 
France would deny the right of search, and so subject her flag to the odium of being 
the only flag under which the Slave Trade could be carried on with comparative: 
im ° 
. If this measure were carried out and a few severe examples made, it would, I 
believe, absolutely kill the sea-borne Slave Trade, Even Arabs will not: run slaves 
at the certain risk of their own lives and of the wholesale destruction of their 

ro . , 
rica corollary, or rather an antecedent, to this measure, I would at once 
press the Sultan to publish, in the most open manner possible and with all the

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pepheite that could be secured under European official supervision, a stringent 
declaring that for the future all raw slaves arriving either by land or sea 
within the limits of his dominions should be absolutely free. 

Further, I think that the Conference should affirm the undoubted reponsibility 
that rests upon the two great German and English Companies, to whom the 
administration of the entire coast-line has been made over, to discharge ¢fficiently 
and to the utmost the undeniable duty that rests with them in connection with this 
matter. It is their duty to see that, first, as far as they are able to prevent it, no 
caravan with slaves be permitted to approach the coast-line, even if such action 
should prevent for the time the porterage of ivory to the coast. Secondly, that the 
provisions of the Decree to be issued by the Sultan, as suggested above, should not 
only be made widely known but actually carried out. 

To discharge these duties ‘efficiently will, no doubt, im a somewhat severe 
strain on the Companies in question. But administrative efficiency is really all that 
is required, and such efficiency they are severally bound to establish by the terms 
of their respective Concessions. e men-ol-war employed tpon the coast might 
be instructed to give the Companies every reasonable assistance in thus dealing 
with slave-caravans and slave-traders generally. 

Further than these measures I do not think it is ible for the European 
Powers to go in the direction of stamping out the Slave Trade. 

On the sea and on the immediate coast-line it is perfectly feasible to do what 
has been proposed above: this will necessitate for some time the constant presence 
upon the coast of a considerable number of men-of-war to enforce the pro 
law against piracy at sea; and also of an efficiently armed force on land (enrolled 
and paid by the Comscasian to hold the slave-caravans in check. 

‘o promulgate an Edict abolishing the Slave Trade and slavery in the interio r 
of East Africa would have and could have no result. For some years to come the 
moral influence of European civilization in East Africa cannot be expected to 
extend beyond a few miles distant of the immediate coast-line. The ultimate 
extinction of African slavery must come from the vast population from which at 
peewee the slaves are principally recruited. They can, by wise and well-considered 

egulations regarding the supply of arms, be greatly assisted to this end. But the 
common movement against slavery, the determination not to be made slaves, must 
be generated among themselves as a population. No Edict now issued by the 
Sultan of Zanzibar or any European Power can affect this question. The utmost 
we can do is to destroy the known markets for the slaves, and to make as difficult 
and perilous as \ gern e their passage to the coast, and their subsequent embarka- 
tion and illegal sale. In the long run, it has been the sure hope of enormous 
profit that has encou and stimulated the slave-traders in their nefarious 
Traffic. If we exchange for this a preponderating risk of punishment and disaster, 
they will certainly seek some other means of livelihood. 

2. The question regarding the abolition of domestic slavery is one of a more 
complicated character. In dealing with this, and in seeking to utilize the expe- 
riences of States or communities who, in former years or more recently, have dealt 
successfully with the question of the abolition of slavery in their midst, it should be 
specially borne in mind that Zanzibar is a State where there is no sort of efficient 
administrative machinery to deal with detail, where, everything but the most 
primitive methods for the preservation of order and property, the maintenance of 
the general welfare, and the administration of justice are entirely wanting, and 
where, consequently, it would be wholly impossible to carry out the mass of Stalls 
by which in many States the abolition of slavery has been effected in a manner 
more or less acceptable to the population generally, to the mass of the slave-owners, 
as well as to the slaves themselves. I consider, therefore, that in dealing with the 
—— of the abolition and ual total extinction of domestic slavery in the 

ominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar, petty detail should, as far as possible, be 
avoided, and broad principles and broad lines of action should alone receive 
consideration. ered toe 

~ The principles which I would first and with the least possible delay affirm are 
the following, and they should, I think, be pressed upon the Sultan forthwith :— 

1. That from the 1st January, 1890, all slaves entering his dominions, either by 
jand or sea, should be absolutely free. , 

2. That all children of domestic slaves born after that date should be similarly 


"3, That from the same date the provisions of the Act ofthe 7th April, 1848, for 
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the abolition of slavery in India should almost literally, mutatis mutandis, be made 
applicable to the entire dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar. 

The provisions of this Act—so changed in their wording as to be adapted to 
the circumstances of the Zanzibar State—would virtually, and indeed practically, 
abolish the status of slavery in Zanzibar. The fact that this Act had actually and 
successfully been applied to India would give it immense weight as a precedent in 
the eyes of the Arab population. 

he above three measures are those which I would recommend for immediate 
adoption. They would not immediately, and per se at once, change the condition of 
those slaves who, as slaves, should continue to Jive on in the service of their former 
owners ; nor, indeed, doI think any such immediate change desirable. But they 
would, if thoroughly carried out at once, put a stop to all traffie even in domestic 
slaves, and prepare the minds of the Arabs for eventual total emancipation. 

This total emancipation should, I think, be announced as inevitably to take 
place from a dave not less than ten or more than fifteen years from the Ist January, 
1890. I would fix and promulgate the date absolutely so as to deprive the Arabs at 
once of all hopes that they could ever, under any circumstances, return to the old 
state of things. 

It should, I think, be carefully and considerately explained to them that the 
intervening time was intended to be utilized in providing free labour to take the 
place of slave labour, and in the carrying out of measures to soften the blow and to 
alleviate the loss to the Arabs themselves. 

As a broad principle I think the Arab slave-owners should receive some com- 
pensation—however difficult it may be to find the channel through which, and the 
standard by which, this compensation should be paid and determined. There is really 
no means of ascertaining how many slaves are employed in Zanzibar and Pemba, 
save at the cost of an expensive and exhaustive inquiry under European supervision. 
This may probably not be considered possible, and in any case it might prove to be 
an irritating, and therefore impolitic, measure. 

I can suggest no other tee oe (in the event of large sums of money not 
being forthcoming from the European Powers for the purpose of compensation), 
save that the slaves should be encouraged to free themselves by earning the money 
for the purchase of their own freedom, and that the Arabs should be stimulated to 
encourage them to this end by the certainty that, did they not do so, the expiration 
of the allotted period would inevitably set them free without the payment of any 
compensation at all. 

In this matter I would consult the Arabs themselves. The rate of compensa- 
tion would, of course, have to be very low, and, indeed, it would have to be paid 
rather from a regard to what may be practicable and possible than with any very 
strict reference to market value. But, if possible, and if only from a sense of stern 
necessity, the Arab owners should be made to act with us and not against us. The 
price once fixed, the knowledge once publicly gained that, of Bays payment of a 
certain sum, any slave could claim his fenedota’ himvaniterian ieties would find 
ample scope for the exercise of liberality, and for the raising of funds wherewith 
to fasten the day of freedom of thousands of slaves who might otherwise have to 
remain for years in the state of slavery. 

At the first I believe little or no change would take place in the condition of 
the vast majority of slaves employed in the households and on the estates of the 
Arabs. They would only be gradually led to a desire to claim or to earn their 
freedom, and principally in cases of ill-treatment. But every day that pe 
would Jessen ‘their value in ee them nearer the date when their om wou. 
be compulsory, and so prompt the Arab owners in their own interests to encourage 
them to earn and ge bod their freedom. 

To enable the above measures to be successfully carried out without entaili 
ruin on the Arab plantation-owners in Zanzibar, it seems absolutely necessary t 
for some years to. come, the English Government, who are best able to do so, shoul 

ive practical assistance in providing for Zanzibar a sopnly of free labour from 
Todia. I can see no difficulty in this being done. There is but little difference in 
the climatic, sanitary, and other conditions under which the Indian coolie would 
have to labour in zibar and those which obtain in Mauritius. Stringent and 
efficient supervision and ample preparation, which must necessarily take some time, 
would of course be necesgary, and would involve considerable expenditure. But 
these are matters merely of detail. I believe that the Arabs would in time not onl 
wolcomeasy labour on '‘theif’éstates in preference to slave labour, but i find it 
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less expensive, and arrangements could, I think, be made which would provide, 
from Arab sources, for the whole of the expenditure in connection with coolie 
immigration. J propose writing further on this subject after I have consulted 
Sir Arthur Macpherson, of the India Office, who has been deputed by the Secretary 
of State to confer with me on this head. For many years to come the menial 
domestic offices in each Arab household must aiid. will be filled by domestic 
slaves. The main point is to see that the existing number of these are never 
increased or recruited from fresh sources. 

1 would add, in conclusion, that while the Slave Conference is in progress, and 
until whatever measures may be determined on are carried out, it will be, in my 
opinion, absolutely necessary to have a powerful naval force constantly present in 
Zanzibar. To omit this precaution would be, I think, to court danger.

Our Sovereign Lady the Queen against a native vessel, named “ Hali-ya-Mtu,” 
sailing under Arab colours, and having no papers, whereof both the owner and 
master are unknown, her tackle, apparel, and furniture, and also against 
eight male and five female slaves seized as liable to forfeiture by William C. C. 
Forsyth, Esq., a Commander in the Royal Navy, in command of Her Majesty’s 
ship “ Algerine.” Before W. B. Cracknall, Kaa, Judge of Her Majesty’s 
Consular Court at Zanzibar, on the 12th day of July, 1889. 


APPEARED personally William John Pattridge, holding the rank of leading 
seaman in Her Britannic Majesty’s navy, and belonging to Her Britannic Majesty’s 
ship “ Algerine,” and produced his sworn declaration, setting out the circumstances 
under which the native vessel “Hali-ya-Mtu” sailing under Arab colours, and 
having no papers, whereof both the owner and master are unknown, of the 
description and dimensions specified in the annexed certificate of admeasurement 
taken oY the captors, and eight male and five female slaves, were seized by him at 
Pemba Island, on the 7th day of July, 1889. I, the said J udge, having heard the 
evidence and examined the witnesses produced by the captors, and in default of any 
person appearing for the defence, having found sufficient proof that the said 
vessel, immediately preceding her capture, had landed a cargo of slaves, which the 
said thirteen slaves formed part of, in contravention of Treaties existing between 
Great Britain and Zanzibar, do adjudge the said vessel, her tackle, a parel, and 
furniture, and the said slaves, to‘have' been lawfully seized, and to be forfeited to 
our Sovereign Lady the Queen, and do condemn the same accordingly; hereby 
approving, however, of the destruction of the vessel upon the spot by the Captors as 
unavoidable under the circumstances set forth in the certificate of destruction.

(Extract.) ** Ranger,” at Aden, August 11, 1889. 

SINCE my last letter dated the 23rd July, I beg to report as follows :— 

I left Aden at 4:30 p.m. on the 24th July, arriving-at Perim at noon next day, 
and picked up Lieutenant Beresford and party, and found the steam-cutter in want 
of extensive repairs to boiler; the Engineer in charge and engine-room staff were 
employed four days about it. The crown of the furnace had come down in three 
places, necessitating heating and setting up, three additional stays fitted, and all 
tubes re-ferruled, and seven new ones put in; the boiler required thorough cleaning, 
and the engines were refitted. 

I found the Italian vessels of war “Palinuro” and “Sebastian Veniero” in 
Perim; they were on the look-out for a French vessel supposed to be carrying arms, 
&e., to Abyssinia. 

1 left Perim on the 28th July with Lieutenant Beresford behind as before, 
relieving any men who wished, and taking two sick men on board, arrived at Aden , 
next day. 

On the 3rd August | received a telegram from Lieutenant Beresford that he 
had rey two dhows and thirty-one slaves, so I left for Perim that evening, arriving 
next day. 

I took the dhows in tow, and the slaves on board, substituting Lieutenant Clarke 
for Beresford, left for Aden. 

A special Report of the capture accompanies this; the slaves were all in a very 
emaciated condition ; four of them, three girls and a boy, required medical treatment, 
two were cot cases. 

In the dhow that was taken at sea were three slave-dealers ; these were turned 
over to the police on arrival at Aden next day; the slaves, master and crews, and 
dhows to the Marshal of the Court. 

At Perim I found the Italian corvette “Christoforo Colombo;” she had on 
Nene an Abyssinian Ambassador with ten of a suite, whom she was to convey to 

aples. 

On the 10th instant the case of the two dhows was tried in the Prize Court 
before Major-General Hogg, C.B., Political Resident, and the dhows condemned, 
thirty-one slaves liberated. Although the Judgment will not be delivered until the 
day this leayes, the General told me I might report officially that J had successfully 
proved my case. 

Until I get the decision I cannot send you the final Report in the matter. 

The mail is about to close.

I BEG to make the following Report of the capture of the two dhows 
(sambouks) by me on the 3rd instant. 

At daylight on the 3rd instant I was in the steam-cutter cruizing off the 
Arabian coast in the vicinity of Kathar. I observed two sambouks running for the 
shore before a light north-westerly breeze. After an hour’s chase I succeeded in 
pe fer the nearest, and on boarding her I found thirty slaves, all young boys 
and girls. 

any of these jumped overboard, and considerable time was lost in recovering 
them. No opposition of any kind was offered by this boat, but he did not lower his 
sail until I was close alongside. 

Leaving a petty officer and party of three men in charge, I penne in chase 
of the other sambouk, but the time J had lost, as above described, enabled her to 
reach the shore about twenty minutes before I could. 

I saw from forty to fifty persons land from her and run inland. I reached the 
dhow; she was beached and} broadside on to the shore. The crew of the dhow, 
having taken shelter among some bushes about 500 yards inland, commenced firing - 
on the cutter as soon as she was within range, and continued to fire until Ih 
towed the dhow beyond reach of their fire. 
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I returned the fire from the two rifles I had in the boat, but cannot say with 
what effect. 

The two stokers and interpreter meanwhile securing the tow-rope to the dhow, 
I had her afloat in about half-an-hour, and towed her out of the range of the natives 
on shore. 

By 10°30 a.m. I was under way with my two prizes, the dhows, under sail, in 
charge of men of my party, escorted ny the steam-cutter. On the gr to 
Perim, concealed in the dhow which had been beached, a small boy was found, 
evidently left behind in the stampede. 

The whole of the boat’s crew behaved most creditably, and I beg to bring to 
your notice, for favourable consideration, the names of—

MR. WILLIAM JOHNSTON, Gunner, while in charge of cruizing launch 
“Olga” off Mesale Island on the 19th June, 1889, sighted and gave chase to a 
dhow off Kingoji Point. She was then making for Chaki Chaki, and finding that 
the “Olga” was overhauling her, altered course and made for the land inside Ras 
Tundunwa ; the headland hid her temporarily from view, but on again being 
Pr she was observed to be close in shore, and apparently aground with every- 
thing flying. 

On bosnding her she appeared to have just landed a cargo of slaves, and on 
continuing the search the body of a female slave in a state of nudity, and apparently 
dead, was found half covered with bilge-water and sand. On getting her out she 
showed signs of life, and, after a little treatment, came to. 

No papers or valuables were found on board the dhow. 

In her hold was a flooring of sand laid down, with several loin cloths lyin 
about; also a large quantity of water in barrels and tins, and also rice, Jama seed, 
and Indian corn. 

Whilst standing by the dhow a female came down, and said she had landed 
from the dhow, and that in the hurry and bustle of getting the slaves out and away 
she had hid in the bush, and now came back. 

The dhow sank when being towed to Zanzibar on the 29th June, 1889. 

The case was tried in the Vice-Admiralty Court at Zanzibar on the 5th July, 
1889, and condemned. 

The female slave who came out of the bush said that there was a large number 
of slaves on board, but she could not tell how many; they were partly embarked at 


or near Ibo and at Tanga.

I HAVE received and laid before my Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
your letter of the 6th ultimo, with inclosure, relative to the case of the three dhows 
destroyed by Lieutenant Floyd, of Her Majesty’s ship “ Pigeon,” on the 16th May 
last, for which damages to the amount of 978). 17s. 8d. have been awarded by order 
of Court, and been paid by the Paymaster of Her Majesty’s ship “ Boadicea” on 
behalf of Lieutenant Floyd. 

2. My Lords desire me to acquaint you, for the information of the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, that the opinion conveyed in Admiralty letter 
of the 16th July last to the Foreign Office, and quoted in your letter, that Lieutenant 
Floyd was not to blame for capturing these dhows, was arrived at after full and 
careful consideration of all the circumstances in connection with the case; and my 
Lords regret that, after the expression of this opinion, their Lordships of the 
Treasury should propose that 10 per cent. of the oe awarded should be abated 
from any slave or tonnage bounties hereafter payable to Lieutenant Floyd while 
serving on the station. 

3. My Lords observe that this proposal is based on an extract from the Report 
of Rear-Admiral the Honourable Sir E. Fremantle, that “ Lieutenant Floyd made’a 
grievous error in judgment ;” but their Lordships of the Treasury have apparently 
not given weight to the remainder of the paragraph, which goes on to say that 
“‘he appears to have taken i“ to arrive at a just conclusion.” This view is 
supported by the Report of the British Consul, to which reference is made in the 
‘Admiralty letter to the Foreign Office, who states as follows :— 

“ Whether from Yee gee or intention, these interpreters appear to have entirely 
deceived Lieutenant Floyd and his officers as to the character of these dhows, and 
to have given false translations of the answers given by the Arabs to the questions 
which were put. to them.” 

4. My Lords ‘desire me to observe that every care is taken to make the officers 
engaged in Slave Trade duties fully acquainted with the instructions, and my Lords 
are satisfied that these duties are carried out, not only with the requisite zeal, but 
with intelligence and discrimination. The present case of Lieutenant Floyd is, in 
my Lords’ opinion, no exception to the general highly satisfactory performance of 
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this difficult and onerous duty, and in this view they trust that their Lordships of 
the Treasury, in deciding the matter, will not enforce their proposal to charge a 
tithe of the damages against Lieutenant Floyd. ars 

5. My Lords consider that the principle suggested in Admiralty letter of the 
31st March, 1885, that these cases should be decided on their individual merits, 
should be accepted as the only equitable method of dealing with them. 

6. I am to add that directions have been sent to the Commander-in-chief, East 
Indies, not to again employ the interpreters concerned in this matter.

abated from any bounties that may be earned by Lieutenant Floyd hereafter. 

My Lords agree that cases of this kind ought to be decided on their individual 
merits, and are glad to infer, from the position taken by the Board of Admiralty ix 
excusing Lieutenant Floyd, that a see no objection in principle to the recovery of 
expenses, incurred through the fault of an officer, out of bounties that may due 
to him. 

In determining how far an officer may have been in fault, or have failed to 
show the acquaintance with Regulations and discretion that are to be expected of 
him, my Lords are willing to be guided by the judgment of the Board of Admiralty, 
after their own view of the case has been represented to the Board. 

As the Board of Admiralty are satisfied that no blame whatever can be 
attached to Lieutenant Floyd in the present case, my Lords will not insist upon 
~ abatement in respect of it from the bounties that may hereafter become due 
to him.

My Lord, 55, New Broad Street, London, October 14, 1889. 

“WE ‘are directed by the Committee of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery 
Society to bring before the notice of your Lordship the statement published in the 
“ Times” of this morning, under date Zanzibar, the 18th October, to the effect that 
Mr. Consul Smith has proceeded to Pemba, under orders from Mr. Portal, to 
examine and judge “ reported cases of illegal holding of slaves in Pemba.” 

The Committee would call to mind the fact that by Article I of the Treaty 
between Great Britain and Zanzibar for the suppression of the Slave Trade, signed 
at Zanzibar, the 5th June, 1873, it was agreed between Her Majesty the Queen and 
His Highness the Sultan that :— 

“The provisions of the es Treaties having proved ineffectual for 
preventing the export of slaves from the territories of the Sultan of Zanzibar in 
Africa, Her Majesty the Queen and His Highness the Sultan above named agree that 
from this date the export of slaves from the coast of the mainland of Africa, 
whether destined for transport from one part of the Sultan’s dominions to another, 
or for conveyance to foreign parts, shall entirely cease. And His Highness the 
Sultan binds himself, to the best of his ability, to make an effectual arrangement 
throughout his dominions to prevent and abolish the same.” 

he terms of this Treaty having been evaded, a Proclamation was issued by 

the Sultan of Zanzibar on the 18th April, 1876, prohibiting the Slave Trade by sea 

a land, and confiscating all slaves arriving on the coast for transportation to 
‘emba. 

It must, therefore, be clear that all slaves that have been imported into the 
Island of Pemba since the Treaty of June 1878 are illegally held in bondage, and are 
entitled to their freedom. 

The Committee, therefore, would respectfully, but earnestly, ask your Lordship 
to cause instructions to be forwarded to Zanzibar that the right of England to 
claim the freedom of all slaves imported since that date be maintained.

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or slave on board of Her Majesty’s ship under my command, under the 
following circumstances. 

He came alongside of the ship when she was at anchor off Brisk Island, in a 
canoe, at 10 p.m. on the 2nd instant, and made the following statement :— 

“I was born at Mtumbu, near Kilwa, and am a freeman. My name is Fundi 
Hamadi. I was captured by some raiding Wamwera and sold as a slave to Said 
Burgash, the Sultan. 1 ran away, and was afterwards pn by Washenga, who 
sold me to the dhow (“Salama ’”’) which is astern of this ship The dhow landed 
me and many other slaves on Matumbini Island, where I and six other slaves were 
handed over to one Hamisi, an Arab of Pemba, 

“IT was taken over to Manbani in a canoe, and remained at my master’s 
shamba for four days, but ran away and came on board this ship in a canoe which 
I stole, because my master threatened to kill me.” 

This man has since been identified by one of the crew of the “Salama” dhow 
as one of the slaves brought over in her in contravention of existing Treaty 
Regulations, I have therefore kept him on board, and purpose sending him to 
Zanzibar by the first opportunity for the investigation of his case at the Consular

I HAVE the honour to report that, on the 14th instant, while off Makungwi 
Island, I detained a dhow, which, with several others, was at anchor off that island, 
upon finding that she was equipped in the Slave Trade, in that she had iron slave- 
shackles on board, a quantity of sand and matting, and no cargo. She had left 
Chaki Chaki the previous night, and was bound for Zanzibar, her owner being a 
Zanzibar Arab ; her crew consisted of five men and a boy, and three passengers. 

Upon close questioning, &c., some of the crew admitted that she had been 
engeged in running between Pangani and Chaki Chaki, but before the present crew 
joined, the boy stated that orders were given by the owner that the shackles 
— be landed at Chaki Chaki, so they must have been aware they were on 


With the permission of Commander Forsyth, I sent her crew and passengers 
(nine) with Mr. Morist, Gunner, of this ship, prize officer, and a guard of two men, 
by the “Somali,” to Zanzibar for adjudication, in preference to keeping them on 
board this ship. The dhow is at anchor in Owen Channel with a guard, awaiting 
result of trial, &c.

THE Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury desire me to return 
herewith the inclosures to Sir T. Sanderson’s letter of the 11th instant respecting 
the protest of Captain Cardale, of Her Majesty’s ship “Agamemnon,” against the 
liberation of a ahow and slave by the Vice-Admiralty Court at Zanzibar on the 
18th June last ; and I am to transmit at the same time, for the information of the 
Marquis of Salisbury, a copy of a Report on the case by Mr. Incledon, representing 
the Treasury Adviser on Slave Trade matters. 

I am to state that my Lords have no right to review the decision of the Court, 
nor to appeal against it, seeing that it involves no payment of bounty or costs. 
The question whether the slave seized by Captain Cardale was a fugitive or a 
captive seems to be one upon which a Judge, acting on the spot and with the slave 
before him, would be in a better. position for arriving at a just decision than any 
one else. Should Captain Cardale, however, think it desirable to obtain a review of 
the decision, he can do so by’ appealing to the High Court of Admiralty of England, 
under section 19 of the Act 36 & 37 Vict., cap. 88.

To the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury. 


May it please your Lordships, 

IN obedience to your Lordship’s commands, I have perused and considered the 
documents herewith returned, consisting of a letter from the Foreign Office dated 
the 11th instant, forwarding, for your Lordships’ and my information, a letter from 
the Admiralty of the 30th ultimo, with its inclosures, relative to the decision of the 
Consular Court at Zanzibar in the case of a dhow and slave captured by Her 
Majesty’s ship “ Agamemnon.” 

And I have the honour to report that it appears from these documents that 
on the 16th June last a dhow, name unknown, flying Arab colours, and with a 
slave on board, was captured by the Acting Boatswain of the “Agamemnon” at 
the western entrance to Zanzibar. According to a statement signed by the Actin 
Boatswain, the dhow was on a passage from Zanzibar to Saadani, having shippe 
the slave at the former place; and from information obtained from this slave, five 
other slaves are said to have been shipped by the dhow at Dar-es-Salaam, but when 
and under what circumstances there is nothing to show. The case was brought 
before the Consular Court at Zanzibar, and on the 18th of the same month the 
J “oe ordered the dhow to be released, and the slave to be handed over to General 
Mathews as a fugitive., 

Against this decision Captain Cardale, of the “ Agamemnon,” protested in two 
letters to his Commander-in-chief, dated the 19th June and the 4th July last, of 
which copies are forwarded in the letter from: the Admiralty. The reasons which 
he gives for his protest.are that, when he personally investigated the case, the slave 
adhered strictly to his origjnal story describing his capture, and how he was 
dragged into the boat, but he had no idea of length of time or dates; and that, 
when he was first captured (by the “ Agamemnon”), weals showed most visibly on 
the back of his neck; and Captain Cardale adds that, “‘ under these circumstances, 
. was most repugnant his being handed over to General Mathews as a fugitive 
slave.” 

The story told by the slave, so far as it can be gathered from these papers, 
contains, as I venture to submit, nothing absolutely inconsistent with his having 
been a fugitive; with regard, too, to the weals on his neck, it is by no means 
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uncommon to find indications of cruelty on the bodies of fugitive slaves as well as of 
slaves intended for sale. Without, however, having seen the evidence, it is of course 
impossible for me to say whether the Judge’s view of it was correct, and I 
would suggest that if it be thought desirable to review the decision in consequence 
of Captain Cardale’s protest, the Foreign Office should be requested to obtain from 
the Judge a statement of the grounds upon which he pronounced the slave a 
fugitive.

Sir, 28, Hazlitt Road, West Kensington, April 30, 1889. 

IN accordance with your letter of the 10th instant, I have the honour to furnish 
the following Report upon the Slave Trade at Salagah, and the purchase of slaves by 
British subjects of the Protectorate. 

2. It will probably be in the knowledge of the Right Honourable the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies that 1 was sent upon a recruiting expedition to Salagah in 
April 1887, and that I resided in the King’s town for about three months. 

3. My route from the coast lay through the countries of Aquapim, Krobo, 
Aquamoo, Krepi, Inkonya, Kratchi Confederation, to Gwandijowa or Inta, the first 
five of which are in the British Protectorate. 

4, While acting as Commissioner of several districts in the Gold Coast Colony 
I had learnt from information given me by various friendly Chiefs, and from 
numerous cases brought before my Court, that a very large number of slaves were 
still held in the Protectorate, especially in the Awoonah and Addah districts and in 
— Indeed at Quittah I had formed a colony of escaped slaves numbering 
nearly 100. 

5. On taking command of the first Salagah recruiting expedition I was 
fortunate enough to secure the services (as interpreter) of Chief O’Donkoh, the son 
of King Sakity, of Krobo, a most intelligent man, and thoroughly acquainted both 
with the peoples and the countries the expedition would He og by him I 
was assured that there were large numbers of Hausa, Fuleh, ¥ oshi, and especially 
Grushi slaves held by the Aquamoos, Krepis, and Kroboes, and that we should, no 
doubt, obtain some recruits when passing through their countries, as many of the 
slaves would claim protection and release if it were known that I would grant them. 

6. Even before I left Accra, however, word had been sent all' along the road 
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and to the various tribes, warning them to take their slaves and hide them in the 
bush until I had passed. 

7. That this advice had been followed was repeatedly confirmed by those slaves 
who did escape. 

8. At Aquamoo two Moshis came and sought protection, and were boldly claimed 
by their owners, British subjects, one being the King of oe himself. At 
Panto several slaves joined me, and I had numerous palavers with the King (Degadu) 
and his Chiefs, who were, on some occasions, insolent and threatening in their 
manner because I refused to give any of the slaves back again to their masters ; 
eight of these slaves joined the Constabulary as recruits. 

9. As 1 did not wish to jeopardize the success of the expedition, I did not 
attempt to arrest or punish the slave-holders, confining myself merely to an absolute 
refusal to return the slaves. 

10. At this town (Panto) I obtained evidence that the Addahs brought down 
the Volta every season canoe-loads of slaves, many of whom were sold in Addah 
itself, the remainder being sent through the Awoonah country (by the mainland) as 
far as Agwhey. 

11. At Konsu, a village on the frontier of the Protectorate built by Abudu 
Karima, late native officer of the Gold Coast Constabulary, I had two women before 
me who had been lately purchased at Salagah, and who claimed protection. I had 
good information that not only did this man (Karima) deal in slaves, but that he 
was one of the principals in spreading the report from Accra to Salagah, and even 
to Moshi and Dagomba, that I was coming to free the slaves. On arrival at Keti 
this evidence was confirmed, and I ordered Abudu Karima to return to his village, 
and to remain there until my return. 

12. At Kratchie, about 40 miles from the Protectorate, I had several interviews 
with the grees fetish priest “O’Denty,” and I discovered that not only were slaves 
continually passing through the town towards British territory by the Volta, but 
that a fairly brisk trade in children and women was carried on at Keti, the 
Mahommedan town close by. I inclose a photograph of a number of Grushi boys 
purchased at Salagah and exposed for sale at Keti by their owners. 

13. It was, however, during my residence at Salagah that 1 learnt the magni- 
tude of the Slave Traffic there, not only from personal observation, but from 
information obtained in open palaver and privately from the King and his principal 
Chiefs, notably the princes of Leppo, Sumprah, and Sangla. 

14. The large slave-caravans, consisting of from 500 to 2,000 slaves, begin to 
arrive in the latter part of December, and continue until the end of March. They 
barter their slaves for cowries and European goods at Salagah, and for Kola nuts at 
Kuntampoh, and then return to their various countries. : 

15. From the evidence given by the King and Chiefs, which I verified by 
numerous independent inquiries, it appears that about 20,000 slaves are disposed of 
in one way or another annually. This fact was repeated to Colonel White, 
Administrator of the Gold Coast Colony, in my presence by Chief Attah, the 
brother of the King of Gwandijowa, whom I brought down with me as a messenger. 
from the King to the Governor. 

16. I only arrived in Salagah on the 16th May, 1887, when all the large 
caravans had left, but a belated Moshi caravan and one from Sansane Mungo were 
still expected. So great, however, was the fear that the object of my presence in 
Selagah was to stop the Slave Trade, that it was with the greatest difficulty I was 
enabled to get a sight of the slaves, many of whom had been sold before I heard of 
the caravan’s arrival. 

17. In the case of the Moshi caravan, the “ Maidugu” or Commander had heard 
the news of my arrival, and finding he was too late for the Kola market at 
Kuntampoh, he halted at every village where there was a chance of disposing «« 
of a few slaves, even at a sacrifice, and it was only upon the solemn assurances o 
non-interference by the Prince of Leppo and Prince Yusufu of Dagomba that he 


brought the remainder of his slaves into the slave-market of the town. Dr. Easmon ©: 


and I visited.them, and saw .exposed for sale men with their right wrists resting on 
their left shoulders, and fastened securely to their throats by cords (and who:: 

been kept in that position for months, so that the power of straightening the arm 
was nearly lost); little children from 2 years upwards; and women, young 
and old, many naked, except for a bunch of leaves. We learnt from some of the 
slaves (ea3) two men. had: cut to -pieces in front of the whole = for 
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attempting to escape. We also saw a very old woman, quite 70 years of age, 
offered for sale, and heard she was bought for 8s. 

18. The average prices at Salagah for slaves are: for a full-grown man, 
120 heads of cowries; a boy of 15, 100 heads; a child (boy or girl), 70 heads; a 
girl (grown up), 120 heads; and a woman, 100 heads: each head being 1,000 
cowries, value at Salagah 1s., and at the coast 6d. 

19. The caravan from Sansane Mungo consisted principally of Grushi slaves, ~ 
captured by Gajare, the self-styled King of Jaberema, who was then waging a 
slave war against the inoffensive and helpless Grushi nation to supply the slave- 
markets of Salagah, Kuntampoh, and others. 

20. Lord Knutsford will no doubt .be aware that the country of Inta or 
Gwandijowa, in which Salagah is situated, was formerly a tributary state of 
Ashanti, which drew a very large revenue from it. It owes its independence 
entirely to the destruction of the Ashanti. power by Lord Wolseley. The people are 
industrious, agricultural, and unwarlike to timidity. They derive their wealth from 
the sale of food stuffs to the numerous caravans coming into Salagah, which is a 
free town. Their farms, which extend for miles, are entirely cultivated by slave 
labour, every petty farmer being a slave-holder; in fact, the slaves far outnumber 
the natives. 

21. With regard to the Akims (British subjects), they supply the Kuntampoh 
market with Kola nuts, taking in exchange slaves, ivory, and cattle, but principally 
slaves. ‘These are partly disposed of to the Ashantis, some being sent as far as 
Gaman, or, if docile, are kept to work the Akim farms. Many of the women are 
taken as slave-wives or concutines, while the children are brought up to work as 
domestic slaves. 

22. The truth that this Tratfic is carried on can be proved to demonstration. 
In every town and in nearly every village will be found men, women, and children 
bearing the Moshi, Grushi, or Hausa tribal cuts, and in the majority of cases the 
owner will claim them as his “family,” being perfectly aware that very few white 
men know anything of tribal marks, and that they are a certain and indelible proof 
of nationality. 

23. Every Commissioner who has had any experience of the outlying districts 
of the Colony will be aware of the large amount oF slave-dealing that goes on in the 
Protectorate, and the great difficulty in checking it. 

Dr. Easmon and Messrs. Williams, Barnett, and Stewart, who are all acquainted 
with the districts mentioned, will be able, not only to confirm this Report, but 
possibly add further information. 

25. It is impossible to give here all the cases that have come under my notice, 
yet, to my own knowledge, children brought from Salagah were bought and sold in 
Accra itself as late as August 1887 ; and I myself was the means of bringing one of 
the buyers to justice, she being fined 10/. for the offence by Mr. W. B. Griffith, 
junior, Commissioner of Accra, 

26. Should the Right Honourable the Secretary of State desire further informa- 
tion, I would ask him to grant me a personal interview, when I could give more 
details than can be embodied in a Report.

Salisbury to state that his Lordship concurs in the instructions which Lord Knutsford 
proposes to send to Captain Denton, if the Secretary of State is satisfied that the 
Colonial authorities are sure of the soundness of their case in prosecuting Captain 
Braconnier. It is not clear from the telegrams what is the specific offence against 
British law with which he would be charged. 

I am at the same time to inclose, for Lord Knutsford’s information, copies of two 
despatches from Mr. Gosselin, Her Majesty’s Chargé d’ Affaires at Brussels,* inclosing 
copies of a Memorandum addressed by him to M. van Eetvelde, the Administrator- 
General for the Foreign Affairs of the Congo State, explaining the objects of, and 
instructions given to, Captain Braconnier in his present recruiting mission. Copy 
of the reply to Mr. Gosselin is also inclosed ;+ oh I am to state that Lord Salisbury

1 HAVE the honour of reporting that a man named Oshah Ekala has run away 
here from Porto Novo. He claims protection, and states that a sailing-vessel came 
into Porto Novo a few days ago; that all the rich men in the place then collected 
their slaves to the number of about 300; that the slaves were marched down to 
the beach in strings with neck-irons on; at the beach they were taken out of the 
irons and put into boats which carried them to the ship. 

Oshah Ekala describes the flag of the vessel as red, white, and blue in stripes ; 
evidently the French flag. He also says no one knew where the ship was going to, 
and that he ran away to avoid being sent on board. 

This is probably a case of slave-trading covered under some pretence of 
enlisting labourers.

IN accordance with the instructions conveyed in your Lordship’s despatch 
No, 29, Africa, of the 29th ultimo, which only reached me yesterday afternoon, I 
called this morning on M. van Eetvelde, the Administrator-General of the Congo 
Foreign Department, and left in his hands a Memorandum, copy of which I have 
the honour to inclose, summarizing the information received from the Officer 
administering thé “Governmént of Lagos with régard to the proceedings of a 
M. Braconnier in that neighbourhood. 

1 assured him that, in instructing me to make this communication, Her 
Majesty’s Government had no apprehension that any act in the nature of slave- 
purchasing and forcible removal of slaves had been sanctioned by the Congo 
authorities either here or in Africa, but that your Lordship was desirous of 
obtaining definite information as to the precise status of M. Braconnier, and as to 
the alleged position occupied by him towards the Congo Government. 

M. van Eetvelde informed me that all questions relating to the recruiting of 
foreigners for service in the Independent State were treated in the Department of 
the Interior, and that he could give me, therefore, no information off-hand on the 
matter, but he promised to lose no time in referring the matter to his colleague, and 
would give me an answer with as little delay as possible. 

All he could say at present was that he knew that some years ago a Belgian 
officer of the name of Braconnier was in the service of the Independent State.

A 'TELEGRAM has been received at the Colonial Office from the Officer 
administering the Government of Lagos, dated the 21st June, 1889, stating that a 
foreign officer named Braconnier, who asserts that he is acting on behalf of the 
Government of the Independent State of the Congo, has sent to the Congo more 
than 100 men obtained from the King of Dahomey, in consideration of a money 
payment of about 16/. a-head. 

Some of these men were embarked at Whydah, apparently as prisoners, the 
captain of the ship being directed to avoid ports and ships of war. 

All the men are reported to be indentured, but no papers have been seen. 

The telegram further states that it is intended to embark another detachment 
shortly, and that the contracts to carry the men to the Congo are entered into at 
Lagos, which is the base of M. Braconnier’s operations. 

In communicating to the authorities of the Congo Government the substance 
of this telegram, Her Majesty’s Government are anxious that it should be clearly 
understood that they are under no apprehension that any act of the nature of slave- 

urchasing and forcible removal of captives against their will has been sanctioned 
the Government of the Independent State of the Congo; but they would be 
glad to receive any observations which the Congo Administration may have to 
make on the matter in question with as little delay as possible, in order to be able 
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to avert any misapprehension which might arise in connection with the legal pro- 
ceedings which may be instituted at Lagos against M. Braconnier, 

Her Majesty’s Government would further be grateful for any information which 
it may be in the power of the Congo Government to furnish as to the precise status 
and position of M. Braconnier.

WITH reference to Mr. Gosselin’s despatch No. 57, Africa, of the 22nd ultimo, I 
haye the honour to inclose copy of a note from Prince de Chimay, submitting, for 
the approval of Her Majesty’s Government, the form of invitation which his 
Excellency proposes to address to the Signatory Powers of the General Act of the 
Conference of Berlin, inviting them to take part in the proposed Conference at 
Brussels for the suppression of the African Slave Trade, and suggesting the end of 
October or beginning of November as the date of its meeting. 

It appears to me, and I have so stated at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs, that 
the fourth paragraph of the Circular, defining the object which the Conference will 
have in view, unduly restricts that object to the suppression of the Slave Trade and 
slave raids in the interior, and to the encouragement of recruiting by certain 
Powers for the prevention of these practices, whereas in the Memorandum which I 
communicated to the Belgium Government in September last, mention is also made 
of the necessity of dealing with the seaborne Slave Traffic, and of closing the foreign 
markets for the sale of slaves; it seems to me that the paragraph in question is, in 
this respect, too limited in its scope, while I rather doubt the expediency of 
indicating the means by which alone slave raids and the capture of slaves in the 
interior could be stopped, which I think should rather be left to the Conference to 
determine. 

The whole of this poses has apparently been inserted, probably by the 
King, with the object o Seerng : the recruiting operations of the Congo State. 

But as I am aware that. the draft has been submitted te and approved by His 
Majesty, | prefer to send it home as it is, leaving it to Her Majesty’s Government to 
make any alterations or additions that they may think proper.

AT an audieuce which [ had the honour of having with the King yesterday, I 
took the opportunity to speak to His Majesty about the proceedings of Captain 
Braconnier, the Belgian officer in the service of the Congo State, who has been 
charged by the authorities at Lagos with purchasing slaves from the King of 
Dahomey for recruiting purposes, and forcibly deporting them against their will. 
I explained to His Majesty that the evidence against Captain Braconnier was 
reported to be so strong as to justify legal proceedings being taken against him, 
but that Her Majesty’s Government would greatly regret taking any step which 
might have the appearance of unfriendliness towards the Congo State, for which 
they entertained the most cordial feelings, and that even if the charges against 
Captain Braconnier should prove to be true, they felt convinced that his zeal to 
procure recrits had led him to exceed his instructions, and that the Congo Govern- 
ment had in no way authorized his proceedings. 

The King earnest] begged me to assure your Lordship that he was convinced 
that the charge was unfounded, and to ask that judgment might be suspended until 
Captain Braconnier, who was ordered home, could personally answer it, and explain 
his conduct. His Majesty expressed the hope that meanwhile no legal proceedings 
would be taken against him, which would only create a scandal, and possibly end as 
the “ Brabo” case had done. 

His Majesty referred with some soreness to the difficulties which, he said, had 
been so often interposed by the Colonial authorities to his recruitment of men for 
the Congo, who were absolutely required for the maintenance of order, for the 
control of the Arabs in the Congo, and for the repression of the Slave Traffic, and 
he said that they seemed to forget that everv negro recruited’ for his service became 
ipso facto free, and able to dispose of himself as he chose; while it was utterly 
impossible that any officer in his service could so flagranily disobey his instructions 
and violate the laws of the Congo State as to compel any man to enter its service 
against his will. He therefore trusted that all proceedings would be suspended 
until Captain Braconnier had had an opportunity of answering the charge in 
person, The King spoke warmly on this subject, on which he is very sensitive.

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge your despatch No. 61, transmitting the 
draft of the invitation to the Slave Trade Conference which the Belgian Government 
proposes to address to the various European Governments. 

J entirely concur in the concluding paragraph of that invitation, in which the 
Belgian Government speaks of the inexpediency of limiting the sphere of action 
prescribed to the Conference, but I do not think this principle is entirely carried 
out in the preceding paragraph. In that paragraph the object of the Conference is 
stated to be the necessity of effectively preventing the Slave Trade in the interior of 
Africa, and the capture of the slaves destined for sale. These words taken in their 
obvious meaning appear to exclude all reference to the Slave Trade by sea. It 
would indeed be possible to argue that, as the Slave Trade by sea is the object for 
which the captures in Africa are mainly made, the prevention of it would be one of 
the most effective methods of putting an end to the Slave Trade in the interior, and 
the capture of the slaves intended to be sold. 

But even if by this mode of interpretation the consideration of the Slave Trade 
by sea should be held to be included in the definition of the objects to which the 
Conference is to address itself, it would still seem to Her Majesty’s Government 
that so indirect and circuitous an allusion to that traffic, which is the cause of so 
much human suffering, and to the suppression of which alone European nations 
can hope effectively to contribute, will in all probability materially detract from the 
value of the recommendations which the Conference may make. 

In this country the Slave Trade by sea is the portion of the Slave Trade to 
which public attention has for generations been chiefly drawn, and any statement 
of the objects of the Conference which left it on one side would be thought to be 
entirely inadequate and illusory. 

I have therefore to request your Lordship to urge upon the Belgian Government 
that to the two objects stated by them, viz., the hindrance of the Slave Trade in the 
interior of Africa, and of the capture of the slaves destined to be sold, they will 
further add the suppression of the Slave Trade by sea, which furnishes the principal 
motive for the other operations of this infamous commerce. 

I understand from the German Government that it would be more convenient 
for them if the meeting could take place in the middle of October. Such a date, if 
it commend itself to the Belgian Government, would be entirely convenient to the 
Government of Her Majesty.

THE 15,000,000 fr. worth of shares in the Congo Railway eapeny recently 
offered for public subscription have been entirely taken up, about half in ie, poe 
and the remainder abroad ; 5,000,000 fr. having been subscribed in Englan 
2,000,000 fr. in Germany. 

The “ Indépendance Belge,” in a leading article on the Congo Railway scheme, 
points out that the intelligible doubts and distrust hitherto entertained of the 
realization of the practical objects of the King’s great work in Africa are now at 
an end, and that a railway, which is a necessary condition of the development of the 
natural riches and resources of the Congo, promises to open out a new and rich market 
to the commerce and industry of Belgium. A market for ivory has already been 
established at Antwerp, where a sale of 14 tons, realizing 386,000 fr., has already 
been effected, and thirty-one more tons will be sold shortly, besides other products 
of the Congo, such as india-rubber, gum, &c. It is expected that when transport by 
rail is substituted for the present primitive means of carriage by porters these 
importations will greatly increase, while it will stimulate the tendency, which the 
political troubles on the East Coast and the proved facilities of the Congo route are 
already beginning to develop, to divert trade and traffic with the interior from the 
East to the West Coast. It is hoped when the railway is completed that Antwerp, 
thus placed in direct communication with the interior of Africa, will become the 
principal mart of exchange for the natural products of the vast basin of the 
Congo, with its peaceable and industrious populations, against the manufactures of 
Belgium. 

eat moral, no less than material, interests are concerned in the establishment 
of the railroad: it is pointed out that, besides the civilizing influence of the commerce 
which it will promote, the principal raison d’étre of slavery, and the Slave Trade, in 
the interior of Africa, is the great demand for porters for the cheap carriage of 
merchandize to the coast, and that when this rude means of transport is destroyed, 
as it will be by the railway, the demand for slave-porters will cease, and the knell 
of the Slave Trade will be rung. 

The “Indépendance Belge” further announces that Lieutenant Dhanis, the 
Belgian officer who was commissioned to establish military outposts on the right 
bank of the Congo, at the confluence of the River Arrouimi, with the view of 
preventing slave raids, has returned to Belgium, havin i ape! succeeded in 
his mission, and established three of these posts between angala and Arrouimi. 

He reports most favourably of the attitude of the natives of these districts 
(the Basokos and Bangalas), the former of whom forcibly opposed the passage of 
Mr. Stanley in 1877, and states that numbers of them volunteered to enter the 
service of the Congo State. . 

He met several travellers and several steamers and native boats on the river, 
which passed to and fro in perfect safety.

M. VAN EETVELDE, Administrator-General for Foreign Affairs of the 
Congo State, called at the Legation this morning to convey the thanks of the Kin 
for the information respecting Tippoo Tip, contained in your Lordship’s denpaich 
No. 38, Africa, of the 30th ultimo, which, he said, His Majesty had received with 
great interest as tending to show that Tippoo Tip was faithful to the Congo State. 

M. van Eetvelde stated that M. Janssen, the Governor-General, was now on 
his way up the Congo with instructions to visit the stations on the Upper Congo, 
and specially to report to the King on the | poe of affairs at Stanley Falls, and 
as to the reality of the alleged difficulties and necessities of Tippoo Tip. 

No arms would be furnished to that Chief until M. Janssen’s Report had been 
received, but M. van Eetvelde thought it probable that a limited supply might 
have to be sent to him, sufficient for the use of his immediate following for purposes 
of defence, but not enough to furnish the Arabs with the means of engaging in 
slave raids, though M. van Eetvelde admitted the difficulty of ascertaining what 
this “juste milieu” ought to be. These arms, if sent at all, are to be forwarded 
by the Congo, and not Be the East Coast. 

After leaving Stanley Falls, M. Janssen is instructed, if his health permits it, 
to follow up the Sankullu River, a large tributary of the Congo, to its confluence 
with the River Kassai, and to found a Settlement for trading purposes on one or 
other of these rivers, as near as the navigation will permit to the southern boundary 
of the independent State.

It was not until the 
morning of Saturday last, the 14th instant, that, in consequence of inquiries made 
on the previous ae by the Chargé d’Affaires of sina it was discovered 
that the Clerk responsible for the preparation of the list of Powers to be invited 
had inadvertently omitted France. 

A special messenger was immediately dispatched with the invitation, and a 
frank and full explanation of the cause of the delay in sending it, to Baron Beyens, 
the Belgian Minister at Paris, with instructions to communicate it immediately to 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

M. Spuller was unfortunately absent from Paris, having been called away by 
the elections, but Baron Beyens was assured by the permanent officials that every 
effort would be made to make up the time lost by this most unfortunate blunder. 

This explanation has also been given to the German Chargé d’ Affaires, and 
communicated by him to his Government.

I COMMUNICATED to Baron Lambermont the substance of your Lordship’s 
despatch No. 40, Africa, of the 6th instant, stating the view taken by Her Majesty’s 
Government of the suggestions that the Pope should be invited to send a repre- 
sentative to the approaching Slave Trade Conference at Brussels, and that the 
pene of Representatives of Brazil, Persia, Zanzibar, and Egypt might also be 
useful. 

Baron Lambermont tells me that your Lordship’s observations have determined 
the King and his Government to abandon the idea of inviting a Papal Repre- 
sentative to the Conference, as they would be most unwilling to take any step 
which might involve the risk of offending Italy, the first Power to notify, by 
telegraph, her acceptance of the invitation to the Conference. 

The King still thinks, however, that, following the precedent set at the Berlin 
Conference where homage was paid to the civilizing work of the Catholic Missions 
in Africa, an opportunity might be found in the course of the Conference of 
expressing the recognition and appreciation of the Powers of the generous and 
humanitarian views of the Pope on the question of the Slave Trade and slavery, 
as manifested specially in His Holiness’ Encyclical on the abolition of slavery in 
Brazil, and His Majesty also suggests the possibility of reserving to the Vatican 
the right of adhering to the ccmaleaieinte at which the Conference may arrive. 

As regards the question of inviting the other four States to take part in the 
Conference, Baron Lambermont said that your Lordship’s objection that an 
extension of the invitations might make the Conference too large for practical work 
was conclusive. He thought, moreover, that there might be political objections and 
difficulties at the present moment to the representation of Zanzibar and Egypt, but 
the right of adhering to the decisions of the Conference might, he thought, be 
reserved to these States. 

But while admitting the force of your Lordship’s objection, and the expediency 
of adhering strictly to the Berlin precedent in regard to the limitation of the 
invitations to the Conference, Baron ea li said he could not but regret that 
Brazil would not be represented at it, as he thought that the great measure she 
had passed for the abolition of slavery entitled her to a voice in the questions which 
the Conference would be called on to discuss. 

Baron Lambermont told me, in reply to my inquiry, that the Portuguese 
Minister for Foreign Affairs had verbally stated to the Belgian Minister at Lisbon 
that he thought the 15th October too early a date to fix for the meeting of the 
Conference, and had also remarked on the vagueness of the terms of the invitation, 
but that the Belgian Government intended to take no notice of these verbal 
observations, and to await the written answer of the Portuguese Government to the

IN view of the important announcement contained in the Speech from the 
Throne, that Her Majesty had graciously invited His Majesty the King of the 
Belgians to convene a Congress of the Hissar at Brussels in October next, to 
consider the best means of dealing with the Slave Trade which still desolates 
Africa, the Committee of this Society would respectfully call the attention of your 
Lordship to the names of two or three gentlemen whom they believe to be eminently 
fitted to represent England at the Congress in Brussels. 

Colonel Euan-Smith, Her Majesty’s Consul-Generai at Zanzibar, has a personal 
knowledge of the horrifying conditions under which the Slave Trade is now carried 
on in Eastern and Central Africa. 

His predecessor, Sir John Kirk, G.C.M.G., has had a long experience of the 
African Slave Trade, and is intimately acquainted with the Arab traders on the 
East Coast, and would bring to the discussion of the subject a knowledge that could 
scarcely be surpassed, 

Mr. W. H. Wylde, C.M.G., who has been for a very long period connected with 
the Slave Trade Department of the Foreign Office, has qualifications that it 
would appear to this Committee can scarcely be overlooked on such an important 
occasion. 

The Committee would earnestly deprecate any thought of wishing to interfere 
with the arrangements contemplated by Her Majesty’s Government, but they feel 
it right to state their strong opinion that the names of the gentlemen above alluded 
to might, in the interests of humanity, be included amongst the Representatives of 
England at the approaching Conference. 

Their well-known Anti-Slavery proclivities, and the great experience obtained 
in their official career, would secure to them the confidence of the public of 
England, who cannot fail to watch the proceedings of the Congress with the closest 
attention and the deepest interest.

My Lord, Brussels, September 20, 1889. 
AT an audience with which the King honoured me yesterday, His Majesty 
begged me to assure your Lordship of the interest he took in the approaching Slave 
Trade Conference at Brussels, and of his desire to contribute by everv means 1n his 
power to its success, the questions it would have to discuss being of great importance 
to the Congo State, which was prepared to take its share in any sacrifices which a 
more stringent repression of the Traffic might involve. 

His Majesty was aware of the reasons which had led your Lordship to deprecate 
any limitation in the scope of the discussions of the Conference, but he thought, and 
begged me to suggest to your Lordship, that it would be desirable that he should 
have a general idea of the views of Her Majesty's Government as to the measures 
best calculated to secure the object for which the Conference was convoked, with a 
view to the guidance of its deliberations which would probably devolve on Belgium. 

There were certain questions which had occurred to him as likely to come 
under discussion ; that, for instance, of the free trade in spirituous liquors, on which 
he thought restrictions ought to be placed by regulations and the imposition of a 
duty, and, thongh he was aware that there was a strong interest engaged in this 
trade, he relied on the great preponderance of public opinion, especially in England, 
to support his view. 

ere was also the question of the pmpoeration of arms and ammunition, whieh 

was a delicate and difficult one. In the Lower Congo, it. was the trade usage’ to 
throw in a flint and steel gun to complete a bargain, and the natives would. resent 
any interference with this custom. In the Upper Congo, arms were required for the 
arrisons of the advanced posts which were being established on the frontier of the 
ongo State to check the incursions of the slave-raiding Arabs, and for the use of 
the surrounding natives who were being organized to protect themselves against 
these raids; the want of arms and ammunition. had. also been severely felt by

hs iy Tip, whose loyalty it was important to secure. On the other hand, it would 
be dangerous to supply the Arabs or natives with modern fire-arms, and the King 
thought it might be possible to allow the limited importation, for these purposes, of 
flint and steel guns, reserving the supply of modern fire-arms for Europeans only, 
under the control of the State authorities. ; 

The Congo Government are of opinion that whatever Regulations may be 
adopted on these two points should be applied equally in the French, Portuguese, 
and Congo State territories. : 

There was the further question of the recruitment and cost of armed force 
which the Congo State was compelled to maintain to keep the slave-raiding Arabs 
in check, which would probably have to be increased to meet the demands of the 
Conference. His Majesty referred to the difficulties he had hitherto experienced in 

rocuring these recruits, and said that the maintenance of this force, especially if it 
fail to be increased, would be too heavy a burden for the present resources of the 
CongoState. It had been suggested to him by commercial men of high standing in 
England, interested in Africa (probably Sir William Mackinnon and his associates), 
that the imposition of a small Sg on imports to the Congo would scarcely be felt 
by the trade, and would furnish the resources which His Majesty required, and he 
proposed to ask for permission to levy this duty, the proceeds of which would be 
appropriated towards defraying the expenses to which the Congo Government might 
be put in repressing the Slave Trade. . 

The King begged me to say that he would be glad to be favoured “ officiously ” 
with the views of Her Majesty’s Government on these points, and generally as to the 
measures they might think best calculated to attain the object for which the 
Conference had been convoked.

BY desire of the King, who also directed that Captain Braconnier should call 
on me in person if I wished to see him, M. van Eetvelde, Administrator-General for 
Foreign Affairs of the Congo State, has given me the following particulars respecting 
Captain Braconnier’s proceedings at Dahomey, of which the authorities at Lagos 
have complained. 

Captain Braconnier, a distinguished officer of the Belgian army, was employed 
by the Government of the Congo State to recruit negroes on the West Coast of 
Africa for the garrisons of the military posts established in the Congo State to 
control the Arabs and repress the Slave Trade. Having been refused permission to 
recruit on the Gold Coast or at Lagos he proceeded to Dahomey, having learnt that 
recruits could be obtained there. 

The King was absent on an expedition when Captain Braconnier arrived at 
Dahomey, re had not returned before he left, so that the rumour propagated by 
the French press, that he had instigated the King to make a raid in order to supply 
him with recruits, was manifestly untrue. The King gave facilities for Captain 
Braconnier’s recruiting operations, and deputed an officer to assist him, and in the 
end he succeeded in collecting between 150 and 200 recruits in Dahomey, who 
wseeked to take service under the Congo Government on the conditions offered to 
them. 

Captain Braconnier affirms that the terms of these contracts, by which the 
recruits bound themselves to serve the Congo State for a term of seven years, after 
which they could claim to be repatriated, were-read out and explained by a native 
interpreter to each man individually in the presence of three independent local 
merchants, and that each recruit voluntarily signed his contract with a full 
knowledge of its contents and of the engagements he was contracting. Nineteen 
Ashantees, who did not appear to understand the nature of the contract, were 


Captain Braconnier further declares that, as an additional precaution, he 
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uested the German Consul at Whydah to examine the recruits before they were 
embarked on board the German ship which had been freighted for their transport 
to the Congo, and to satisfy himself that they were leaving of their own free will ; 
he denies that the men were embarked as prisoners, or that he gave orders to the 
captain of the transport to avoid our ports and ships of war. 

Captain Braconnier admits that he paid 16/. toeach recruit as “a premium on 
engagement,” not as an advance ‘on account of wages, and does not deny that the 
men may. have been slaves, and possibly captured in some of the King'of Dahomey’s 
raids, but he maintains that they will be much better off and their freedom better 
secured by taking service under the Congo Government. 

M. van Eetvelde did not deny that this premium money might have been 
appropriated towards purchasing the negroes’ freedom, nor that this mode of recruit- 
ment had the appearance of indirectly encouraging the King of Dahomey to capture 
slaves for sale ; ie did not think it would be repeated. He further told me that 
Captain Braconnier, who is in a pitiable state of health and depression of spirits 
arising from the climate, and the misfortunes which have attended his mission, 
declares that he did not carry on any recruiting operations while on British territory. 

I desire to bear witness to the entire frankness with which these explanations 
have been furnished to me by the Congo Government at the King’s special desire, 
notwithstanding that the charges brought against Captain Braconnier have caused 
His Majesty great annoyance.

My Lord, Foreign Office, September 30, 1889. 

I HAVE received your despatch No. 88, Africa, Confidential, of the 20th 
instant, recording a conversation which you have had with the King of the Belgians 
respecting the approaching Slave Trade Conference at Brussels, in the course of 
which His Majesty expressed a wish to be enabled to form a general idea of the 
opinions of Her Majesty’s Government as to the measures best calculated to secure 
the object for which the Conference was convoked, with a view to the guidance of 
its deliberations, which would probably devolve on Belgium. 

I should wish your Lordship to inform the King that I have read with much 
interest, and generally with full sympathy, your account of His Majesty’s views. 
I agree generally that it is requisite that Regulations should be framed for placing 
restrictions upon the importation of spirituous liquors, and the supply of arms and 
ammunition to natives, as well as for the imposition of some tax whereby the 
recruitments and cost of the armed force which the Congo State are compelled to 
maintain for the suppression of the Slave Trade might be partially provided for. 

Treating, however, the above points in greater detail, you should acquaint His 
Majesty that in dealing with people at the lowest grade of civilization, Her 

. Majesty’s Government would be glad to exclude alcohol altogether, but the 
enormous difficulty of doing so makes them prefer practically to place a heavy 
duty, by measure, on all alcoholic mixtures over 30 degrees. 

In ‘respect to the sale of fire-arms and munitions of war, Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment think that the Conference should endeavour to exclude arms of precision, and 
that probably a prohibition of rifled guns (without licence) would attain the object. 

Adverting to the King’s proposition respecting the imposition of a small duty 
on imports to the Congo, you should inform His Majesty that Her Majesty’s 
Government have no antecedent objection to such moderate duties in that country 
as may be necessary for purposes of administration. 

Turning to the more direct object of the Conference, viz., the abolition of the 
Slave Trade, Her Majesty’s Government would point out that to close the markets 
where slaves are sold would, of course, be tantamount to the abolition of the Slave 
Trade. The only markets now existing are practically under the Turkish or the 
Persian flag, but the time has not come when either Power could be asked to 
abolish slavery in its dominions. It would be a matter for discussion at the 
Conference whether it would not be desirable to confine our request for the 
co-operation of the above-mentioned Powers to a demand for the enfranchisement of 
slaves native born, or imported after 1890; but such a provision, even if accepted, 
would be largely evaded. 

With regard to the arrest of the Slave Traffic at sea, two things appear 
needful to Her Majesty’s Government :— 

1. Greater facilities for searching dhows at the landing places, and in the 
territorial waters of the Arabian and Persian coast. 

2. The arrangement of some plan for preventing Arab slave-traders from 
abusing the French flag, which could be carried into effect without offending the 

susceptibilities of France upon that point. 
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You should, however, explain to His Majesty that, in our view, both these 
latter questions must be approached with great caution.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 93 of the 28th ultimo, reporting the 
nature of the answers received up to that date from the various Powers invited to 
take part inthe approaching Slave Trade Conference at Brussels, I have the 
mead to report that further answers have since been received from Russia and 
Spain. 

. The Russian Minister has informed Prince de Chimay that his Government 
accept the invitation to the Conference, but that, as no programme of the questions 
to be discussed has been communicated to them, the participation of the Russian 
Plenipotentiary in the labours of the Conference will be limited to taking 
ad referendum any conclusions at which it may arrive. 

The acceptance of the Spanish Government has been cordial and unconditional, 
but they have asked for a postponement of the date of the meeting of the 
Conference. 

No answer has yet been received from the Porte, but Carathéodory Effendi, the 
Turkish Minister here, has informed Baron Lambermont that, though he has heard 
nothing from his Government, he has read in a Constantinople newspaper that the 
invitation will be accepted, and he seems to have no doubt on this point. 

The Belgian Government received a day or two ago a telegram from their 
Acting Consul-General at Cairo, stating that the Egyptian Government had asked 
to send a Representative to the Conference. Baron Lambermont tells me that, as 
he was unwilling to trouble Her Majesty’s Government on every detail connected 
with the Conference, he had sent a telegraphic reply to the Belgian Agent, 
tu the effect that the invitations to the Conference had hitherto been limited to the 
Powers which had been represented at the Berlin Conference, but he expects to 
receive some explanation of the motive of this request by the next mail from 
Egypt. Meanwhile, Baron Lambermont has cautiously sounded the Turkish 
Minister here as to the view his Government would take of the presence of an 
Egyptian Representative at the Conference, and has ascertained that, in his opinion, 
a Turkish Plenipotentiary would not be allowed to sit at a Conference to which a 
Representative of Egypt was invited on an equal footing. Baron Lambermont 
thinks, however, that the difficulty might be got over if the Egyptian Government 
would send a Delegate instead of a Plenipotentiary. 

lam infortned that Portugal will be represented at the Conference by M. de 
Macedo, formerly Minister for Marine and the Colonies, her Minister designated 
for this post, and that one if not two specialists will be associated with him as 
Delegates.

even to this effect would have to be made with very great caution. 

Baron Lambermont believes that the French Government are very apprehensive 
of the possible effect which any drastic proposals for the suppression of the Slave 
Trade may have on the af covet ig of their possessions in Africa, as well as on the 
material interests of their Colonies on the West Coast, while they appear to suspect 
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that any measures for the suppression of the Slave Trade in Egypt might possibly 
serve as a pretext for the prolongation of our occupation of that country.

Count Bismarck undertook, however, to consult 
your Lordship on the subject, and to communicate further, through the German 
Minister here, when he had received your Lordship’s reply. 

As nothing further has been heard from Berlin, Baron Lambermont will now 
inform Baron Greindl, by telegraph, that he has received your pees de assent to 
the postponement of the Conkrenne to any date not later than the 20th November, 
and instruct him to ask for the reply of the German Government.

May it please your Lordship, 

WE are given to understand that it is proposed to hold during this autumn an 
International Conference concerning the African Slave Trade; and, inasmuch as we 
suppose that, to some extent, other matters affecting the well-being of the natives 
of Africa will necessarily come into consideration at this Conference, we venture to 
express a hope that the ravages of the liquor traffic in that country will receive due 
attention, and that the Powers represented in the Conference will agree upon some 
united action for the suppression of a traffic which is so terribly detrimental to the 
interests of the peoples for whose welfare the Conference is convened. 

2. We venture to approach your Lordship on this question with the greater 
confidence because of the deep interest which your Lordship has shown with regard 
to it, and because of the strong expressions upon the subject which your Lordship 
was good enough to employ in ae bey to a deputation from the United Committee 
for the Prevention of the Demoralization of the Native Races by the Liquor Traffic 
on the 14th December, 1888, 

3. Your Lordship will doubtless be well aware that the Wesleyan Methodist 
Church has numerous Missions in Africa, and from our missionaries in the field we 
learn that there is no greater obstacle to religion and civilization on that continent 
than the drink traffic. Competent judges declare that some of the races of Africa 
have suffered seriously through their contact with civilization in consequence of the 
introduction of the traffic in alcoholic liquors. 

4. Some of the Rulers of African nations are anxious to preserve their peoples 
from the ravages of alcohol by map the prohibition of the traffic within their 
territories, and we venture to express a hope that every effort will be made on the 
part of the Powers interested in Africa to sustain the efforts of such Chieftains. 

5. We need scarcely remind your Lordship that we have grounds for hope that 
the Representatives of Great Britain in the coming Conference will use their best 
endeavours to secure a result in accordance with the spirit of our Memorial, 
because— 

(a.) The Representatives of ‘this country took such a stand at the Berlin 
Conference in 1885. 

(b.) Her Majesty’s Secretary for the Colonies, Lord Knutsford, made a declara- 
tion in this sense in the House of Lords on the 5th March, 1889. 

c.) A strong Resolution in favour of these views passed the House of Commons 
unanimously on the 24th April, 1888. 

6. Your memorialists are strengthened in their hope that some effective action 
will be taken at the approaching Conference in consequence of the Resolution which 
was carried by a large majority in the Reichstag of Germany on the 24th April, 
1888, 

7. Upon the grounds herein set forth we would respectfully beg your Lordship 
to use your influence to secure the full consideration of this question at the Con- 
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ference, and to bring the full might of the British Empire to bear, in accordance 
with our traditional zeal for the cause of weak and suffering nations, in order to 
obtain some effective relief of the peoples of Africa from a scourge which is 
threatening their annihilation.

May it pine your Lordship, 

WE understand_that at an early date it is proposed to hold an International 
Conference on the affairs of Africa, and we desire to express the hope that the 
Powers represented will take the opportunity of resolving on some united action to 
prevent the importation into Africa, and the manufacture there for sale to the 
natives, of those spirituous liquors which are acknowledged on all hands to be 
working terrible demoralization among them. 

We gladly remember the position taken by the Representatives of this country, 
of Italy, and of the United States at the Berlin Conference in 1885 with respect to 
the liquor traffic on the Congo, and that the Commission to whom the subject was 
referred proposed to the Conference that the Governments should agree to deal with 
the matter in a way which would have regard to the claims of humanity, 

We believe it is unnecessary to remind your Lordship that the terrible evils 
brought upon the natives by those liquors, and the duty devolving upon the Govern- 
ment of this country to endeavour to avert them, have been acknowledged on behalf 
of the Government in both Houses of Parliament; and that a Resolution was passed 
by the House of Commons in cordial support of the Imperial and Colonial Govern- 
ments in their endeavour to suppress the traffic in question; and we recall with 
special pleasure your Lordship’s earnest and impressive words in addressing a 

‘deputation on the 14th December last. 

It is doubtless known to your Lordship that large and influential meetings 
have been held in London and in different great centres of the country in favour of 
international action, 
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We take great encouragement also from the fact that on the 14th May last the 
German Reichstag, by a great majority, a Resolution requesting the Federal 
Governments to consider how the traffic can be effectually opposed in the German 
Colonies. 

We respectfully express the hope that the deep and widespread interest which 
exists in the subject will be regarded as a sufficient reason for its being considered 
at the approaching Conference; and that the increased interest, the action of the 
British Vavliamenk: and the German Reichstag, and the amount of evidence which 
has now,accumulated will enable the Representatives of this country to press yet 
more effectively the views which were urged at the Berlin Conference.

I CONSULTED the Belgian Government upon the suggestion made in your 
Lordship’s despatch No. 54, Africa, Confidential, of the 5th instant, that, assuming 
the grounds on which Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, Her Majesty's Minister at 
Tehran, strongly advocated that Persia should be invited to take part in the 
approaching Slave Trade Conference at Brussels, to be correct, the Powers interested 
in the suppression of the Slave Trade might probably find in the person of a Persian 
Representative to the Conference a valuable Mahommedan supporter of the object 
they have in view. 

I have now the honour to inclose copy of Prince de Chimay’s reply, stating 
that, although Sir Henry Wolff’s impression that no regular Slave Trade and but 
little slavery exist in Persia is scarcely borne out by reports which have reached 
the Belgian Government that Persian slave-merchants have quite recently repaired 
to the Island of Pemba to purchase slaves, or awaited their landing on the east 
coast of the Red Sea, it might, nevertheless, be most useful, both for the suppression 
of this Traffic and for the attainment of the general objects of the Conference, to 
secure the co-operation of Persia if it should be given in the spirit which has been 
attributed to her. 

If your Lordship should be of the same opinion, the King of the Belgians is 
prepared to irivite the Shah to send a Representative to the Conference, the Belgian 
Government having ascertained that the German Government have no opinion to 
offer on this question, and are ready to defer to the desire of England and Belgium. 

Baron Lambermont further tells me that he has been considering how to deal 
with the group of Mahommedan States (Muscat, Morocco, Tripoli, &c.), which will 
not be represented at the Conference, and that a further communication will 
probably be addressed to me upon this subject.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 95, Africa, of the 5th instant, reporting 
the further answers received up to that date from the various Powers invited to the 
Slave Trade Conference at Brussels, Baron Lambermont tells me that no answer has 
re been received from Turkey, but that Said Pasha has informed the Belgian 

inister at Constantinople that the answer which the Porte would send to the 
invitation to the Conference was under consideration, and that he thought, though 
he could not say so for certain, that the invitation would be accepted. 

The Acting Belgian Consul-General at Cairo reports, with reference to the 
demand of the Egyptian Government to be represented at the Conference, that they 
no longer insist upon it, and Baron Lambermont expects to receive shortly a Report 
from his Agent explanatory of this request, while he is of opinion that Egypt ought 
to be invited to send a Delegate to the Conference. 

Judging from the language and attitude of the French Minister here, who, it 
appears, has expressed great annoyance at the Treaty reported to have been 
recently concluded between Her Majesty’s Government and that of Italy, Baron 
Lambermont is very much afraid that France is disposed to raise difficulties in the 
way of the Conference, and he has reason to believe that her official answer to the 
invitation, when it comes, will probably contain a reservation both as to the 
discussion of the question of the right of search, and of “acquired rights” (“droits 
acquis”), the meaning of which he does not clearly understand. 

It is his intention, however, to proceed to Paris next week visit the Exhibition, 
and he will take the opportunity to speak to M. Spuller and to some of the other 
members of the French Cabinet with the view of endeavouring to dispel their 
apparent suspicion of the objects for which the Conference has been convoked. 

As matters stand at present, it looks to Baron Lambermont as if many of the 
Powers are indifferent to the object of the Conference, others more or less hostile to 
it, and none, save England, and perhaps Germany, seriously in earnest. This 
outlook, he says, is not encouraging, but he still hopes it may improve, and as the 
King and his Government have taken the matter in hand, they are determined to do 
their utmost to bring it to a successful issue, though he doubts if, at the best, the 
outcome of the Conference will fulfil the expectations that have been formed of it.

Memorandum on the Brussels African Slave Trade Conference. 


WITH reference to the line of policy which the Powers about to assemble at 
the forthcoming Brussels Conference may deem expedient to discuss or to adopt in 
connection with the suppression of the African Slave Trade, the questions will 
probably receive consideration— 

In the first place, from the judicial and administrative point of view. 

And, secondly, as to the practical measures which may be most advantageously 
adopted to discourage and eventually to suppress the Slave Trade and slavery 
throughout the entire area of the African continent. 

In taking the necessary steps to carry into effect such ameliorative measures as 
the Conference may decide to recommend, much care must be exercised not only to 
avoid raising up feelings of hostility and running counter to the deep-rooted, 
prejudiced, and long-cherished customs of the African people, but to aim, as far as 
possible, at enlisting the co-operation, good-will, and self-interest of the slave- 
traders, so that they shall actively aid in the suppression of the Slave Trade. 

The foremost object and aim should be to impress the people everywhere, both 
the Arabs and the native African races, that the Representatives of the Powers only 
desire to see equal justice and full consideration meted out and administered alike 
to every man, woman, and child, and to treat all as brethren so far as this 
consideration and treatment are consistent and in accord with the firm administra- 
tion of justice. 

The Agents of the several Governments in Africa should bear in mind that, to 
secure the co-operation and good-will of the African Arabs and native races.in the 
suppression of the Slave Trade, and in carrying out other measures for the 
amelioration of the condition of the oppressed people of Africa, great care must be 
exercised that no actions are taken which may have the appearance of taking 
possession by forcible means of their land, or depriving them of their legitimate 
customs and liberties, or of taking undue advantage in other ways, or which are 
opposed to the principles of justice and mercy to all classes and conditions alike. 

Bearing then in mind the general principles which should actuate the operations 
of the teae Powers in their dealings with the weaker and unprotected races of 
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' Africa, the Conference might agree to declare that in all the respective territories 
and spheres of influence in Africa of the several Powers— : 

1. That the Slave Trade is illegal and punishable, and that the several Edicts 
issued against the Slave Trade on previous occasions are confirmed. 

2. That within these areas all slaves may claim manumission papers under 
similar regulations as are now in force in Egypt and India. 

3. That all systems of apprenticeship and forced labour should be illegal in the 
same areas, 

4. That all the Powers shall actively co-operate and assist in seeing these 
conditions are carried out, and shall discourage and discountenance, to the utmost 
of their power, the Slave Trade and slavery, in the se sense of the word, in 
the regions adjacent to their respective jurisdiction which are not under the juris- 
diction of themselves or the other Signatory Powers. 

5. That no slave arriving at the boundary of a territory under the jurisdiction 
of the Signatory Powers shall be surrendered unless as a criminal, Criminal 
charges to be properly substantiated before surrender. 

6. To follow up proclamation of illegality of the import of slaves into territories 
under nominal sovereignty of the Sultan of Zanzibar by declaration of freedom 
without compensation in the Islands of Pemba, Zanzibar, Mafia, &c., and of freedom 
under arbitration in other areas, the “quasi slave” to work out portion of the 
redemption. 

7. Arbitration Courts to be international. 

8. The Powers to instruct their respective Consular or authorized Agents to 
publish in every part of their respective territories or spheres of influence, through 
various agencies, such as that of trustworthy natives and European residents, the 
proclamation of the illegality of the Slave Trade, and of the conditions on which 
slaves may obtain their freedom. 

And the Powers shall further instruct their respective Consular or authorized 
Agents to report to one another any information, facts, or circumstances connected 
with the Slave Trade which may be brought under their several and respective 
notice, and the several Consular or authorized Agents shall periodically and 
frequently dispatch to their several and respective Governments full Reports of all 
the correspondence and information in connection with the suppression of the 
African Slave Trade. 

9. That as the general consensus of opinion of the best men in the several 
countries represented at the Conference is that the importation of spirits and ardent 
liquors, and the indiscriminate trade in fire-arms and ammunition, has been, and is, 
a great curse and injury to the native races of Africa, this Conference recommends 
the prohibition of the importation of all spirits, ardent liquors, fire-arms, and 
ammunition, excepting under strict and clearly defined limitations. 

With respect to the practical measures which may be adopted for suppressing 
the Slave Trade, and for educating the Arabs and native races into an abhorrence 
of the Trade, | believe that one most important agency would be to offer induce- 
ments and to encourage in every possible way the settlement of Christian men with 
their wives and families of both the white and coloured races as residents, to take 
up their abode in different localities scattered everywhere throughout the entire 
continent. For we are familiar with instances of the wonderful and far-reaching 
influences for good exercised by solitary individuals residing in Africa, such as 
Dr. Moffat, Dr. Livingstone, and many other men and women of the various 
Missionary Societies who have lived amongst the people. The influence for good of 
such men appears to have increased in proportion as they went up and down 
amongst the natives unarmed, and without the show and appearance of force, and 
in proportion to the quiet and simple way in which they moved about; whereas, 
where missionaries and others have gone into the Dark Continent with too much of 
outward show, with unduly large caravans, and with arms, nothing but difficulties 
and disaster seem too frequently to have surrounded them. 

The residents should follow agricultural pursuits, or that of a medical man, or, 
better still, endeavour if possible to combine the two avocations. ' 

They would soon be able to raise up around them a group of native teachers 
and assistants whilst engaged in their secular calling, and thus, whilst supporting 
themselves and their families, would be carrying out in a most effectual manner the 
highest and foremost work of the Christian missionary. : 

Whilst not desiring to utter one word of depreciation of the noble band of 
clerical missionaries who have devoted, and, alas! in so many cases laid down their 
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lives for the spread of the Gospel in Africa, I cannot help thinking that the influence 
of a Christian missionary is greatly increased when he can follow some secular 
calling on the lines indicated above. 

oney would have to be advanced to the lay missionary resident, at any rate 
for the first few years as much as at present to the clerical missionary. 

Captain E. C. Hore, the well-known agent of the London Missionary Society, 
who has resided for many years on Lake Tanganyika, writes to me as follows :— 

“The details of the method I would suggest for a Government to occupy, and 
finally to administer ee secure peace, and hence stop the Slave Trade in 
its territory, is something like this: 

“A number of Commissioners or Residents quietly to take up positions here 
and there throughout the country much in the same unobtrusive manner as various 
missionaries have done, without any display or loud announcement, erect a station, 
make themselves acquainted with the people and condition of things. If well 
chosen, such a man in perhaps a couple of years will become practically Chief of 
the district (perhaps formally made so by the people), and his presence and 
influence would effectually prevent war in his neighbourhood. e need not 
interfere against Slave Trade, but against fighting or against oppression, and he 
will have the populace with him. It is tact that is wanted. 1 have frequently done 
good both among Arabs and natives by appearing to be utterly ignorant that 
certain parties were slave and owner. The mere presence of such a man would 
bring peace and prosperity, as the presence of missionaries has done; native 
enemies would refrain, and nomad slave-hunters would avoid the place as too 
strong, and the residents cultivating in peace lose appetite for more dangerous 
commerce, Their sphere of influence would spread, and in time coalesce and 
combine, and in the future (when they are able to understand it) the natives can 
be made aware that they are the subjects of the Government of which ‘Mr. A,’ or 
‘Mr. B.’ is Agent. To instil into the minds of such people the untruth that every 
nian is equal and independent would be to ruin the very principle desired to be 
established of respect to superior government, and by doing that, taxation, when 
the time came, would be resented. 

“While all this was going on the principle of support by the people of their 
protecting Government must not be upset by ignoring the form in which it already 
exists, viz., arbitrary demands, and sometimes extortion by Chiefs; but that method 
gently changed, not at once, but gradually, in the direction of an equal and regular 
tariff of contribution towards the general weal. I am convinced that the natives 
(if it were thus gradually field to them) would be delighted to exchange the 
arbitrary demands of Chiefs, the robbery and the risk of their former condition, for 
such taxation as the English Government, for instance, would require. 

“Tt must be remembered that an amount of social order, morality, and art 
exists in many African communities sufficient to build a good structure upon of 
far more rapid improvement and solid results than would follow an attempt to 
sweep everything away and build anew, and that both amongst native Africans, 
Oriental colonists, and half-castes there exist characteristics of humanity, inde- 
pendence, and common sense which, taken in the right way, will facilitate social 
advance and welcome improvement, but which, clumsily handled, will awaken 
suspicion and resentment of interference. 

“If we would take possession of the country, sweeping aside the natives like 
the Australians or North Americans, it would never be achieved but by long and 
deadly warfare. We have to deal with something more like India than either of 
them, excepting that it can be taken more in detail and without any religious or 
caste opposition: 

«As you know, I have lived for years in Inner Africa with my wife and little 
child. What I here write is the result of personal experience and observation, and 
I have several times myself been asked to beconte Chief, not only by the people, but 
by the Chiefs. I see clearly before me peace as the only remedy, the effectual 
means, the most politic and the most blessed measure, and as the cure for the Slave 
Trade, and the only means of good for Africa and the Africans. I have seen it in 
several places on a small scale. A village near where I was living was literally 
stripped by the wild African followers of an Arab merchant, who winked at their 
doings. He was suddenly informed that the European lived near. We were 
perfectly unarmed; he, with one or two hundred armed followers; but he at once 
came and apologized to us, and caused complete restitution to be made. 

“To a whole tribe at the south end of Tanganyika we brought peace and a 
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new start in life by our mere presence, which protected them from the devastations 
of their enemies.” 

Dr. Livingstone, General Gordon, and nearly all who have given long and 
continued thought to the problem of the African Slave Trade, have come sooner or 
later to the conclusion that one of the most effective and powerful instruments for 
the suppression of the Slave Trade, and for the amelioration of the condition of the 
African ple, is that of opening up improved communication right through and 
into the heart of Africa from the ports on the sea-coast. . 

As Africa is so wonderfully favoured with the most splendid and magnificent 
lines of waterway, it would seem as if, in the first instance, the lines of communication 
should be formed by placing a number of small steamers of light draught, and that 
from the several termini of free and open navigation on the rivers to the ports near 
ei aaa short and connecting links of cheaply constructed railroads should be 

uilt. 

Owing to the many thousand miles of unparalleled inland river communication, 
it would seem as if the greater part of the interior of the Continent of Africa north 
of the Zambesi can be suceessfylly opened up to the blessings of commerce and 
civilization by means of only four short lengths of railway, viz. :—

To facilitate the construction of such of these railways as cannot be constructed 
by unaided private enterprise, one or two of the Powers, for example, say Great 
Britain and the United States, might unite in an offer to grant a guarantee of a 
small rate of interest on a very limited amount of capital per mile, as the maximum 
liability under such a guarantee would be far less a sum than would probably have 
to be expended in other ways by the Powers if these lines of communication were 
not made. 

In course of time the net receipts of the railways would be more than sufficient 
to cover the guarantee, but under any circumstances the small liability incurred in 
connection with this prudent and far-reaching policy wuuld be altogether out of 
proportion to the great and beneficent results to be realized. 

With respect to the method of policing the sea-coast of Africa, say from Suez 
in the Red Sea, vié Suakin, Massowah, Cape Guardafui, Mombasa, Zanzibar, 
Mozambique, Quilimane, Delagoa Bay, Natal, Cape of Good Hope, Benguela, San 
Paul de Loanda, mouth of the Congo, mouths of the Niger, Gold Coast, Liberia, 
Senegambia, coast up to the African coast opposite the Cape de Verde Islands, or 
say an approximate sea-coast mileage of over 15,000 miles, I would suggest that 
this police work should be performed by a number, say fifty or sixty, of small fast 
screw steam-boats, each carrying twenty men in all. 

This fleet of small steam-cruizers should be an international fleet, cach of the 
‘Powers interested in territories in Africa to contribute a certain proportionate 
amount of the cost of creating and maintaining this African naval police force. The 
boats to be commanded and manned by officers and crews of the respective Govern- 
ments, but an English officer to be in command of the whole fleet. 

The Powers to contribute proportionately, according to their territories and 
spheres of influence, towards the cost of administering the provisions of the Brussels

BARON LAMBERMONT has returned from his visit to Paris, where, as he 
tells me, he took the opportunity of speaking unofficially to M. Spuller and to the 
competent officials of the French Foreign Office respecting the approaching Slave 
Trade Conference at Brussels, with the view of diepelling any suspicion which 
might attach to its objects. 

In his interview with these gentlemen Baron Lambermont sketched broadly 
the programe of the Conference as the Belgian Government understood it. It 
would be its duty to track the course of the Slave Trade from its source in the 
interior down to the coast, its ramifications there, the sea-borne trade and the 
foreign markets which it supplied, and to devise, by mutual agreement, every 
possible means to arrest and scotch it at every stage of its course. He reminded 
M. Spuller that under the eyes of the Great European Powers, which were 
becoming more and more responsible for the condition of affairs in Africa, a Traffic 
in Slaves was actively carried on which cost hundreds of thousands of lives 
annually, that it was impossible that such a monstrous state of things should be 
allowed to continue, and that any civilized Power which threw difficulties or 
obstacles in the way of its suppression must incur a terrible responsibility. The 
Belgian Government could not of course foretell what proposals might be brought 
forward at the Conference, but they could say with certainty that they would be 
prompted by no other motive and directed to no other- object than that of securing 
the co-operation of all civilized Powers in the suppression of this inhuman Traffic. 

M. Spuller said that the French Government were quite prepared to do their 
utmost to promote the object of the Conference, with which they entirely sympa- 
thized, but that there was one point on which it was impossible for them to give 
way, namely, that of delegating the right of search on the high seas over vessels 
under the French flag. A Cabinet Council had been held to consider this question, 
and this was the result of the decision at which it had arrived, but that short of 
this concession the French Government were prepared to render every assistance in 
their power towards the suppression of the Slave Trade. 

Baron Lambermont pointed out the great difference between the manner in 
which the Slave Trade by sea was carried on in 1841, when France refused to 
subject her vessels to detention and search on the high seas by foreign cruizers, 
and at the present time, when it is secretly carried on by Arab vessels, some of 
which grossly abuse the protection of the French flag for slave-trading purposes. 
M. Spuller admitted this, and said that the French Government had already 
determined to take effective measures to prevent and punish such an abuse of the 
protection of their flag. 

On the whole Baron Lambermont is well satisfied with the result of his 
interviews at Paris, and thinks that they will have a good effect in dispelling any 
suspicion on the part of the French Government; and though he is convinced that 
it would be useless to ask them to concede the right of search, he thinks it possible 
that they may be brought to grant other facilities, such as for the verification of 
ships’ papers, and that they will certainly undertake to check the abusive use of the 
French flag by Arab slave-traders. 

Since his return to Brussels Baron Lambermont has called on my French 
colleague to tell him the result of his visit to Paris, and he now finds him much 
more conciliatory and well disposed towards the Conference. ee

I AM directed by Lord Knutsford to request you to move the Marauis of 
Salisbury to inform him what arrangements are contemplated for representing 
Her —* Government at the forthcoming Conference on the Slave Trade at 
Brussels. 

Lord Knutsford would also be glad to be informed of the questions which will 
be discussed at the Conference, and of the nature of the instructions, before they are 
finally issued, which it is proposed to address to Her Majesty’s Representatives. 
His Lordship thinks it probable that the questions of the importation of arms and 
of spirituous liquors into Africa may come before the Conference, and, with regard 
to the first of these, I am to refer to the letter from this Department of the 8th May 
last, and, with respect to the importation of alcohol, to observe that, as Lord Salis- 
bury is aware, the subject is one which materially affects the financial position of 
our West African Colonies. 

I am further to inquire whether Lord Salisbury thinks it desirable that some 
Colonial official should be present on behalf of the British West African Colonies, 
in which case Lord Knutsford would suggest that Sir W. Brandford Griffith, the 
Governor of the Gold Coast Colony, who is now on leave of absence, would be a 
suitable Delegate. 

I am to observe that not only has slave-dealing been prohibited within the 
Colonies and Protectorates of the Gold Coast and Lagos, but the condition of slavery, 
whether domestic or otherwise, has been actually abolished by law, a step which, it 
is believed, has been taken in no other African country except the Colonies and 
States of South Africa. 

The experience, therefore, of Sir B. Griffith as to the working and administration 
of the law might probably be of value in the discussions of the Conference. 

Parliamentary papers respecting the abolition of slavery at the Gold Coast are 
inclosed for information. 

With reference to the letter from this Department of the 29th June, I am to 
annex, for Lord Salisbury’s information, a copy of a semi-official letter from Sir B. 
Griffith on the subject of the alleged introduction of slaves from Salagha into the 
Gold Coast Protectorate.

BEFORE I left Africa I observed that Sir Walter Barttelot, in referring to the 
Slave Trade, stated in the House of Commons that 20,000 slaves were annually 
brought into the Gold Coast Protectorate from Salagha—I think he said—and that 
the Government. of the Gold Coast Colony virtually countenanced the Traffic, as its 
revenues benefited by the merchandize given in exchange for the slaves. I write 
from memory, and therefore may be subject to correction as to my reproduction of 
Sir W. Barttelot’s statement in some slight matter, but I have stated the gist of 
what he said. 

When I read his observations my first thoughts were to write a despatch on 
the subject, but on reflection it appeared to me that if Lord Knutsford had attached 
importance to them his Lordship would probably have called my attention to 
the observations referred to, and required an explanation from me regarding them, 
and therefore I considered it would be better that I should not initiate correspon- 
dence upon the subject. 

But yesterday I read a paragraph in the “ Times ” of Saturday, the 5th instant, 
towards the end of the first column on p. 7, in which the following statement was 
made :— 

“Tue SLAVERY CONFERENCE.—It is understood that the European Conference 
upon Slavery, and particularly regarding the West African Coast, will meet at Brussels 
in about a fortnight. Mr. fF. W. Wylde, of the Consular Department of the Foreign 
Office, was yesterday appointed one of the British Delegates to the Conference.” 

Of course “the West African Coast” will apply to other places besides the 
Colony of which [ am the Governor, but it is quite possible that Sir Walter 
Barttelot’s statement may be cited against it, and therefore I consider that it is my 
duty to that Colony, and my paramount duty to Her Majesty’s Government, to state 
that it is quite impossible that an influx of 20,000 persons into the Gold Coast 
Protectorate and (or) Colony could take place without the knowledge of the local 
Government, with its means of obtaining information through its representatives in 
its various districts, through travelling Commissioners, or by missionaries and 
European merchants. Of course natives are interested in the maintenance of 
slavery, and would be the last people to give the Government any information in 
regard to the bringing of strangers into the Protectorate to be sold. In 1887, on 
my return to the Gold Coast, I heard that slaves were being brought down the 
Volta to Addah and towns adjacent from Salagha, and when Mr. Riley Williams 
was dispatched to that place last year to obtain recruits for the Constabulary his 
instructions contained directions to endeavour to ascertain how far the information 
was to he depended upon. Ido not recollect at the moment what he stated upon 
the point in his Report, but that document is in your Department and can be 
referred to if considered desirable. 

It is with a due sense of the responsibility attaching to what I am about to 
declare that I express my strongest conviction that people brought into the territory 
of the Gold Coast, to be sold to its inhabitants as slaves, do not amount to more 
than 5 per cent. of the number stated by Sir Walter Barttelot, and I question 
whether the number is even 1 per cent., or 200 per annum. In so extensive a 
territory it is impossible to guard all of its avenues from the entry of sellers of 
people as slaves, but since I have had charge of the administration of the Colony I 
have watched the matter carefully, and far more particularly since 1887. On my 
return to Accra towards the end of that year I mentioned verbally to some of the 
new Commissioners that I felt very strongly upon the question of slavery, and 
impressed upon them that I desired they should do all in their power to deal 
resolutely and to the utmost extent of the power afforded by law to pat a stop to 
dealing in slaves in their districts. I followed this up by Circulars from the © 
Colonial Secretary, with the result that several cases of selling children and adults 
were dealt with, and a feeling of dread fell upon those who indulged in what is 
called the keeping of children in ‘‘ domestic slavery.” In one case of slave-dealing, 
tried at Accra, the jury refused to convict, in the face of evidence which the then 
Queen’s Advocate, Mr. Hutchinson, considered ample for the purpose. I sent to the 
Colonial Office a copy of the procedings taken in that case. It was tried, I think, 
late in 1888 or early this year. 
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There is a description of bondage called “ pose) ” which is illegal, but which, 
I believe, obtains to some extent, and which I have also assailed. It arises in this 
way. A father or brother requiring money proposes to a lender to pawn his child 
or brother as security for the loan until repaid. When such an agreement is 
entered upon, the individual pawned has to work for the loaner without payment for 
his services, but is clothed and fed. 

_ Sir Walter Barttelot must have obtained his information from some one who had 
been at the Gold Coast. I have reason to believe that he did so from an officer antil 
lately in the service of the Government of that Colony, and who was at Salagha on 
duty in 1887. But if Iam right in my conjecture, I should accept with a consider- 
able margin any information coming from him, because he is by temperament hot- 
tempered, hasty, and rash, unable to argue a question with patience and good 
temper, and so fond of jumping at conclusions and accepting bare statements as 
facts that, without impugning his intention to be accurate and straightforward, I 
should feel the necessity for caution in dealing with the opinions he might express. 
His rash and hasty disposition and hot temper have been exercised, in my opinion, 
to the disadvantage of the Colony in more than one instance. 

It has appeared to me on reflection that I ought to tell you what I have stated 
in this letter as to the question of slave-trading at the Gold Coast. Possibly it may 
serve a useful purpose, and, if so, my object in writing it will be answered. I have 
marked it as Confidential, but of course it will be open to you to show it to the 
Secretary of State, should you think it advisable, as well as to your colleagues. 

I leave this to-night for Berlin, travelling thence to Mayence, Cologne, Brussels, 
Paris, and London. I expect to be at Brussels on the 14th, leaving on that evening 
for Paris, and expect to be in London on the 20th.

| OBSERVE in the Confidential Correspondence respecting the Slave Trade 
recently sent to me that the question of inviting the Sultan of Morocco to send a 
Representative to the Anti-Slave Trade Conference at Brussels has been mooted. 

I have spoken to Baron Lambermont on this subject, who tells me that his 
experience of the difficulty and delay caused by the timidity of the Ottoman 
Plenipotentiary at the Berlin Conference leads him to think that the presence at this 
Conference of Representatives of the less enlightened Mahommedan States, such as 
Morocco, Muscat, &c., might only create endless trouble and delay. His impression 
is that they would be afraid to commit themselves on any point or to subscribe to 
any proposals eed to by the Conference, that they would take everything 
ad referendum, a. that the a of time caused by their having to refer to their 
Governments for instructions on every point, and the delay that would probably 
occur in their receipt of an answer, would far outweigh any possible advantage that 
could be derived from their presence. 

Baron Lambermont would prefer that the Resolutions agreed to by the 
Conference, so far as they concern such States, should be communicated to them, 
ea its closure, in the name of all the Powers, with an invitation for their adhesion 
thereto.

From what he has learnt from these officers he thinks that 
the supply of fire-arms lies at the root of the Slave Trade; that without them the 
Arab traders would be powerless for mischief, and that this question will probably 
be one of the most important that the Conference will have to discuss; arms are 
necessarily required for the defence of the European stations and Missions, and the 
difficulty will lie in devising means for keeping them out of the hands of the Arabs. 
_ Baron Lambermont eager the expediency, in view of the alleged prevalence 
of Slave Trade in Shoa, of obtaining the adhesion of the Negus of Abyssinia to the 
Resolutions of the Conference, and thinks that a collective invitation to that effect 
should be eventually sent to him by the Powers represented at the Conference.

May it please your Lordship, 

THE Church Missionary Society, having learnt that an International Conference 
of the Great Powers on the affairs of Africa is to be convened at Brussels in 
November, to consider amongst other matters the African Slave Trade, respectfully 
express the hope that the British Representative be furnished with special 
instructions, in order that the Slave Trade may receive that attention which in the 
name of common humanity is imperative. 

2. The Committee recall with pain the debasing and distressing practice of the 
Slave Trade which has existed so long in Africa, carrying in its train excessive 
cruelty and degradation, and untold misery. 

3. It is well known that the slave-traders are the great opponents to progress and 
civilization. They are, too, the one great obstacle to all missionary work, and it is 
an acknowledged fact that the late revolt and massacre in Uganda was the direct 
result of their influence. 

4. With a view, then, of extending Christian knowledge, furthering civilization, 
and procuring the amelioration of the native races, it seems to the Committee that 
now, when the attention of Europe is directed towards the crying evils of slavery 
and the Slave Trade, is the time to urge upon the Great Powers the necessity of 
immediate and combined action for its entire suppression, and they respectfully beg 
that your Lordship will lend your Lordship’s powerful influence to this end. 

5. It is with much satisfaction that this Committee have learnt that the Sultan 
of Zanzibar has issued quite recently such Edicts with regard to slavery as to lead 
the Committee reasonably to hope that it will soon be abolished in his dominions. 
They understand, too, that more stringent measures are about to be adopted for the 
total suppression of the Slave Trade on that coast.

6. That in several well-known instances the native Rulers, recognizing the 
physical ruin brought on their people by indulgence in these spirits, have petitioned 
the authorities to forbid their importation into their States, which protests have 
hitherto been of little or no avail. 

7. In placing this matter in your Lordship’s hands, the Committee of the 
Church Missionary Society feel confident your Lordship will give the subject that 
weighty consideration that its gravity demands, and that your Lordship’s powerful 
influence may be exerted in the direction the Committee have respectfully indicated.

Too much would not be made of the delay in sending the invitation, 
which he believed was due to an oversight on the part of a clerk in the Brussels 
Foreign Office, but he thought that the interval of four weeks, which was all that 
remained before the date proposed for the assembling of the Conference, was too 
short, considering the very important questions which were to be discussed by it. 
The question of the prevention of Slave Trade by sea had often been discussed, and 
. the views of the French Government upon it, and their attitude in regard to the 
right of search, were well known; but the proposals respecting the prevention of 
the Traffic by land raised a new and entirely different question, and one in which 
France, from the position of her possessions in Africa, was perhaps more concerned 
than any other Power.

1 HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt, by last night’s messenger, of 
your Lordship’s despatch No. 335, Africa, of the 6th instant, on the subject of the 
projected extension of invitations to the forthcoming Anti-Slave Trade Conference 
at Brussels. 

In accordance with your Lordship’s instructions, I this day communicated 
confidentially to Count Berchem the purport of what has passed on this subject 
between Her Majesty’s Government and the Belgian Government. 

His Excellency, who is quitting Berlin on leave of absence to-morrow, desired 
Dr. Krauel to communicate with Prince Bismarck, and to obtain from His Highness 
an answer as to his views on these matters. . 

Meanwhile, he considered that the German Government would probably agree 
with your Lordship upon all points. 

With regard to inviting Brazil and Persia to take part in the Conference, Count 
Berchem was of opinion that it was inexpedient to enlarge too greatly the number 
of Powers represented. 

These two countries had little or no direct interest in the African Slave Trade, 
and the presence of many extraneous Delegates was apt to impair the practical 
work of the Assembly. 

As to Egypt, he doubted whether the Porte would consent to be represented 
side by side with her at the Conference table; but he agreed that it would be 
useful that Egypt should send a Delegate with the acquiescence of the Ottoman 
Government. 

Concerning Zanzibar, Count Berchem expressed no opinion, beyond that the 
representation of that State was very natural, since no country was more directly 
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interested in the subjects to be discussed. The Count doubted the consent of the 
Italian Government being given to the attendance of a Papal Delegate—especially 
at the present moment; but he quite agreed as to the desirability of an invitation 
being addressed to the ee to send a Representative if such consent could be 
obtained; and he thought that if the Italian Government objected to the presence 
of the Delegate of His Holiness they might well, in some way, recognize the efforts 
of Cardinal Lavigerie and of the Roman Catholic missionaries in combating the 
Slave Trade after the termination of the Conference. 

The remarks of his Excellency were, as he gave me to understand, merely the 
expression of his personal opinion, and a more definitive reply would be made to 
your Lordship’s communication after Prince Bismarck had pronounced his views. 

Dr. Krauel, who was present at this interview, took the same views of these 
matters as did Count Berchem. 

In conclusion, the Count told me that he and Dr. Krauel had been hard at 
work for a week past trying to solve the problem as to whether or no France had 
been invited to the Conference. 

The Belgian Government insisted that the invitation had been sent, whilst the 
French Government asserted with equal vigour that no invitation had been received 
by them. 

. His Excellency could only suppose that it had gone astray en route; but he 
observed that it was obviously necessary that France should not be left out, since 
she had rather to be conciliated than neglected or offended, in view of the general 
wish for unanimity in the conclusions of the Conference.

Draft Treaty between Her Majesty and the King of Italy for the Suppression of the African 
Slave Trade, 


HER Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and 
His Majesty the King of Italy, being 
mutually animated by a sincere desire to 
co-operate for the extinction of the Traffic 
in African Slaves, have resolved to con- 
clude a Treaty for the purpose of attainin 
this object, and with this view have name 
as their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say:

ortnight ago. | 

Sofa, understand, owns property in Marambitsy, a Sakalava town about 
40 miles south-west of this place. 

I have also the honour to report that there is a rumour amongst the Arabs 
living here that they can carry slaves in dhows with French flags without fear of 
capture, so long as they enter these slaves as passengers at the French Vice- 
Consulates, for which a charge of 2 fr. a-head is made. This report has no doubt 
come about from a decision which I hear was lately given in the Admiralty Courts 
at Zanzibar on the capture of a dhow carrying forty slaves and flying the French 
flag, but which was ordered to be released, as the slaves were entered as passengers 
on the ships’ pa at the French Consulate at Mozambique. 

'Tam afraid that this report freely circulated on the coast will tend towards 
giving a fresh impetus to the Slave Trade.

1 TRANSMIT herewith, for your Excellency’s information, copy of a corre- 
spondence which has passed between the Turkish Ambassador, the India Office, 
Admiralty, Treasury, and this Department,* in regard to the legality of the action 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Stace, Acting Political Resident at Aden and Judge of the 
Vice-Admiralty Court there, in directing the release of the crews of three slave 
phows captured by Her Majesty’s ship “ Osprey” in the Red Sea in September 
ast. 

2. Relative to the legality of the original capture of the dhows. 

It will be seen from the inclosures to the Treasury letter of the 25th June that 
their Lordships’ adviser on Slave Trade matters, to whom the correspondence was 
referred, is of opinion that, as the crews of the dhows had been engaged in the 
traffic in children within the meaning of Article IV of the Convention of the 25th 
January, 1880, between Great Britain and Turkey, for the suppression of the Slave 
Trade, certain of those persons who were amenable to Ottoman jurisdiction were 
liable to be handed over for punishment to the Ottoman Tribunals, and that the 
action of Colonel Stace in discharging indiscriminately al] the offenders cannot be 
ae unless it can be shown that there were insurmountable obstacles to the 
adoption of the prescribed course. 

It will be observed that Colonel Stace was deterred from complying with the 
requirements of the Convention in this point on account of the distance from Aden 
of any Ottoman port, and the impossibility, as he conceived it, of obtaining a 
conviction from Ottoman Tribunals guided by the Koranic Law. 

I have to request that your Excellency will inform me whether, in your opinion, 
these difficulties were practically insurmountable. 

In rd to the second point, upon which remonstrances have been received 
through the Turkish Ambassador, I have to request your Excellency to explain to 
the Porte that the captured dhows were undoubtedly full of slaves, and carried no 
papers or flags showing their nationality, as is evidenced by the affidavit of

IN my despatch No. 8, Africa, of the 13th April, I informed your Lordship 
that the Minister of Police had made a proposal that the police authorities of 
Bengazi, Tripoli, and Jeddah should be called 7 to furnish a quarterly account 
of the steps taken to put a stop to the Traffic in Slaves, and I also, at the same time, 
called upon Mr. Cameron for a similar Report, a copy of which is herewith 
inclosed. Mr. Marinitch, who is charged with Slave Trade matters, showed this 
Report to the Minister of Police, and compared it with the Reports received by that 
Department. 

From that gentleman’s Memorandum, eony of which is herewith inclosed, your 
Lordship will see that the existence of the Slave Trade in the neighbourhood of 
Bengazi is not denied, but the Minister of Police seems anxious to do all in his 
power to put a stop to the Traffic, but the Imperial Government has evidently not 
sufficient military resources at its disposal in those parts to cope successfully with 
the Trade.

Report by Consul Cameron. 


THE Slave Trade in this district is due to slaves having been brought up 
by caravans from Wadai and Donfour to Ojila, whence they are spread over this 
bee as domestic slaves, and a minority are shipped on the coast for other parts 
of Turkey. 

At Ojila the Turks have a colonel, a civil tax-gatherer, and some fifty police 
for the oalieation of the tax on palm trees. This small force appears to be quite 
unable to check the Slave Traffic in that oasis. Practically, every Bedouin who owns 
a camel or a piece of land owns one or more slaves. The same is true of the 
town Arabs. Nearly every house has its male or female slaves. Owing to neglect 
and ill-treatment, more than 100 domestic slaves appeal annually to this Consulate. 
The Consulate shelters the refugees in a slave home, and obtains their freedom 
from the Governor. During the past quarter, thirty-six slaves have thus been 
freed. The Slave Traffic is of two kinds :— 

1. The export of so-called domestic slaves, who are said to have been freed by 
their owners. These are embarked at Bengazi in small numbers, per Mahsoussa 
steamers. Now and then there is a scandal, and the captains refuse to take them. 
After a lull, the petty Traffic begins again. 

2. The export of slaves per schooners on the coast. A schooner clears from 
Bengazi sometimes with the declared intention of taking a cargo of charcoal from 
Tokra, a village some 40 miles to the north. Sometimes it puts into Tokra 
without excuse, By previous arrangement made here, slaves are collected and put 
on board at Tokra. The secret leaks out some days or weeks later on; there is not 
sufficient proof to lead to the arrest of the agent on shore; there is no telegraph. 
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I do not wish to exaggerate this trade; but it does exist secretly and by private 
contract. 

There has been certainly a general improvement under Hassan Pasha, who is 
now ables, g He confessed to me that he had not the means nor any telegraph at 
his disposal to cope with the evil. 

Such a confession is a step forward from the statements of earlier Governors 
that Slave Trade did not exist, or that it had been effectively et aoe 

The police are unpaid. The Mahsoussa Agency is powerful and independent. 
An energetic Governor, Reshed Pasha, has now arrived, and I am anxious to see 
how his Excellency will deal with the agency and the police.

Memorandum by Mr. Marinitch. 


IN my Memorandum of the 13th April, I had the honour to report that 
the Minister of Police proposed for the present to send a Circular to the police 
authorities at Bengazi, Tripoli, and Jeddah, instructing them to draw up and send 
him every three months a general Report on the Slave Trade. 

I called yesterday upon the Minister of Police, in order to compare the 
information received by his Excellency from Bengazi with that contained in the 

eneral Report on Slave Trade for quarter ended the 30th March last, forwarded to 
; er Majesty’s Embassy by Mr. Consul Cameron in his despatch of the 11th May 
ast. 

I have been made acquainted with the Report sent by the police authorities at 
Bengazi, which, in substance, states that there is a pass called Kufra, which is 
situated at a distance of fifteen days’ journey from Bengazi, and that on various 
grounds it is quite impossible to send there troops, and to provide for their main- 
tenance, in order to exercise efficacious control over that destitute and savage 
country, and succeed in seizing the African slaves brought in by caravans from the 
centre of Africa. That these slaves are imported into Bengazi in small batches of 
two or three, and when seized by the local authorities are furnished by them with 
certificates of manumission if not freed by their owners. That the slaves thus 
captured and liberated at Bengazi being very numerous the local authorities, with 
a view to protect these poor creatures Sos destitution and starvation, submitted 
the fact, some time ago, to the serious consideration of the Sublime Porte, and, 
acting upon instructions received from the Minister of the Interior, the local 
authorities who take care of the captured slaves are in the habit of shipping them 
to Smyrna and Constantinople and other towns in the Ottoman dominions, where 
again, through the care of the Government, they are intrusted to the care of 
Mussulman families to serve in domestic capacities on a monthly salary. 

The Report of the police authorities at Bengazi does not deny that the Arab 
tribes at Ojila and Zalu are engaged in the Slave Trade, and it concurs in the 
statement contained in Mr. Consul Cameron’s Report, that the local authorities are 
unable to check the Slave Traffic in that oasis which they allege is beyond the 
sphere of their control. 

The Report concludes by stating that there appear to be three or four persons 
at Bengazi who are at present suspected of being in direct connivance with slave 
dealers, and the Minister of Police showed his readiness to give instructions that 
these individuals should be closely watched. His Excellency went on to say that 
he is prepared to endeavour to bring about even more substantial results than those 
which may follow on these Circulars. 

The Report of the police authorities at Bengazi does not contain any blame 
against the agency of the Mahsoussa Steam Company.

Mr. Hay referred to very stringent instructions recently issued to all the 
Governors of districts, threatening them with dismissal and punishment should they 
allow the Traffic in Slaves; and I have now caused inquiries to be made on the 
subject, and I am informed that these orders were the outcome of an Imperial Iradé 
addressed to the Valis of the Hedjaz, Tripoli, and Bengazi. I am also informed that 
the Vali of Tripoli, in reporting to the Ministry his compliance with the Iradé, 
stated that, thanks to the vigilance of the local authorities, the Traffic in Slaves in 
Tripoli has diminished by about 90 per cent. compared with that of former years.

IN compliance with the instructions in your Excellency’s despatch of the 
13th April, I have the honour to report that there has been a sensible diminution 
of late in the Slave Trade in my district. ; 

The facility with which slaves can obtain their freedom either through the inter- 
vention of foreign Consulates, or by applying directly, as slaves generally now do, 
to the Local Government, has had the effect of discouraging the trade, causing it to 
be looked upon as a rather hazardous investment of capital, and a less remunerative 
trade than was formerly the case. 

I am informed by the Vali, Ahmed Rasim Pasha—and I have reason to credit 
his assertion—that ss i 1,400 slaves have been manumitted in this manner during 
the last seven years. 

I had the honour to report to your Excellency in my despatch of the 28th May 
the condemnation to one year’s imprisonment of an Arab convicted of trafficking in 
slaves, and in a few days I nope to succeed in obtaining the like punishment of 
another Arab for the same offence. These sentences, if carried out, will have a 
salutary effect. 

The Vali has assured me that he is determined to put an end altogether to any 
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fresh importations into this country of slaves from the interior of Africa, and has 
addressed very stringent instructions to all the Governors of districts, threatening 
them with instant dismissal and punishment should they allow any Traffic in Slaves 
in their several districts, and has also published in the Local Government newspaper 
a notice to the same purport.

I HAVE the honour to draw your Lordship’s notice to the action of 
Mr, Consular Assistant McGregor in obtaining, during my recent stay at Uskup, the 
manumission of the negro slave-woman, Seyret. I inclose a translated copy of the 
certificate of manumission granted to her by the local authorities. 

With reference to the case of Slave Traffic mentioned by Mr. McGregor, I have 
the satisfaction to report to your Lordship that his Excellency the Governor-General, 
Galib Pasha, has freed the individuals referred to, and found them situations as 
servants in the houses of some ledding Turkish Notables here. 

Moreover, he has apprehended a certain Ibrahim Agha, a native of Crete, who 
acted as the agent of Captain Bairam Agha, the importer of these slaves, and who 
will be prosecuted by the Procureur-Impérial. 

As the above-mentioned Bairam Agha had at the same time imported four 
other slaves, two of whom he had succeeded in selling here and two of whom he 
had taken to Crete, Galib Pasha is causing a strict search to be made for them, and 
has also telegraphed to the Governor-General of Crete to take the necessary steps 
against Bairam Agha, 

I inclose a translated extract from the “Salonica Gazette” relative to this 
case, 

The authorities have not yet been able to discover in what vessel these slaves 
were imported, and where they were landed on the Macedonian coast.

I HAVE the honour to report that during your,absence at Uskup a black 
female slave came to this Consulate begging to be set at liberty, as she had been 
ill-treated by her master. 

I immediately sent her to the konak under the care of a cavass, with a Petition 
to the Governor-General on her part (translation inclosed), and a uest that a 
certificate of manumission should ie handed to her after an inquiry had been made 
into her case. This has since been done. 

I have also to report that on the 10th instant 1 received a call from Colonel 
Enver Bey, an officer on the staff of the Commander-in-chief, who came to inform 
me that some African slaves, six in number, and of ages varying from 6 to 18, had 
been lately imported by a Cretan for the purpose of being sold, but, core 
managed to escape from their owner, had sought refuge in Enver Bey’s house. He 
informed me that one was at present under ‘his protection, and that the rest had 
been temporarily | in various private houses, and he asked me what s 
ought to be taken, as he was afraid that if an attempt were made to bring them to 
the Consulate, they might be seized in the street.

Buack SLAvEs.—The authorities having been informed that an inhabitant of 
Canea called Baviam Capudan had bought twelve slaves from Bengazi and conveyed 
ten of them to Salonica the necessary inquiries were made, with the result that six 
of them were discovered and manumitted. 

As Baviam Capudan is in Crete, the authorities there have been requested to 
take the necessary steps with regard to the other slaves. It is a thankworthy 
feature of this glorious reign that such poor creatures should obtain the blessings of 
liberty,

I have had the pleasure to convey to Mr. Consular Assistant McGregor, in 
conformity with your instructions, your appreciation of his action in procuring the 
manumission of the above-named negro slave-woman. 

[ have also, in accordance with your Excellency’s suggestion, presented to his 
Excellency the Vali, Galib Pasha, a“ takrir,” of which I caelbes a translation, setting 
forth the particulars of the case of Slave Traffic alluded to, and demanding that the 
individuats who have been engaged, directly or indirectly, in it should be brought to 
trial, and punished according to the provisions of Article I of the Slave Trade Con- 
vention of the 25th January, 1880; and | shall not fail to watch carefully the pro- 
ceedings of the Court in this matter. Having learned that the slaves in question 
were landed on the coast between Capes Karabouroun and Panomi, in the Gulf of 
Salonica, I presented to the Vali a further “ takrir,” of which I inclose translation, 
calling his attention to the subject, and suggesting that fresh orders should be 
issued to the police authorities on the coast in conformity with the Circular 
instructions which the Sublime Porte addressed to the provincial Governors in 
February 1885, and the substance of which was forwarded to me in the Embassy 
Circular of the 9th March, 1885.

IN continuation of my despatch No. 17 of the 27th June with reference to 
Reshid Pasha’s tour of inspection, I have the honour to state to your Lordship that 
the Pasha encamped with his force of 1,000 men at Soluk from the 25th June to 
the 29th July. He then returned to Bengazi. It is said that he has obtained large 
sums as arrears of taxes from the tribes. 

Owing, however, to the refusal of the Sedaidi Zewayas and Magarbas of the 
Ojila district to come and pay taxes, the Pasha has this day gone in the small 

dle-wheel steamer “ Mermera” to the southern part of the gulf, perhaps to 
raiga, or to some other landing-place near Jedabia. 
he troops at Soluk are under orders to march southward to Jedabia. 
. The tribes of the ———" &c., who come into Bengazi to trade, have been 
obliged to submit. The Ojila Arabs, however, have little to do with this town, and 
(if pressed by the troops) can easily fall back towards Taiserbo (Kufra), or go 
westwards to Marada. 

I venture to trouble your Lordship with these details also from a Slave Trade 
point of view. 

If the Pasha, for political purposes, strengthens the garrison at Ojila, Ishkara, 
&c., the Local Government may eventually be in a better position to check the Slave 
Trade in that oasis.

Memorandum by Mr. Marinitch on the Slave Trade in Turkey. 


1 HAVE the honour to report fully to Her Majesty’s Embassy on the several 
questions connected with the Slave Trade here which I am instructed to deal with. 
Duly authorized by Her rte Embassy, I applied direct in the month of 
June last of the Head of the Police of Stamboul requesting to furnish me with a 
list of all African slaves who were manumitted, with or without the intervention of 
wd Majesty’s Embassy, from the 15th (27th) December, 1886, till the present 
ate. 


His Excellency Aghiah Effendi forwarded a few days ago to me (1) a list of 
African slaves newly imported into Constantinople by sea from various provinces of 
the Ottoman Empire who were seized on their arrival here by the police and manu- 
mitted (Inclosure 2) ; @) a list of African slaves who have applied to the police for 
their manumission, and who have been set free without a certificate as not being 
newly imported slaves into Constantinople. 
n addition to these two lists supplied by the Mirlister of Police, I beg to 
forward to you a further one of all black slaves who have applied direct to Har 
Majesty’s Embassy for assistance, and who, after having been lodged and fed in our 
asylum, have been some of them manumitted by the police, and some others set 
free without being provided with a certificate (Inclosure 8). 
Now, before setting forth the various measures taken by the Minister of Police 
with a view to put an effectual stop to the African Slave Trade in Turkey, it would 
be well, I think, to recapitulate here also the action taken by Her Majesty’s 
Embassy with the Sublime Porte since I had the honour to address to you my 
neral Report on the 20th January, 1887. The result of this action is that the 
frican Slave Traffic in the Ottoman Empire has diminished to a certain d 

porte. the Mussulmans in general are interested in keeping up slavery for 
omestic pur ; 

Her PMajeat s Embassy having complained that the Ottoman steamer 
“ Souyontli,” with slaves on from Bengazi, had left Crete without the Vali 
ag to cause the vessel to be searched and the slaves found on board 
disembarked, the Sublime Porte, in a note dated the 2nd November, 1887, informed 
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Her Majesty’s Embassy that instructions had been sent by the Minister of the 
para diye te-Bidataal pao yen gs: Pie dg y transmitted by the 
Porte to the Governor-General, in conformity with provisions of the 3rd para- 
graph of Article V of the Slave Trade Convention. 

On the 8th June, 1888, Her Majesty’s Embassy addressed a note calling the 
‘serious attention of the Sublime Porte to the fact, that the steamers of the Ottoman 
Company Mahsoussé, running between Tripoli, Bengazi, and Constantinople, as 
well as those running between Jeddah and the other ports in the Red Sea and 
Constantinople were in the habit of embarking Africans provided with certificates of 
manumission irregularly drawn up ; and that the slave-dealers endeavoured to deceive 
the authorities by trying to show them that these Africans are merely domestic 
slaves, whilst in reality they are imported, contrary to the terms of the Convention, 
for Slave Trade purposes. 

While notice was called to the severe punishment to which persons regularly 
-engaged in the Slave Trade in the Red Sea and other Turkish waters are liable, 
the Sublime Porte was warned that, in the opinion of Her Majesty's Embassy, it 
was not fair that the steamers of the Mahsoussé Company should be permitted to 
continue this unlawful and inhuman Traffic. 

Her Majesty’s Embassy, therefore, impressed upon the Porte the necessity of 
sending categorical instructions with a view to prevent in the future the embarka- 
tion off Africans provided with irregularly drawn-up certificates. Her Majesty’s 
Embassy concluded its note by suggesting that the captains of the Mahsoussé 
Company should be warned, through the Minister of Marine, that in case their 
steamers were used for the importation of Africans contrary to the prohibition, 
they would be subjected to the heavy penalties established by the Slave Trade 
Convention. 

In answer, the Ottoman Minister for Foreign Affairs informed Her Majesty’s 
Embassy on the 6th November, 1888, that the Minister of Marine had instructed 
the Captains of the Mahsoussé Company to refrain from receiving on board their 
steamers Africans whose certificates were not legalized by the highest official of the 
locality, namely, the Governor-General or the Governor. 

At the same time, the Minister of the Interior sent the necessary orders to the 
Vilayets of Tripoli, Crete, Bengazi, the Hedjaz, and Yamén, which, as far as I 
have been able to ascertain, have not remained fruitless, since the provincial 
authorities are prepared to carry out more strictly the Porte’s instructions 
connected with the Slave ‘Trade; and I may add, that in general the authorities 
in the vilayets gue understand now the responsibility which rests with them 
whenever they do not conform to the provisions of the Convention. I think it 
my duty to mention here a fact whieh I consider very important, viz., that His 
Imperial Majesty the Sultan was pleased last month to issue an Iradé ordering the 
Porte to send a Circular to the Vilayets of the Hedjaz, Tripoli, and Bengazi, for 
the purpose of renewing the prohibitions to trade in African slaves. 

This Imperial Order will, as a matter of course, produce a great impression 
upon those among the Valis who are still not quite ready to support eromety the 
Imperial Government in its earnest endeavour to put a stop to the African Slave 
Trade in the Ottoman dominions. . 

It would be well, I think, to mention here also that on the 12th October, 1888, 
the Ministry of War addressed a Circular letter to all Commanders-in-chief in the 
army informing them that the existence of slavery being interdicted by the Govern- 
ment, there is consequently no excuse for any one evading military service on this 
pretext, all Mussulman subjects of the Porte being equally bound to join the 
ranks of the army when called upon. 

In conformity with the provisions of the IInd Article of the Slave Trade 
Convention several African slaves in the paseees of slave-dealers have been 
liberated by the police, who did not fail to report the case to the Imperial 
Prosecutor with a view to have the slave-dealers punished according to the law. 
These individuals were formerly open slave-merchants, but since the Anglo-Turkish 
Convention, have been in the habit of buying and secretly selling African slaves in 
Constantinople for domestic purposes. But although the Minister of Police hands 
over the man to the Public Pecascutee with the és-verbal proving him to have 
been mixed up in the African Slave Trade, the cu ys is usually fined and released 
at once, according to the Article 254 of the Penal Law, without undergoing any 
other punishment, the Judicial authorities alleging that there is no other special 
Articles in the Turkish Law which can apply to thems. 
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The Ministry of Police quite agrees with me as to the necessity of having a 
special Article added to the Turkish Law empowering the Magistrates to inflict 
upon those slave-dealers an adequate punishment. 

Although the Judgment issued of late against a certain Sarsi-el-Moghrabec, 
who, having been proved to have traded in negroes, was ordered to be imprisoned 
for one year at Tripoli, may be invoked in other slavery cases as a precedent to. 
prove to the Magistrates that the Imperial Firman referred to in the Ist Article of 
the Convention may suffice for bringing those persons to trial and condemning them, 
it would be well, I think, in face of the opinion expressed by the Ministry of 
Justice in the contrary direction, to impress upon the Ottoman Government the 
necessity of adding some other Article to the Law in order to meet the requirements 
of the situation. 

In expressing my humble opinion in this matter, 1 am guided by the earnest 
desire to afford to Her Majesty’s Embassy the means to cope with any difficulty, the 
more so as the Projet de Loi drawn up by the Sublime Porte in 1882 respecting the 
three points connected with the Slave Trade Convention has not yet obtained the 
Imperial sanction, while the note addressed by Said Pasha to Lord Dufferin on the 
23rd May, 1882, on this matter, remained a dead letter. 

In several instances when the steamers of the Mahsoussé Company have brought 
African slaves here, they have been seized by the Maritime Police authorities and 
conveyed to the Ministry of Police, where they have been manumitted, as a matter 
of course, without the slightest difficulty, and whenever the said steamers were 
suspected of having Africans concealed on board, I have always instructed my 
cavass to go on board and watch carefully the search made by the police authorities. 
By this means I have succeeded in laying hands upon many slaves brought here for 
selling purposes. 

I think it would be just to mention here that the police authorities have always 
shown themselves ready to comply with my request whenever I have laid before 
them a case connected with slavery falling under the precise stipulations of the 
Convention. 

In many instances slaves have applied to Her Majesty’s Embassy complaining 
they had been ill-treated at the hands of their owners. I brought, as usual, the fact 
to the notice of the police, and whenever the Minister of Police ascertained that the 
complaint was well-founded, or that the slave had been in the possession of his 
owner for several years, the latter was called upon to liberate him, and in two 
instances, when the owner declined to do so, the police, in spite of all religious 
prejudices, manumitted them as an exception. 

1 think it necessary to report also that all the African slaves seized by the 
Maritime Police authorities are furnished by the Minister of Police with certificates 
of manumission regularly drawn up, and those already in their possession are 
cancelled, and the authorities take the necessary steps with a view to secure their 
freedom and comfort in every respect. Besides these measures, intended to put an 
effectual stop to the Slave Trade, the Minister of Police takes garanties to the effect 
that the Africans will not undergo any ill-treatment at the hands of those to whose 
care they are intrusted. His Excellency furnishes them with “teskérés” called 
*‘hamidies,” proving that they are regular Ottoman subjects. He compels their 
masters to pay them a regular monthly salary. He obliges their owners to inform 
the police whenever one of these Africans dies, and in such a case the African 
cannot be buried without the permission of the police. Every three months the 
owners are obliged to report the movements of the Africans in their possession so as 
to enable the police to keep a control over them. 

I did not fail to tell the Minister of Police that these measures were doubtless 
very , but I added to his Excellency that, in my opinion, some steps ought to 
be taken in order to cope with the Slave Trade in its principal outlets. The 
Minister thereupon pro to send for the present a Circular to the police 
authorities at Bengazi, Tripoli, and Jeddah, instructing them to draw up and send 
him every three months a general Report on the Slave Trade, showing the steps 
taken by the local authorities for stopping it, and his Excellency suggested that it 
would be well that Her Majesty’s Embassy should also direct Her Majesty’s Consuls 
vesiding in those provinces to supply it with similar Reports. 

The Minister's proposal having been acceded to by Her org Embassy, I 
have already had an opportunity of comparing our ed wi information 
supplied to his Excellency, I venture to hope that in way we shall be able to 
aacertain how the matter stands, and what steps have to be fallen by the authorities 
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to prevent the Slave Trade, From a Report lately sent by the Police authorities at 
Bengazi, I learnt that, acting under instructions from the Minister of the Interior, 
the authorities at Bengazi, with a view not to expose the Africans to the risk of 
perihinig from want or from falling again into slavery, are in the habit. of sending 
all the liberated slaves to Smyrna, Crete, and other provinces of the Ottoman 
Empire, where, on their arrival, the local authorities are directed to intrust them to 
respectable Mussulman families, who are compelled to pay them a gue d salary. 
The authorities, moreover, take every step to secure their freedom and welfare. 

.,. 4s,[ stated above, the Police authorities have always shown their readiness to 
attend to my requésts. In fact, on my application, steps were at once taken to 
C- domestic slaves against gross oppression from their old masters. Mussulman 

ouses_have also been searched to discover concealed slaves. 

Some time ago, it having been brought to my knowledge that a regular 
African Slave Traffic was carried on openly and publicly in Stamntiiil in spite of the 
existing prohibition, I hastened to apply to the a le of Police requesting that 
measures should be taken for stopping it and having the slave-dealers brought to 
trial and punished. 

The Police authorities answered at once, stating that the Imperial Government 
was trying by every means to maintain the prohibition to trade in African slaves, 
and that, on my application, instructions were sent to increase the vigilance of the 
competent officials, although, according to information obtained by the police, it 
was not correct that a regular Slave Traffic was carried on publicly and openly in 
Constantinople. 

a matter of fact, since the prohibition, it existed in former times, but the 
authorities were not ignorant that, as stated above, some individuals were in the 
habit of buying and secretly selling African slaves in Constantinople for domestic 
purposes. ‘The proceedings of these individuals were closely watched by the Police 
authorities, and whenever the latter succeeded in laying hands upon them they did 
not fail to seize and convey them to the Public Prosecutor for punishment. 

I think it well to mention here that from time to time I have instructed my 
cavass to visit in disguise the places in Stamboul where these private dnd secret 
bargains are likely to be concluded, and by this means I have in many instances 
prevented such a nefarious trade. 

As far as I have been able to ascertain, the principal slave-merchants who are 
now dealing secretly in Constantinople are called Sidi Meriam, Dil Khouch, Kiar 
Ibrahim, and Tourounj. At my request the houses of these slave-dealers have been 
searched by the police, and the Africans who have been discovered in them have 
been furnished with certificates of manumission. 

Her Majesty’s Embassy is aware that the Vali of Adrianople obstinately 
refused to grant last year the certificate of manumission to a runaway negro female 
slave who had taken refuge in the British Consulate in that town. 

Whereas Her Majesty’s Consuls are not entitled under the Convention to inter- 
fere officially on behalf of domestic slaves taking a refuge at a Consulate on the 
ground of ill-treatment by their owners, Her Majesty's Consul at Adrianople, in 
spite of his strenuous efforts, did not succeed in inducing the local authorities to 

rant her a certificate of manumission. Taking, however, into consideration the 

act that in Salonica, where the Vali is reputed to be an enlightened man, certifi- 
cates for runaway domestic slaves have sometimes been obtained, Her Majesty 
requested Her Majesty’s Consul-General Blunt to send here duly certified copies of 
certificates of manumission granted by, the Administrative Council of that vilayet, 
and although this practice is based on tolerance and not on right, 1 intend to invoke 
these precedents if, ia future, Her Majesty’s Embassy has to apply to the Porte in 
similar cases, and I propose to insist on a certificate being granted where the 
ahonge is proved beyond doubt. ; 
ou are aware of the various steps taken by Her Majesty’s Embassy to have 
the Ottoman ship “ Mahroussa —who had landed a cargo of African slaves at the 
Harbour of Focchia—seized, and the captain and crew punished. : 

I think it my duty to bring to your recollection here that the Sublime Porte did 
its best on that occasion to discover and seize that slaver, which was ultimately 
found in Egyptian waters. 

In concluding I may state, for the information of Her Majesty’s Government,

Consul-General Blunt to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received September 9.) 


(No. 3. Africa.) 
My Lord, . Salonica, August 31, 1889. 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of Sir T. V. Lister’s despatch 
No. 1, Africa, of the 13th instant, relative to the success of Mr. Assistant McGregor 
in obtaining the manumission of Seyret, a female slave, during my absence at Uskup, 
and the steps taken by his Excellency the Governor-General in freeing slaves, and 
obtaining situations for them. 

Sir T. V. Lister expresses the satisfaction with which your Lordship has heard 
of these successful arrangements, and also adds that Her Majesty’s Government 
regret, however, to hear that the Turkish authorities have not yet been able to 
ascertain in what vessel the African slaves referred to were imported, or at what 
point on the Macedonian coast they were landed, but that they trust that every 
effort will be made to procure this information. 

I have not failed to communicate to the Governor-General the substance of the 
above despatch. His Excellency asked me to assure your Lordship that he has 
given instructions to the Procureur-Général and the Juge d’Instruction, who have 
charge of this case of Slave Traffic, to endeavour to obtain all necessary information 
respecting the name, ownership, and movements of the vessel in question. 

I should, however, add that on the 14th instant, some days before I received 
Sir T. V. Lister’s despatch, | had called the Pasha’s attention to the importance of 
procuring information on the above points in the letter which, in conformity with 
the directions of Sir William White, I addressed to him, demanding that the persons 
implicated in this case should be brought to trial and punished according to the 

rovisions of Article I of the Slave Trade Convention. I inclose a copy of my 
Report of the 16th instant to Sir William White, with copies of its two inclosures 
on the subject. 

I also inclose a copy of a further letter which I addressed to the Pasha on the 
2st instant, with a translated copy of his reply, relative to the liberation of the 
accused parties in this case. His Excellency states, in answer to my inquiries, 
that the prisoners have given bail for their appearance, and | have since heard 
that these persons, lbrahim Aga and Mehmed Aga, have each given a surety of 
£ T. 50 to appear to answer the accusation when summoned. 

I have also the honour to ne vile to your Lordship that in consequence of a 
message I received from the Pasha, I attended the trial of the accused on the 
28th instant at the “ Dedayet,” or Criminal Oourt of First Instance. 

I was to observe that the proceedings were very fairly and impartially 
conducted. by the President, Assim Bey, and his two assistant, Judges (a Turk and 
a Jew). 1 had a seat next to the President, and was shown .all proper attention, 
and allowed access to the documents filed in the Court. The accused were defended 
by an advocate. Several witnesses were examined after being duly sworn, among 
them two of the manumitted slaves, and all gave their evidence in‘a satisfactory 
manner. 
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The Court adjourned to Monday, the 2nd proximo, when I shall not fail to attend 
the proceedings. 

The evidence that has been so far adduced, and of which I shail have copies at 
the —. time, is important as showing that this is not the first case of Slave Traffic 
in which the accused have been engaged, ;

Air, Salonica, August 16, 1889. 

ON the 13th instant I received your Excellency’s despatch of the 8th idem in 
answer to my Report of the 31st ultimo relative to the manumission of the negro 
slave-woman, Seyret, and the case of Slave Traffic in Salonica. 

I have had the pleasure to convey to Mr. Assistant McGregor, in conformity 
with your instructions, your appreciation of his action in procuring the mapumission 
of the above-named slave. 

I have also, in accordance with your Excellency’s suggestion, presented to his 
Excellency the Vali Galib Pasha a “takrir,” of which I inclose a translation, setting 
forth the pertoutars of the case of Slave Traffic alluded to, and — that the 
individuals who have been engaged, directly or indirectly, in it should be brought to 
trial, and pac according to the provisions of Article [ of the Slave Trade Con- 
vention of the 25th January, 1880, and I shall not fail to watch carefully the 
proceedings of the Court in this matter. 

Having been informed that the slaves in question were landed on the coast 
between Capes Karabouroun and Panomi I presented to the Vali a further “takrir,” 
of which I also inclose a translation, calling his attention to the subject, and 
suggesting that fresh orders should be issued to the police authorities on the coast 
in conformity with the Circular instructions which the Sublime Porte addressed to 
the provincial Governors in February 1885, and the substance of which was forwarded 
to me in the Embassy Circular of the 9th March, 1885.

His Excellency gave ted instructions to Sir Alfred Sandison to work at 
cg and Palace with that view between the 21st July, 1881, and the 20th July, 

In his Memorandum No. 448 of the 17th December, 1883, Sir Alfred reported 
that the Slave Trade panes were in abeyance at the Palace. 

The three points which my predecessor had considered as requiring a fresh 
Imperial sanction equivalent in this country to legislation are, firstly, that Her 
Majesty’s Government should be supplied with copies of the papers furnished to 
Ottoman vessels manned in whole or in part by Ottoman slaves, alluded to in 
Article VI of the Convention, as well as with copies of the papers usually issued to 
Ottoman merchant-vessels in the waters to which the Convention applies—(the 
Sublime Porte was further pressed by Her Majesty’s Embassy’s note No. 146 of the 
30th June, 1881, should the above-mentioned papers not exist, to prepare and issue 
them without delay); secondly, that Her Majesty’s Government desires to have 
copies of the certificates given to black slaves travelling with their owners, and of 
the sports furnished to free blacks, as provided for in Article I of the Convention ; 
thirdly, that in order to entitle the British captors of an Ottoman vessel to receive 
the usual bounties, Her Majesty’s Government wishes that the Ottoman Tribunals, 
before such cases are brought for adjudication, should be directed by the Porte to 
condemn the vessel formally in the event of slave-trading being proved; but that, 
on the otber hand, in order to enable the Ottoman captors of a British vessel to 
claim the usual bounties, Her Majesty’s Government wishes that they should hand 
over their prize to a British cruizer, in whose name the. proceedings might be 
instituted. This would be necessary, because the jurisdiction of the Vice-Admiralty 
Courts of Aden and of the other East African Courts seems under the Act* to be 
limited to seizures made ig Be commanders of Her Majesty’s ships. 

These wishes of Her Majesty's Government for the purpose of completing the 
provisions of our Convention with Turkey have hitherto, I am sorry to say, remained 
unfulfilled, and the necessity has been shown of a supplementary fourth point 
becoming a subject of a fresh legislative enactment, ae, one adding an Article 
to the Penal Code for enabling the Law Courts to bring to trial and condemn 
individuals buying and selling African slaves in Constantinople for domestic 
purposes. 

I beg to inclose a copy of a Memorandum drawn up by Mr. Marinitch, showing 
the incompleteness of the present Ottoman legislation on this very important point. 

Other points may be discovered Pog bowie fresh legislation in Turkey with 
regard to slavery when the whole subject has received a careful examination’ by the 
Representatives of the Powers who are about to meet at Brussels. 

That is why I venture to suggest to your Lordship how desirable it appears to 
me, in the interest of the work that our nation and Her Majesty’s Government has 
so much at heart, that Mr, Marinitch should be in attendance to give information 
on these and other points concerning slaves in Turkey, and the working of our 
present Convention to Her Majesty’s Representative at the approaching Conference 
at Brussels in October next. 

Without very great pressure, not only on our own part, but with the support of 
other friendly Powers, [ can hardly venture to hope to be more successful than was 
Lord Dufferin in obtaining the Sultan’s assent to this new ny Sera a and that is 
why I have not felt it expedient to revive this delicate subject lately, but I consider - 
that the approaching Conference at Brussels affords us an opportunity of reopening 
these questions with the Sultan in a way for which it may be found impossible to 
obtain a favourable bi olen d so soon again.

Memorandum by Mr. Marinitch, — 


HER. Majesty’s Embassy has referred to me a despatch from Mr. Consul- 
“General D. Hay, transmitting copy of a Judgment issued against a certain Sassi-el- 
Moghrabee, who, having been proved to have traded in negroes, was ordered to be 
imprisoned for one year. 

While endeavouring to have this sentence confirmed by the Cour de Cassation 
‘here, this despatch affords me the opportunity of calling the attention of Her ry ei 
Government to an important point, namely, that whenever the Minister of Police 
hands over a man to the Public Prosecutor with the procés-verbal proving him to haye 
been mixed up in the African Slave Trade, the culprit is usually fined and released 
at once according to the provisions of the.254th Article of the Penal Law, without 
undergoing any other punishment, the judicial authorities alleging that there is no 
other special Article in the Turkish Law which can apply to them. 

The Ministry of Police quite with me as to the necessity of having a 
special Article added to the Turkish Law, empowering the Magistrates to inflict 
upon those slave-dealers an adequate punishment. These individuals were former] 
bg slave-dealers, but, since the Anglo-Turkish Convention, have been in the habit 
of buying and secretly selling African slaves in Constantinople for domestic | 
purposes. 

In the Ist Article of the said Convention, it is stated that any person or persons 
amenable to Ottoman jurisdiction who may be found engaged, directly or indirectly, 
in the Traffic of African Slaves, shall be punished in the manner provided by Ottoman 
Law, and in conformity with the provisions of the Firman of the year 1273 (1857), 
’ which runs as follows :— 

‘On the first repetition of the offence the slave-dealers shall be imprisoned for 
one year. On the second, they shall be confined for two years, and an additional 
year will be given each time the offence is repeated.” 

But according to the opinion expressed by the Ministry of Justice, this Firman 
dioes not suffice for bringing those persons to trial and condemning them.

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s despatch 
No, 11, Africa, of the 11th July, transmitting correspondence which has passed 
between the Turkish Ambassador in London, the India Office, Admiralty, Treasury, 
and your | ordship’s Department in regard to the legality of the action of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Stace in directing the release of the crews of the three slave-dhows 
captured by Her Majesty’s ship “Osprey” in the Red Sea in September last. 
Colonel Stace did not comply with the requirements of the Convention on account 
of the distance from Aden of any Ottoman port, and the im ibility, as he 
conceived it, of sreneing * conviction from Ottoman Tribunals guided by the 
Koranic Law, and your Lordship was good enough to ask for my opinion as to 
whether these difficulties were ssscsiony insurmountable, 

I have carefully examined the correspondence myself, and have also submitted it 
to Mr, Marinitch, who has had a wide experience in dealing with Slave Trade ques- 
tions in this country, and I have the honour to inclose a copy of a Memorandum by 
that gentleman embodying his opinion on the points in question, I to indorse’ 
the views therein expressed, namely, that the captu vessel sh have been 
taken to the nearest Ottoman port, however far distant, and that there is not 
sufficient evidence to prove that it would have been ry Seetton to obtain a convic- 
tion had the offenders been brought before an Ottoman Tribunal; but Mr. Marinitch 

on to remark on the difficulties that would necessarily arise in obtaining the 

positions and other documentary evidence to bring about a conviction; he also

Memorandum by Mr. Marinitch. 


I DULY perused Lord Salisbury’s despatch No. 11 of the 11th July, 1889, with 
its inclosures, all of which have reference to the capture of three slave-edhows by Her 
Majesty’s ship “ Osprey ” in the Red Sea in September last. 

In answer, [ beg to submit my humble opinion as to whether the difficulties 
found by Colonel Stace in contpiyin with the provisions of the Slave Trade 
Convention concluded between Great Britain and Turkey in 1880 were practically 
insurmountable. 

In the first place, I would submit that the distance from Aden to any Ottoman 
port cannot be invoked as a hindrance to following the prescribed course, seeing 
that the said Convention (Article V) does not establish any limit as to the distance, 
but states merely that any “Ottoman vessel detained by a British cruizer shall be, 
together with her cargo and crew, handed over for trial to the nearest or most 
convenient Ottoman authority,” or to the competent authorities according to 
Article IV. 

In the second place, I beg leave to submit that if Colonel Stace, instead of 
ot indiscriminately all the offenders, had handed them over to the Ottoman 
Tribunals for punishment according to the said Convention, there is no sufficient 
ground for supposing @ priori that it would have been impossible to obtain a 
conviction from the Ottoman Tribunals, which, as a rule, are guided here by the 
provisions of the Penal Law, and not by the Law of the Koran. 

In support of this I may quote the Judgment lately issued against a certain 
Sassi-el-Moghrabee at Tripoli, who, having been proved to have traded in negroes, 
was ordered to be imprisoned for one year in conformity with the Ist Article of the 
said Convention. I think it, however, my duty to add, in order to justify, to a 
certain extent, Colonel Stace’s apprehension, that— 

1. In face of the connivance often shown by the Turkish authorities, it would 
not have been an easy matter to obtain the depositions and other documentary 
evidence to serve as proofs at the trial of the offenders. 

2. As far as I can recollect, there is no precedent of a sliver alleged to be a 
Turkish vessel having been seized by a British cruizer and handed over to the 
Ottoman authorities for trial. 

__ 8. Lord Dufferin, in obedience to the instructions conveyed by roo leg 
Office in its despatch No. 23 of the 22nd J uly, 1881; addressed a note to thé Porte on 
the 30th July, 1881, stating that, in order to entitle the British captors of ah Otto: 
vessel to receive the usual bounties, Her Majesty’s Government wish that 
Ottoman Tribu before which such cases are brought for adjudication sliould 
be directed by the Porte to condemn the vessel formally in the event of the charge 
of slave-trading being proved.

APPLICATIONS are frequently made by non-African slaves for the assistance 
of Her Majesty’s Embassy in obtaining their freedom. To secure this result it is 
necessary to bring a law-suit before the Ecclesiastical Court of the Sheikh-ul- 
Islamat, but the expenses of such proceedings would amount to between 6/. and 9I, 
Your Lordship is aware that the Convention between Great Britain and Turkey 
for the suppression of the African Slave Trade of the 25th January, 1880, deals 
exclusively with African slaves, and no mention is made of non-African slaves. 
Therefore, if Her Majesty’s Embassy were to make a habit of assisting non-African 
slaves, it might give rise to complaints on the part of the Ottoman Government. 
In my despatch No. 11, Africa, of the 7th December last, I reported to your 
Lordship the steps taken on behalf of one Safiyé, a non-African slave, which steps ~ 
our Lordship was good enough to approve in your despatch No. 10 of the 26th 
ember, but as cases of this nature threaten to become very frequent, and since, 
as stated above, there are expenses connected with them which must fall on Her 
Majesty’s Embassy, I venture to request your Lordship’s instructions as to whether 
or not this kind of support should be given to non-African slaves,

These draft instructions have been submitted to the Sultan, but, as far as I can 
learn, have not yet received His Imperial Majesty’s approbation. 

As soon as [ learn that they have been sanctioned, it is my intention to place 
unofficially in the hands of the Grand Vizier and of the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
a Memorandum, of which I have the honour to inclose a copy, with reference to the 
different points in connection with that Conventien which require either fresh 
Ottoman legislation or new and more stringent Regulations, and about which I had 
the honour to report to your Lordship in my despatch No, 14, Africa, of the 9th 
September. 

It appears to me to be urgent that we should press these points on the Porte 
by every available means at a moment when this very question is being discussed at 
Brussels, and when we can obtain the support of some other Powers with a view to 
their satisfactory solution.

THE Sublime Porte is doubtless aware that Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Ambassador, in conformity with instructions received from his Government, had 
the honour, in his note of the 30th July, 1881, to bring to the knowledge of 
the Imperial Ministry for Foreign Affairs that Her Majesty’s Government desired to 
obtain from the Sublime Porte the dod, fd the papers given to Ottoman vessels 
manned entirely or partly by African slaves, as provided by Article VI of the 
Conventiou for the suppression of the African Slave Trade between Great Britain 
and Turkey, signed on the 25th January, 1880, as well as the wording of the papers 
usually supplied to Ottoman merchant-vessels in waters to which the aforesaid 
Convention applies. ; 

Her Britannic Majesty’s Ambassador had pointed out to the Sublime Porte 
that in case such documents were not in existence, they should be prepared and 
published without delay. ‘ 

Her Britannic Majesty’s Ambassador had also asked the Sublime Porte for the 
wording of the certificates supplied to black slaves travelling with their masters, as 
well as the wording of the rc gb furnished to free blacks, and this request was 
based on the provisions of Article I of the Convention, which runs as follows :— 

‘His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of the Ottomans engages to prohibit the 
exportation of black slaves from Ottoman territory to foreign parts, except when 
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accompanying their masters or mistresses as domestic servants, in which case each 
slave, man or woman, shall be furnished with a certificate, stating his or her age, 
and otherwise describing them, and stating the particular capacity in which they 
accompany their master or mistress; and in the event of their not being furnished 
with such certificates they shall be set free, and the parties attempting to export 
them shall be liable to punishment; and all free blacks leaving the Ottoman 
territories shall, on application to the Ottoman authorities, be furnished with pass- 
ports, certifying that they are free and at liberty to dispose of themselves without 
restriction or reserve. ; 

Her Majesty’s Ambassador had also ss the Sublime Porte (in his note 
verbale of the 30th July, 1881) with the fact that in order to entitle a British 
cruizer, which might have captured an Ottoman vessel, to receive the usual 
bounties, Her Majesty’s Government wish that the Ottoman Tribunals, before 
which cases of capture are brought for adjudication, should be enjoined by the 
Sublime Porte to condemn the vessel formally in the event of the charge of slave- 
aia | being proved. 

oreover, in order to enable the Ottoman cruizer which has captured a British 
vessel to claim the usual bounties, Her Majesty’s Government wished that the 
captured vessel should be delivered to a British cruizer, in whose name the prosecu- 
tion might be instituted. Her Britannic Majesty’s Ambassador had thought it 
necessary to add that this method should be followed because the jurisdiction of the 
Admiralty Court at Aden and of the other East African Courts appear under the 
act to be limited to seizures made by the Commanders of Her Majesty’s ships 
of war. 

On the 11th May, 1882, Her Majesty’s Embassy had not failed to call the 
attention of the Ottoman Foreign Minister to the three points above referred to 
which come under the Slave Trade Convention. 

On the 23rd May, 1882, the Sultan’s Minister for Foreign Affairs addressed the 
following note to Her Majesty’s Ambassador :— 

“JT have taken cognizance of the various notes addressed by your Excellency to 
my predecessor on the subject of the Convention for the suppression of the African 
Slave Trade. The contents of these notes have formed the subject of careful study 


_ on the part of the Signatory Powers. The Courts of Hodeida and Jeddah shall be 


constituted so as to meet the exigencies of the situation. 

« A Commission composed of a member of the Council of State, of an official of 
the Ministry of Marine, and of another of the Ministry of Justice, will meet at the 
buildings of the latter Department in order to draft a Law indicating the procedure 
to be followed with respect to Ottoman vessels, in conformity with the bases of the 
Convention, as well as the fines to which those vessels shall be liable. 

“The Commission will further have to prepare forms for ‘teskérés,’ certificates, 
and letters of manumission.” 

Her Majesty's Embassy learnt a month later that this Commission had been 
constituted, that it had held several sittings under the Senge age of his Excellency 
the Mustechar of the Ministry of Justice, in the course of which the points in 
question had been thoroughly discussed, settled, and embodied in a draft Law. 

The Commission lost no time in submitting its draft Law for the consideration 
of the Sublime Porte, together with a Report. in which Bt gee to the Imperial 
Government the creation of three Tribunals at Mocha, Hodeida, and Jeddah. 

The Sublime Porte referred the draft Law, as well as the Report of the 
Commission, for examination by the Council of State. 

That body in full sitting examined the draft Law, and adopted it after 
introducing certain trifling modifications in its form rather than in its substance. 
Thereupon the Council of State presented a ag sons to the Porte, which finally 
submitted all the papers to the examination of the Council of Ministers, 

Her Majesty’s Embassy has been informed that the draft Law has been likewise 
approved by the Council of Ministers. 

Nothwithstanding the various representations which Her Majesty’s Embassy 
has made at the Sublime Porte, the draft Law in question has not yet received the 
sanction of His Imperial Majesty the Sultan. 

Her Britannic Majesty’s Lidmaar, moreover, takes this oppeesuoy of 
calling the attention of the Sublime Porte to the fact that, whenever the Ministry of 
Police delivers any person to the Procureur Imperial with a procés-verbal in due form 
establishing his complicity in the Traffic in African Slaves, the culprit is only 
sete | a light fine, in virtue of the provisions of Article 254 of the ar Law, 
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without underguing any imprisonment. The judicial authorities assert that there 
exists no special Article in the Ottoman Code which can be applied against those 
persons who, in the absence of severe penal provisions, are encouraged to continue 
their unlawful Traffic with impunity. 

The Sublime Porte will admit the necessity of filling up this void in order that 
the Tribunals of the capital may be enabled to inflict a severe punishment u on this 
cies of persons, who are, in point of fact, nothing better than traders in domestic 

aves. 
Article I of the Convention runs as follows :— 

“His Majesty the Emperor of the Ottomans undertakes to punish, according to 
the provisions of the Ottoman Law, and in conformity with the provisions of the 
Imperial Firman of the peer 1273, every and all person or persons amenable to the 
Ottoman Courts who shall be found to have been concerned, either directly or 
indirectly, in the Traffic in blacks.” 

Although the provisions of this Imperial Firman are enforced by the Tribunals 
in the provinces of the Empire, the Ministry of Justice is of opinion that the 
Firman is not sufficient to enable these persons to be brought to trial here and 
condemned. 

Such being the case, Her Britannic Majesty’s Embassy considers that it would 
be desirable to draw up a new Law, or to add a special Article to the Ottoman 
Law, enabling the Courts to try and condemn persons who purchase at Constanti- 
nople black domestic slaves, of recent or long-standing importation, and secretly 
resell them in spite of the existing prohibition. ; 

In view of these circumstances, Her Britannic Majesty’s Embassy trusts that 
the Sublime Porte, taking into its serious consideration the importance attaching to 
all these points, arising as they do out of the above-mentioned Convention, will 
adopt such measures as it may deem suitable, with a view to meeting the demands 
contained in the present Memorandum.

y Lord, Legation of the United States, London, October 9, 1889. 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that I am instructed by the 
Secretary of State to acquaint you that my Government has accepted the invitation 
received from the Belgian Minister at Washington, in behalf of his Government and 
that of Her Britannic Majesty, to send a Representative to the African Slave Trade 
Conference which is to be held at Brussels on the 15th instant, and has appointed 
Mr. Edwin H. Terrell, the United States’ Minister to Belgium. 

The deep interest which the United States’ Government has taken in the 
suppression of the Slave Trade will be shown by its acceptance of the invitation of 
the British and Belgian Governments, and I am furthermore instructed to acquaint 
your Lordship that my Government will always extend its moral aid in behalf of so 
aprons.) a cause, and would, in the judgment of the President, gladly assist 

y the use of a naval force in preventing the exportation of slaves from Africa. 

But the invasion of Africa with a military force, in conjunction with European 
Powers who havé’interests on that continent, presents a different question, and the 
President is unwilling to commit the Government to such a course of action. In 
his judgment the United States should refrain from territorial acquisition in the 
Eastern hemisphere and from interference with the internal affairs thereof. 

With this explicit understanding Mr. Terrell will attend the Conference, and 
subject to the special reservation that his ag a is to be ad referendum.
